JOURNAL  OF  THE  COUNCIL 


Grace  Church, 
Charleston,  S.  C,  Tuesday,  May  6,  A.  D.  1913. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-third  Annual  Council  of 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  after 
the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  by  the  Bishop, 
assisted  by  the  Deans  of  Convocation,  and  the  rector  of  the 
parish,  Rev.  William  Way. 

In  lieu  of  a  sermon  the  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address. 
(Vide  Appendix  I.) 

The  roll  of  the  clergy  as  presented  by  the  Bishop  was  called 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Council.  There  were  found 
present  thirty-seven  clergymen  entitled  to  all  privileges  of 
Council,  and  five  entitled  to  seat  and  voice  but  not  to  vote — 
forty-two  in  all. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  churches  and  deputies. 
Seventy -three  deputies,  representing  thirty-one  parishes  and 
eight  missions,  were  found  present. 

A  constitutional  quorum  in  both  orders  being  present, 
Council  was  declared  duly  organized.  The  Bishop  appointed 
as  a  Committee  on  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy :  Revs.  L.  G.  Wood, 
J,  E.  H.  Galbraith,  R.  G.  Shannonhouse ;  and  a  Committee 
on  Credentials  of  Lay  Deputies :  Messrs.  T.  W.  Bacot,  H.  K. 
Jenkins,  C.  St.  J.  Sinkler,  to  whom  the  rolls  were  referred. 

Welcome  to  Grace  Church  Parish  and  to  the  City  of 
Charleston  was  extended  by  Mr.  R.  Goodwyn  Rhett.  The 
Bishop  responded  in  behalf  ,of  the  Council. 

The  election  of  a  Secretary  being  in  order,  Rev.  A.  S. 
Thomas  was  nominated.  There  being  no  further  nominations, 
on  motion,  the  chair  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  Council  for 
the  nominee. 

At  this  juncture  Rev.  Dr,  Kershaw,  in  behalf  of  the  clergy 
of  the  Diocese,  as  a  token  of  esteem  and  affection,  and  in 
commemoration  of  five  years  of  Episcopal  service,  presented 
to  the  Bishop  a  purple  cassock  and  sarum  biretta. 
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Mr.  William  Godfrey  was  nominated  as  Treasurer,  On 
motion,  there  being  no  further  nominations,  the  Secretary 
cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  Council  for  the  nominee.

Mr.  William  Godfrey  read  his  report  as  Treasurer  of 
Council.  It  was  on  motion  received  and  ordered  printed  in 
the  Journal.     {Vide  Appendix  V.) 

On  motion,  the  hours  of  sessions  of  this  Council  were  fixed 
as  follows  after  today:  From  10:00  a.  m.  to  2:00  p.  m.,  with 
service  at  9:45  a.  m. ;  from  4:00  p.  m.  to  6:30  p.  m.  and 
8  :30  p,  m. 

Dr.  P.  H.  Whaley  gave  notice  that  on  tomorrow  he  would 
move  to  amend  the  Rules  of  Order  by  striking  out  rule  five. 
On  motion  Council  adjourned  until  10:00  a.  m.  tomorrow.

That  St.  Paul's  Pendleton,  and  St.  Edmund's,  Hardeeville,  have  failed 
to  make  the  contributions  required  of  them,  as  shown  by  the  list  of  the 
Treasurer  laid  by  him  upon  the  Secretary's  table  in  accordance  with  the 
requirement  of  Sec.  2  Canon  X.

On  motion  of  Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh,  the  matter  of  an  apparent 
conflict  between  the  Canon  on  Missions  and  that  on  the  Finance 
Committee  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons.  The  Committee  reported  that  this  matter  had 
already  been  acted  upon  at  the  last  Council.  The  report  was 
adopted  and  the  matter  dismissed. 

The  following  was  adopted  on  motion  of  Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh : 

"Whereas,  There  is  in  this  Diocese  a  growing  need  for  a  boarding 
school  for  girls;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to 
investigate  as  to  the  expediency  of  establishing  such  a  school,  and  report 
to  the  next  meeting  of  Council. 

The  Bishop  appointed  on  this  Committee  Revs.  T.  T. 
Walsh,  A.  R.  Mitchell,  A.  S.  Thomas,  H.  P.  Boggs,  W.  B. 
Moore. 

Mr.  J.  I.  Waring,  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  submitted 
his  report,  which  was  received  and  ordered1  printed  in  the 
Journal. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  REGISTRAR. 

The  Minute  Book  of  St.  Stephen's  Parish,  dating  from  1754  to  1802, 
and  1856  to  1873  has  been  placed  in  my  care.  Also  the  Register  of  the 
United  Chapels  of  St.  Stephen's  and  St.  John's  from  1828  to  1886. 

Copies  have  been  made  of  both  of  these  books. 

The  records  of  St.  David's  Church,  Cheraw,  are  now  being  copied, 
and  will,  I  trust,  soon  be  in  the  possession  of  the  Registrar. 

A  volume  of  the  reports  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  the 
Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina  from  1810  to  1836,  has- 
also  been  secured. 

The  Registrar  will  be  glad  to  be  informed  of  any  records  that  can  be 
procured,  with  the  object  of  preserving  same,  and  asks  the  co-operation 
of  the  Churchmen  of  the  Diocese  in  this  work.

On  motion  of  Mr.  R.  I.  Manning,  the  following  preamble 
and  resolution  w^as  adopted  : 

Whereas,  Notice  has  been  given  through  the  Church  papers  that  the 
Seventh  Missionary  Department  expects  to  present  a  memorial  to  the 
General  Convention  asking  for  the  creation  of  a  racial  missionary  dis- 
trict within  the  borders  of  that  department,  and  has  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  push  the  matter  in  the  General  Convention;  and, 

Whereas,  This  Council  feels  very  strongly  that  the  plan  proposed  is 
not  the  best  one  by  which  to  accomplish  what  all  agree  must  be  done; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  there  shall  be  a  committee,  appointed  by  the  Bishop, 
to  consider  what  action  might  be  taken  by  Council,  either  by  itself  or  in 
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conjunction  with  any  of  the  other  Dioceses,  to  defeat  any  legislation 
looking  to  the  adoption  of  the  racial  missionary  district  plan  by  the 
General  Convention,  and  to  report  to  this  Council. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  on  this  Committee : 
Revs.  W.  H.  K.  Pendleton,  Walter  Mitchell,  Walter  Hazard, 
J.  N.  Frierson,  P.  T.  Hayne. 

The  tellers  reported  the  result  of  the  second  ballot  for 
two  additional  members  of  the  Standing  Committee.  Mr.  R. 
G.  Rhett  was  declared  elected,  and  a  further  ballot  ordered 
for  one  additional  clerical  member.  Three  further  ballots 
were  taken  without  result. 

The  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  took  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  P.  H.  Whaley,  after  one  day's  notice,  it 
was  resolved  that  Section  5  of  the  Rules  of  Order  be  stricken 
out  and  the  subsequent  sections  numbered  accordingly. 

Nominations  for  delegates  to  the  General  Convention  were 
made.    And  nominations  closed. 

The  Bishop  took  the  chair. 

Rev.  Walter  Mitchell  submitted  the  following  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Missions : 

SECOND  A'MN'UIAiL  REPORT  OF  THE,  DIOCESAN  COMMISSION 
OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA  ON  MISSIONS. 

May  6,  1913. 

Your  Commission  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 
Early  in  the  winter  a  list  of  questions  was  sent  out  to  every  clergy- 
man in  the  Diocese,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto,  with  a  view  of 
ascertaining  just  what  was  the  status  of  the  plan  recommended  by  the 
General  Board,  that  is,  the  Every  Member  Canvass  and  the  Duplex 
Envelope  System,  for  the  raising  of  the  apportionment.  These  questions 
were  sent  to  the  forty-one  clergy  then  in  active  work  in  the  Diocese.  Only 
thirteen  replied.  Some  months  later  the  questions  were  sent  again  and  the 
question  noted  at  the  bottom  of  the  sheet,  as  to  whether  or  not  the  clergy- 
man in  question  desired  a  member  of  this  Commission  to  visit  his  field 
with  a  view  to  interesting  his  people  in  this  plan,  was  added  to  the  list. 
Of  the  remaining  clergy  who  had  not  answered  the  first  time,  one-half, 
that  is,  fourteen  now  did  so;  fourteen  -did  not  reply  at  all.  It  is  mani- 
festly impossible  to  give  anything  like  a  complete  summary  when  more 
than  one-third  of  the  clergy  failed  to  furnish  the  information  requested, 
but  upon  the  basis  of  the  replies  received,  the  following  information  is 
submitted  to  Council: 

1.  While  fifteen  of  the  clergy  approve  of  the  plan  without  any  qualifi- 
cations, but  six  of  them  are  using  it;  in  two  instances  the  matter  is 
before  the  respective  vestries;  in  three  others  the  envelopes  are  used  but 
no  canvass  was  made  prior  to  their  introduction.  If  the  plan  is  proving 
unsatisfactory  in  these  latter  places  the  explanation  lies  in  the  fact  that 
the  canvass  was  not  made,  that  is,  the  directions  regarding  the  success- 
ful introduction  of  the  plan,  were  not  followed. 
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Three  more  of  the  clergy  endorse  the  plan  with  certain  qualifications; 
three  do  not  know  anything  about  it;  one  is  noncommital  and  one  is 
against  it. 

2.  At  the  time  the  questions  were  answered  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  in  thirty-one  instances  the  Diocesan  Apportionment  had  been  paid 
in  full;  in  two  others  in  part;  and  in  twenty  the  apportionment  for 
General  Missions  had  been  paid  in  full  and  in  thirteen  in  part.  In  one 
case  each  instead  of  the  plan  recommended  by  the  General  Board,  the 
apportionments  are  met  through  the  offerings  at  Easter,  Christmas,  the 
Annual  Offering,  and  a  Special  Offering;  in  one  other  place  the 
parishioners  are  assessed. 

The  most  interesting  fact  brought  out,  and  one  which  seems  to  be 
almost  uniformly  the  result  where  the  entire  plan  of  the  Board  is 
properly  introduced1,  is  that  in  the  six  Parishes  and  Missions  where  the 
plan  is  thus  used  both  the  Diocesan  and  the  General  Apportionment  have 
been  paid,  in  some  of  them  considerably  overpaid,  and  this  among  both 
the  strongest  Parishes  and  in  at  least  one  Mission,  and  they  were  paid 
early  because  most  of  the  clergy  in  these  places  replied  in  April. 

Another  interesting  thing  is  that  it  is  in  such  places  that  there  seems 
to  be  the  largest  number,  relatively,  of  subscribers  to  the  Spirit  of 
Missions;  at  any  rate,  it  is  in  those  that  the  clergy  seem  to  know  most 
about  it.  One  of  the  clergy  who  replied  that  he  knew  nothing  about 
this  plan  of  the  Board;  also  said  that  he  had  never  inquired  as  to  the 
number  of  subscribers  to  the  Spirit  of  Missions. 

3.  When  the  questions  were  sent  out  the  second  time,  as  indicated 
above,  a  new  question  was  added,  asking  whether  or  not  a  visit  was 
desired  from  a  member  of  the  Commission.  Of  the  fourteen  clergy  who 
replied,  three  said  yes;  five  no;  one  later,  and  five  did  not  reply  at  all. 
Of  the  five  who  said  no,  two  or  now  using  the  system  successfully 
so  that  visits  there  would  not  be  necessary.  So,  that  of  the  fourteen  who 
answered  these  questions  the  second  time,  seven  and  a  half  of  them, 
either  said  that  they  did  not  want  to  be  visited  or  else  paid  no  attention 
to  the  question  at  all.  It  should  be  added  that  in  one  or  two  cases  the 
writers  said  no  because  of  local  conditions — which  they  felt  would  not 
admit  of  introducing  the  system. 

Your  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  should  be  closer  contact 
between  the  General  Board  and  the  Diocese.  As  it  is  now  the  Diocesan 
Committee  on  Apportionment  makes  the  apportionment  upon  the  Par- 
ishes and  Missions  very  shortly  after  the  total  amount  expected  as  the 
minimum  from  the  Diocese  is  announced,  and  thereafter  there  is  little 
or  no  following  up  of  the  matter.  We  believe  that  if  the  work  of  this 
Commission  is  to  be  most  effective  it  should  be  empowered  to  undertake 
this  follow  up  work. 

We  plan  during  the  coming  year  to  visit  all  of  the  places  from  which 
we  receive  invitations,  with  a  view  to  creating  more  interest  in  the  For- 
ward Movement  of  the  Board,  especially  with  a  view  to  securing  the  intro- 
duction of  the  Every  Member  Canvass  and  Duplex  Envelope  System  in 
every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese.  And  in  connection  with  that 
work  we  could  also,  and  at  the  same  time,  keep  in  touch  with  the  con- 
dition of  the  apportionment.  It  is  believed  that  by  thus  combining  the 
two,  both  would  be  handled  in  the  most  efficient  manner. 

We  do  not  believe  that  membership  in  this  Commission  should  be 
limited  to  those  who  are  able  to  meet  the  expenses  they  would  incur  in 
making  these  proposed  visits,  although  most  of  the  members  would 
probably  be  willing  to  bear  the  expense,  within  reason,  of  these  visits 
themselves,  but  where  it  is  not  practicable  for  them  to  do  so,  or  they  do 
not,  such  expense  should  be  defrayed  by  Council. 
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We  recommend  also,  that  the  Commission  be  given  canonical  status  that 
it  may  become  a  permanent  part  of  the  Diocese  as  a  standing  committee. 

We  recommend,  further,  that  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Bishop 
and  acting  in  co-operation  with  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  this  Com»- 
mission  be  authorized  to  hold  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  seem 
wisest,  Laymen's  Missionary  Conventions. 

We  append  hereto  a  proposed  canon  relating  to  this  Commission  nec- 
essary to  carry  into  effect  the  recommendations  made  above,  which  we 
shall  offer  at  the  proper  time.

PROPOSED  CANON  FOR  THE  DIOCESAN  COMMISSION  ON 

MISSIONS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Diocesan  Commission  on  Missions,  subject 
to  Council,  the  duty  of  which  shall  be  to  promote  the  Forward  Move- 
ment recommended  by  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  especially  by 
endeavoring  to  secure  the  introduction  in  every  Parish  and  Mission  of 
the  Every  Member  Canvass  for  Missions  and  the  Duplex  Envelope 
System,  and  also,  the  prompt  payment  in  full  of  the  Apportionment  for 
Missions  for  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  Commission  shall  be,  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  President,  ex  officio,  and  six  clergymen  and  six  laymen,  two  of 
each  order  from  each  Convocational  District  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Bishop  upon  the  nomination  of  their  respective  Convocations  and  who 
shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 
Membership  shall  be  limited'  to  those  who  themselves  heartily  approve 
of  the  plan,  are  willing  to  inform  themselves  thoroughly  with  regard  to 
it  and  to  visit  Parishes  and  Missions  when  invited  to  do  so  in  the  effort 
to  further  the  adoption  of  the  plan  by  such  Parishes  and  Missions  and 
the  payment  of  the  apportionment.  Any  member  who  fails  without 
sufficient  cause  to  discharge  these  duties  shall  be  dropped,  and  the 
vacancy  filled  by  the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  elect  its  own 
officers. 
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Sec.  3.  The  Commission  shall  hold  at  least  one  meeting  each  year  and, 
in  addition,  the  members  frorro  each  Con  vocational  District  shall  meet  at 
the  time  their  Convocation  meets  and,  together  with  any  other  members 
of  the  Commission  willing  to  attend,  hold  an  open  meeting  to  set  forward 
the  work  in  their  respective  Convocations. 

Sec.  4.  In  addition  to  these  meetings  the  Commission  may  hold  Mis- 
sionary Conventions  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  shall  see  fit. 

Sec.  5.  The  Commission  shall  present  a  report  to  each  Council,  together 
with  an  estimate  of  the  funds  needed  for  its  work  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  a  financial  report  showing  the  disposition  of  any  funds  expended  the 
year  before,  which  report  shall  be  audited  as  other  financial  reports  are. 

The  report  was  received  and  the  Canon  recommended  by 
the  Commission  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Canons. 

Mr.  R.  I.  Manning,  for  the  Committee  for  the  Increase  of 
the  Episcopal  Fund,  reported  that  they  had  considered  it 
unwise  so  far  to  proceed  with  the  work. 

Mr.  R.  I.  Manning  introduced  a  motion  looking  to  the 
establishment  of  new  missions  in  the  Diocese.  The  proposed 
resolution  was  made  the  special  order  for  4:00  p.  m. 

Recess  was  taken  until  4  :00  p.  m. 


4:00  P.  M. 

Council  reassembled  at  the  appointed  time. 

The  resolution  of  Mr.  Manning  looking  to  missionary 

advance  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Walter  Hazard,  amended  and 

adopted  then  in  this  form: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Council  that  a  conference  of 
the  Bishop,  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  the  Finance  Committee  be  held 
to  determine  desirable  places  at  which  missions  shall  be  established;  that 
to  secure  the  funds  for  the  support  of  this  work,  an  assessment  of  two 
per  cent,  upon  the  current  expense  of  the  Parishes  and  organized  Mis- 
sions in  union  with  Council  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  levied. 

The  following  memorial,  connected  with  the  purpose  of 
this  resolution,  was  received  from  the  Greenville  Convocation 
and  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal. 

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   MILL  WORK— GREENVILLE 
CONVOCATION. 

December  4th,  1912. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Greenville  Convocation  to  suggest 
action  with  regard  to  the  work  among  cotton  mill  operatives  begs  leave 
to  present  the  following  resolutions: 

I.  Resolved,  That  the  Greenville  Convocation,  in  session  at  Chester, 
South  Carolina,  this  December  4th,  1912,  unanimously  declares  its  con- 
viction that  the  cotton  mill  operatives  of  the  South  present  an  opportunity 
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for  Christian  service  unequalled  in  the  history  of  the  South  in  the  last 
century;  a  field  that  offers  great  and  blessed  returns  to  the  faithful 
laborer;  a  spectacle  of  need  that  the  Church  cannot  neglect  without 
being  untrue  to  her  principles  and  the  spirit  of  her  Master;  and  a 
strategic  situation  that  the  Christian  statesman  can  overlook  only  at 
the  peril  of  the  future  of  both  Church  and  State. 

II.  That  this  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Dean  of  the  Convocation, 
and  the  Rev.  W.  H.  K.  Pendleton,  be  appointed  and  authorized  to 
memorialize  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  and  the 
Board  of  Missions  of  the  General  Church  that  this  work  be  given 
immediate  recognition  and  support  adequate  for  its  successful  develop- 
ment. 

III.  That  we  recommend  that  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartan- 
burg, having  already  successfully  inaugurated  two  Missions  in  the  mill 
villages  surrounding  that  city  be  granted  $300.00  a  year  from  the  Church 
Extension  Fund,  to  assist  in  the  support  of  one  or  more  resident  workers. 

IV.  That  a  copy  of  this  report  be  sent  to  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Phillips,  of 
LaGrange,  Georgia,  for  such  use  as  he  may  see  fit  to  make  of  it  in  the 
presentation  of  the  cause  to  the  Board  of  Missions  in  Indianapolis;  and 
that  we  members  of  the  Convocation  containing  the  largest  number  of 
mills  in  South  Carolina,  the  second  State  in  the  Union  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  cotton  goods,  hereby  assure  Mr.  Phillips  of  our  hearty  sympathy; 
cordially  endorse  his  work  and  pledge  him  our  support  in  whatever 
action  he  may  take  for  the  advancement  of  the  cause  in  which  our 
interests  and  loyalty  are  equally  involved. 

In  presenting  these  resolutions  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  add  cer- 
tain statements  in  their  support,  as  follows: 

1.  The  number  of  persons  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  cotton  and 
kindred  textile  industries  in  the  South  is  very  large  and  is  constantly 
increasing.  In  South  Carolina  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  white  popu- 
lation live  in  mill  communities.  South  Carolina's  ratio  of  one  textile 
worker  to  four  and  one4ialf  of  white  population  is  exceeded  only  by 
Rhode  Island,  whose  ratio  is  one  to  three. 

2.  The  mill  operatives  come  very  largely  from  the  mountains  of  North 
Carolina  and  Tennessee  and  from  the  isolated  and  potfrer  farms.  They 
are,  therefore,  ill  prepared  for  the  conditions  and  peculiarly  subject  to 
the  temptations  of  urban  life.  Modes  of  life  that  are  robbed  of  much 
of  their  danger  to  those  living  in  isolation  become  a  menace  to  the 
safety  of  whole  communities  when  families  are  crowded  together  in  the 
mill  villages.  They  know  nothing  of  the  principles  of  sanitation;  they 
have  crude  ideas  of  home-making,  cooking  and  nursing.  While  generally 
better  off  than  in  their  mountain  homes,  their  lives  are  still  barren,  and 
their  social  and  religious  needs  largely  unsupplied.  The  mill  village  is 
an  open  and  inviting  field  for  social  Christianity. 

3.  The  mill  population  have  a  natural  reverence  for  religion  and  are 
most  easily  reached  for  any  kind  of  service,  through  the  channels  of 
religious  life.  This,  fact,  while  a  source  of  great  encouragement  to  the 
Christian  worker,  often  places  the  mill  people  at  the  mercy  of  ignorant, 
misguided,  and  sometimes  unscrupulous  religious  leaders.  The  "Holiness 
Preacher"  is  a  scourge  of  the  mill  village  and  preys  upon  the  religious 
sentiments  of  the  people. 

4.  We  "believe  that  the  Episcopal  Church,  with  its  orderly  service,  its 
system  of  instruction,  its  sane  and  healthy  views  of  life,  its  emphasis 
upon  social  betterment,  its  trained  and  consecrated  workers,  has  a  unique 
opportunity  and  an  inspiring  mission  to  the  mill  population.  Further, 
the  success  of  the  work  at  Mayodan,  N.  C,  LaGrange,  Ga.,  the  Horse 
Creek  Valley  in  South  Carolina,  and  other  places  has  carried  the  sub- 
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ject  beyond  the  region  of  academic  discussion  and  the  work  beyond 
the  experimental  stage. 

5.  The  value  of  this  work  cannot  be  overestimated.  It  is  a  mission 
to  our  neglected  brethren  of  the  purest  Anglo-Saxon  blood,  with  all 
the  possibilities  of  that  race  which  has  made  so  great  a  contribution  to 
the  history  of  the  world. 

6.  The  mill  children  are  the  citizens  of  the  future.  From  their  ranks 
will  come  county  and  State  officials,  Governors  and  Congressmen.  The 
numbers  engaged  in  cotton  manufacture  give  them  already  the  balance 
of  power  in  the  State.  Dire  consequence  cannot  be  averted  if  we  fail 
to  give  the  best  social  and  religious  training  to  these  citizens  of  tomorrow. 

7.  Any  review  of  this  subject  is  incomplete  which  does  not  recognize 
the  services  rendered  to  the  cause  of  humanity  by  some  mill  officials 
and  the  support  from  them  that  may  be  certainly  relied  upon  in  any 
effort  that  promises  real  help  to  the  operatives.  The  mill  presidents  are 
in  most  cases  Christian  men  of  the  best  Southern  traditions,  sincerely 
desirious  of  improving  the  condition  of  their  employees.  Upon  their 
own  initiative  they  have  inaugurated  and  successfully  prosecuted  meas- 
ures for  the  uplift  of  their  people.  They  have  generously  supported  all 
authorized  Christian  work  and  have  supplied  the  best  of  schools  for 
their  operatives,  largely  or  entirely  at  their  own  expense.  Their  cheerful 
and  generous  co-operation  in  this  work  may  be  safely  anticipated. 

These  are  some  of  the  reasons  that  impel  us  to  the  conclusion  that 
this  work  cannot  be  neglected  by  the  Church  without  disloyalty,  nor 
overlooked  without  peril.

The  election  of  deputies  to  the  General  Convention  being 
in  order,  a  ballot  was  taken. 

Rev.  C.  W.  Boyd  gave  notice  that  on  tomorrow  he  would 
move  to  amend  the  Rules  of  Order  so  as  to  place  reports 
before  elections  in  the  order  of  business. 

Rev.  C.  E.  Woodson  submitted  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Church.  It  was  received  and 
ordered  printed  in  the  Journal.  , 

THE   REPORT   OF    THE   COMMITTEE   ON    THE   STATE  OF 
THE  CHURCH. 

In  presenting  the  report  on  the  state  of  the  Church  your  Committee 
would  first  of  all,  acknowledge  with  thankful  hearts  our  gratitude  to  the 
Father  of  us  all  that  no  dire  calamity  has  befallen  our  Church  during 
the  year,  and  that  no  discord  has  disturbed  the  peace  and  harmony  of 
our  Diocese;  but  that  the  comfortable  Gospel  of  Christ  has  been  truly 
preached  and  trulv  followed  "to  the  breaking  down  of  the  kingdom  of 
sin,  Satan  and  death."  These  blessings  should  call  forth  a  deeper  sense 
of  gratitude  and  thanksgiving  when  we  recall  the  great  distress  and 
trials  that  have  swept  over  other  Dioceses. 

The  historv  of  the  Church  during  the  past  year  is  such  as  to  greatly 
stimulate  and  encourage  us.    If  dry  statistics  prove  anything  there  has 
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been  an  advance  all  along  the  line.  We  find  that  nine  Parishes  and  nine 
missions  have  failed  to  send  in  reports  to  this  Council. 

In  referring  to  the  reports  made  to  the  Council  last  year,  and  those 
of  this  present  one,  we  find  an  increase  in  baptisms  of  113;  in  Sunday 
School  scholars  and  teachers  of  149;  in  confirmations  of  20;  in  communi- 
cants of  101.  When  we  add  the  increase  in  the  number  of  communi- 
cants in  the  non-reporting  Parishes,  the  actual  gain  on  last  year  will  be 
materially  increased.  In  considering  the  financial  statistics  we  find 
that  there  is  both  encouragement  and  a  summons  to  renewed  effort, 
especially  along  systematic  lines. 

But  the  question  of  gain  in  mere  numbers  and  in  dollars  and  cents 
sinks  into  insignificance  beside  the  question  of  spiritual  growth,  which  is 
transcendently  important.  Therefore,  it  is  well  that  we  should  keep 
before  our  minds  that  the  real  growth  of  the  Church  is  not  in  the  num- 
bers in  the  confirmation  classes,  but  in  their  hearty  acceptance  of  the 
Christian  life;  nor  is  the  power  of  the  Church  to  be  found  in  the 
quantity,  but  in  the  devotion  of  its  membership. 

In  the  number  of  postulants  and  candidates  for  the  Priesthood,  eight 
in  all,  the  Diocese  may  well  find  cause  for  thankfulness.  To  God  be 
the  praise.  Nevertheless,  this  Committee  would  urge  the  continued 
presentation  of  the*  claims  of  the  ministry  as  a  high  and  holy  calling 
before  the  young  men  of  our  Church  and  Colleges. 

The  wisdom  of  our  beloved  Diocesan  in"  requesting  a  Colored  Arch- 
deacon for  the  work  among  the  Colored  people  and  the  Council  in 
approving  this  movement,  have  been  amply  justified  by  the  results  of 
his  labors  and  progress  made  during  the  past  nine  months.  Judging 
from  the  Bishop's  report  and  the  verbal  report  of  the  Archdeacon,  this 
department  of  the  work  of  the  Church  has  been  greatly  encouraged  and 
strengthened  by  this  movement. 

Social  service  is  in  the  air,  and  your  Committee  notes  with  special 
interest  the  progress  being  made  by  some  of  the  Dioceses  along  this 
line.  We  commend  "The  Diocese,"  the  official  paper  of  this  Diocese, 
for  having  established  a  social  service  department,  and  urge  a  more 
liberal  appropriation  for  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  Social  Service, 
•  to' the  end1  that  substantial  progress  may  be  made  (in  the  work.  We  heartily 
commend  the  Bishop's  recommendation  that  the  Finance  Commitee  make 
an  appropriation  of  $100.00  to  every  new  Mission  among  mill  people, 
organized  and  maintained  during  the  ensuing  year.  We  recommend  that 
this  part  of  the  Bishop's  address  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

Despite  the  discouraging  note  sounded  now  and  again  over  the  con- 
dition of  the  Sunday  School  work,  we  find  cause  for  encouragement. 
The  number  of  pupils  is  increasing,  the  course  of  study  better  system- 
atized, and  efforts  are  being  made  through  the  Sunday  School  Institute  to 
train  and  better  equip  the  teachers  for  their  work.  Your  Committee, 
however,  deprecates  the  fact  that  so  few  of  the  children  of  the  Sunday 
School  are  found  attending  the  services  of  the  Church.  This  is  a  distinct 
loss  to  the  Church— the  Sunday  School  was  never  intended  to  be  a 
substitute  for  the  Church.  The  superintendents  and  teachers  of  the 
Sunday  Schools  should  lay  this  to  heart,  and  use  their  influence  to  remedy 
this  appalling  neglect. 

This  Church  of  ours  is  essentially  a  teaching  Church,  and  we  feel 
that  the  children  should  not  only  be  taught  in  the  Sunday  School  and 
the  people  taught  from  the  pulpits,  but  in  our  institutions  of  learning. 
To  this  end  a  more  liberal  and  universal  support  should  be  given  the 
educational  institutions  connected  with  our  Diocese. 

We  commend  the  work  of  Church  extension  the  Finance  Committee  is 
doing.    It  is  the  most  important  agency  in  the  Diocese  in  lengthening 
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our  cords  and  strengthening  our  stakes  on  the  outposts.  If  a  Financial 
Secretary  could  be  secured  to  give  part  of  his  time  to  canvassing  the 
Diocese  and  soliciting  personal  contributions  for  the  purpose  of 
increasing  this  fund  it  would  be  a  decided  step  forward. 

There  is  a  withholding  that  makes  poor  and  a  giving  that  enriches. 
The  Woman's  Auxiliary,  with  its  Junior  departments,  is  the  sustaining 
agency  of  the  Missionary  Spirit  in  our  Parishes;  and  we  rejoice  in  the 
increasing  number  of  Missionary  Committees  that  are  being  appointed  to 
make  the  Every  Member  Canvass,  and  the  introduction  of  the  Duplex 
System  of  Envelopes.  We  heartily  commend  this  system  as  most  effec- 
tive, not  only  in  increasing  the  missionary  offering,  but  in  securing  a 
more  liberal  support  for  the  Parish. 

We  would  not  overlook  the  importance  of  organizing  mission  study 
classes,  not  only  for  the  women,  but  for  the  men.  The  Church  requires 
to  make  a  wise  adventure  of  faith,  and  to  do  this  the  people  must  be 
informed  as  to  the  needs  of  the  mission  field,  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  Laity  is  a  part  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  Church;  and  we  would 
emphasize  the  necessity  of  those  who  accept  the  office  of  vestrymen, 
recognizing  the  fact  that  their  function  is  not  only  administrating  the 
business  affairs  of  the  Parish,  but  to  be  constant  in  Church  attendance, 
and  to  use  their  influence  in  furthering  the  spiritual  interest  of  the 
Church.  We  are  Epistles  read  and  known  of  all  men,  and  if  the  officers 
of  the  Church  be  indifferent  about  attending  vestry  meetings  and  the 
services  of  their  Church,  how  can  they  expect  their  Parish  to  grow  like 
a  green  bay  tree,  and  flourish  like  a  cedar  in  Lebanon. 

Finally,  your  Committee  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Clergy  to  the 
fact  that  no  activity  in  the  multiplication  of  Parish  machinery  will  atone 
for  the  neglect  of  the  central  functions  of  their  calling  as  preachers  of 
the  Gospel;  and  if  the  building  that  is  being  erected  is  to  stand  the 
storms  of  time,  it  must  be  built  not  on  the  foundation  of  sand,  but  the 
eternal  Rock  of  Ages  by  preaching  the  Gospel.  There  can  be  no  decline 
of  the  spoken  word  in;  its  influence  over  the  lives  of  men.  It  was  because 
of  this  fact  that  Christ  bade  His  disciples  go  preach  the  Gospel;  and 
the  voice  of  the  speaker  ladened  with  sympathy  will  never  lose  its  power 
in  bringing  the.  speaker  and  hearers  in  unity  of  mind  and  feeling,  as 
well  as  in  propagation  of  the  truth. 

If,  therefore,  both  Laity  and  Clergy,  as  witnesses  of  the  Christ,  will 
go  forth  striving  to  make  full  proof  of  their  ministry,  surely  the 
Father's  blessings  will  be  upon  our  Diocese  and  the  children  of  His 
household.

The  report  was  received,  the 
two  suggested  resolutions  adopted,  and  the  proposed  Canon 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

REPORT  OF  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  COMMISSION. 

The  Diocesan  Sunday  School  Commission  begs  to  report  that  there 
have  not  been  any  great  forward  steps  taken  in  the  Sunday  School  work 
of  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year,  but  the  impetus  given  our  work  is 
beginning  to  tell.   The  schools  all  over  the  Diocese  seem  to  be  waking  up. 

One  very  helpful  and  inspiring  institute  was  held  in  Charleston  in  the 
winter,  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  E,.  Gardner,  General  Secretary  of  the 
General  Board  of  Religious  Education.  Both  attendance  and  interest 
were  encouraging. 

We  are  planning  our  next  Convention,  which  is  to  be  held  this  fall  in 
the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg,  and  are  confidently  expecting 
great  things  from  it. 

The  Committee  offers  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved.  1.  That  Council  recommend  an  apportionment  upon  the 
Sunday  School  of  the  Diocese  based  upon  five  per  cent.  (5%)  of  their 
income,  as  given  in  the  Journal,  in  order  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
Diocesan  Sunday  School  Convention,  and  to  promote  the  cause  of 
Religious  Education  in  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  Finance  Committee  be  instructed  £o  devise  the 
means  of  raising  among  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  the 
amount  to  defray  the  Diocesan  obligations  for  the  cause  of  Religious 
Education  in  the  Church.  The  Committee  also  propose  the  adoption  of 
the  following  Canon  for  a  Sunday  School  Commission: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Diocesan  Commission  on  Religious  Edu- 
cation, subject  to  the  Council,  the  duty  of  which  shall  be  to  promote 
Religious  and  Moral  Education  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  this  'Commission  shall  be  the  Bishop,  ex  officio, 
chairman;  a  vice  chairman  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  and  one  lay- 
man and  one  clergyman  from  each  Missionary  District,  to  be  nominated 
to  Council  by  the  Convocations  for  election. 

Sec.  3.  The  Commission  shall  hold  at  least  one  regular  meeting  each 
year.  Other  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman,  when  deemed 
necessary. 

Sec  4.  The  Commission  shall  have  power  to  adopt  such  measures  as 
may  be  necessary  for  promoting  the  objects  for  which  it  is  created,  and 
for  co-operating  with  the  General  Board  of  Religious  Education 

Sec  5.  The  Commission  shall  annually  present  to  the  Diocesan  Council 
an  estimate  of  the  amount  needed  for  the  work  of  the  Commission 
during  the  ensuing  year,  and  also  report  to  the  Council  the  amount  of 
the  Diocesan  apportionment  for  the  Religious  Education  work  of  the 
Fourth  Department,  and  of  the  General  Board  of  Religious  Education. 

Sec  6.  The  Board  shall  report  annually  to  the  Diocesan  Convention.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Matter  of  the  Racial 
Episcopate  was  made  the  special  order  for  12  o'clock  tomor- 
row. 
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The  hour  of  adjournment  was  deferred  in  order  to  hear 
result  of  the  ballot  for  deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

On  motion,  10:30  a.  m.  tomorrow  was  fixed  as  the  time 
for  hearing  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell,  the  following  preamble 
and  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  prevailing  style  of  dress  and  some  of  the  recent  ways 
of  dancing  tend  to  break  down  chastity  and  purity;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  that  it  is 
the  sense  of  this  Council  that  our  Church  people  generally,  but  parents 
and  the  clergy  in  particular,  ought  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  correct 
these  tendencies;  and,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  clergy  be  requested  to  preach  against  them  at 
least  once  before  the  meeting  of  the  next  Council;  and,  as  these  things 
are  not  peculiar  to  our  own  State,  but  are  making  their  influences  felt 
all  over  the  nation;  therefore,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  and  delegates  to  the  General  Convention 
be  requested  to  secure  suitable  action,  if  possible,  by  that  body. 

Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher  submitted  the  following  report  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South.  It  was  received 
and  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal : 

THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH. 

The  University  of  the  South  is  in  many  respects  in  a  sound  and 
healthier  condition  than  she  has  been  for  years.  Under  the  able  and 
faithful  administration  of  Dr.  Hall,  the  Vice  Chancellor,  order  has  been 
brought  out  of  chaos,  and  our  whole  financial  condition  brought  into 
definite  form;  so  that  the  receipts,  expenses  and  needs  of  the  University 
can  be  stated  exactly. 

There  has  been  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  the 
Academic  Department.  A  great  and  important  step  has  been  taken  in 
securing  a  well  equipped  Medical  Department,  located  in  Nashville.  The 
offer  made  to  the  University  by  prominent  citizens  of  Nashville  seemed 
to  the  Board  of  Regents  too  favorable  to  be  rejected.  The  University 
Mill  therefore  soon  be  equipped  with  a  well-organized  Medical  Depart- 
ment. The  new  Emerald-Hodgson  Hospital  is  now  complete  and  in 
operation,  and  is  an  exceedingly  useful  and  valuable  adjunct  to  the 
University. 

The  Science  Hall  built  with  funds  given  by  Mr.  Carnegie  will  soon  be 
ready  for  use,  and  will  make  possible  a  great  and  much  needed  develop- 
ment of  the  scientific  branches. 

The  Classical  and  Literary  Departments  of  the  University  still  main- 
tain the  high  standard  established  in  the  past,  and  which  have  won  for 
the  University  such  high  esteem  in  best  informed  circles. 

The  Sewanee  Review,  under  the  efficient  editorship  of  Dr.  McBride,  a 
son  of  the  former  president  of  the  South  Carolina  College,  has  won  a 
place  in  the  very  front  rank  of  literary  magazines.  It  deserves  far 
fuller  support  from  our  own  people  than  it  now  enjoys.  Highly 
esteemed  not  only  in  this  country,  but  also  in  England  and  Germany,  it 
has  acomplished  a  positively  amazing  work  of  the  highest  quality  in 
spite  of  the  hardship  of  poverty

An  important  forward  step  has  been  taken  in  the  establishment  of  a 
Summer  Extension  School,  work  in  which  is  to  be  counted  as  a  regular 
part  of  the  University  work,  and  credit  therefor  to  be  given.  This 
Summer  School  will  enable  many  teachers  throughout  the  South  to 
enjoy  the  great  advantage  of  university  training  in  the  delightful 
mountain  climate  of  Sewanee.  It  will  also  enable  many  students,  whose 
time  is  limited,  to  complete  their  course  of  study  in  a  much  shorter 
period. 

It  is  inspiring  to  think  what  the  University  of  the  South  has  accom- 
plished in  the  past,  and  of  the  ideals  and  aspirations  she  has  ever  cher- 
ished and  still  maintains.  But  it  is  disheartening  and  depressing  to 
see  how  grievously  she  is  hindered  and  hampered  by  lack  of  funds,  and 
what  pitifully  small  contributions  our  Church  people  are  making  to 
Sewanee.  There  are  numbers  of  Methodist,  Baptist,  Presbyterian, 
Lutheran  and  Roman  Catholic  institutions  all  over  the  South,  and  they 
are  generally  supported  by  the  members  of  those  religious  bodies  respec- 
tively. Sewanee  is  our  only  Church  University  in  the  South.  Founded 
just  before  the  war  by  the  wisest  and  noblest  leaders — men  like  Polk, 
Elliott  and  Otey — stripped  and  prostrated  by  the  war,  she  struggled  into 
life  and  work  under  the  heroic  and  self-sacrificing  work  and  lives  of  the 
very  best  types  the  South  and  especially  South  Carolina  could  give. 
Our  Church  people  are  no  longer  weak  and  poor  and  helpless.  They 
have  prospered  as  the  South  has  advanced  with  astounding  progress  of 
recent  years.  Sewanee's  poverty  is  a  reproach  to  our  Church  in  the 
whole  South.  Lack  of  pride  has  sadly  crippled1  and  hindered  her  devel- 
opment. Are  we  still  to  let  her  languish,  or  will  we  come  to  her  support 
generously?  Sewanee's  very  existence  is  based  on  her  faith  in  our 
Southern  Church  people,  her  confidence  that  they  would  support  and 
maintain  her.    Is  her  confidence  to  be  justified?

The  following  report  of  the  Commission  for  the  Increase 
of  the  Ministry  was  received  and  ordered  spread  upon  the 
minutes : 

The  Commission  for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry  begs  to  report  that 
this  matter  was  taken  up  with  every  clergyman  in  the  Diocese  during 
the  season  of  Advent,  calling  attention  to  the  urgency  of  the  matter, 
endeavoring  to  have  the  subject  presented  in  each  Church  in  the  Diocese 
on  the  third  Sunday  in  Advent  and  suggesting  the  setting  up  of  the 
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ideal  in  each  Church  of  furnishing;  the  Church  with  at  least  one  worker 
for  the  Master's  vineyard,  and  to  labor  and  pray  to  this  end. 
The  work  of  the  Commission  should,  we  believe,  be  continued.

Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  after  divine 
service  at  9  :45  o'clock. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  session  were  read  and 
adopted,  with  one  change. 

The  tellers  of  the  ballot  for  deputies  to>  the  General  Con- 
vention reported.  Revs.  John  Kershaw,  D.  D.,  A.  S.  Thomas, 
K.  G.  Finlay,  and  Messrs.  T.  W.  Bacot,  R.  I.  Manning  and 
J.  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  were  declared  elected. 

A  second  ballot  was  then  taken  for  one  additional  clerical 
deputy  and  one  additional  lay  deputy. 

Mr.  H.  P.  Duvall,  Chairman,  read  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee.  On  motion,  the  report  was  received. 
The  first  recommendation  of  the  Committee  was  adopted.  The 
second  was  modified  and  then  adopted  as  appears  below.  The 
third  recommendation  was  adopted.  Then  the  report  as  a 
whole  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

Presenting  this  report,  the  end  of  its  second  year  of  active  service, 
your  Finance  Committee  feels  very  much  encouraged,  and  hoping  for  your 
approval  of  the  work  done  and  of  the  recommendations  we  submit 
herein,  which,  if  we  get,  will  enable  us  to  continue  on  our  present  lines, 
with  renewed  hopes  and  purposes,  and  we  are  so  anxious  that  the  aim  of 
{this  committee  should  be  impressed  on  Clergy,  Laity,  Parishes  and  Missions, 
and  its  duties  and  scope  fully  explained,  in  the  Canon  creating  it,  we 
repeat  this  year  in  part  our  explanations  in  last  year's  report.  Any- 
one who  will  study  the  financial  reports  as  published  in  the  Journal 
will  readily  perceive  that  this  Diocese  is  very  largely  a  missionary  field, 
very  few  self-supporting  Parishes,  and  especially  is  this  so  in  the 
middlle  and  upper  part  of  the  State.  We  can  see  plainly  that  besides 
being  an  Advisory  Board  in  matters  financial  to  the  Bishop,  a  clear-cut 
work  is  before  us  in  helping  those  weak  Parishes  and  Missions,  by  help- 
ing and  encouraging  them  to  pay  for  church  property,  building  churches 
and  rectories,  and  wherever  we  find  one  willing  to  strain  a  point,  and  with 
our  help  get  a  resident  rector,  help  them  to  do  so,  as  very  few  Missions 
will  grow  fast  with  no  resident  rector  and  only  occasional  services. 
Again,  we  are  open  at  all  times  to  calls  for  help  in  emergency  cases  of 
every  kind,  and  when  possible,  relieve  them.  Have  had  several  this 
past  year,  some  very  important,  and  could  be  relieved  no  other  way. 
For  instance,  the  Board  of  Missions  had  been  requested  to  pay  $500.00 
on  salary  of  colored  Archdeacon,  they  had  no  funds  to  meet  it,  their 
assessments  had  been  made,  and  they  scarcely  had  enough  to  pay  stipends 
to  missionaries  in  the  field.  They  appealed  to  our  committee,  and  we 
relieved  them,  thus  tiding  them  over  trouble.  We  are  doing  business 
the  year  round  and  have  received  requests  for  aid,  and  have  extended 
it,  from  the  seaboard  to  the  mountains;  while  small,  I  am  sure  it  has 
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helped  materially.  All  the  while  we  are  trying  hard  to  have  the  Church 
realize  the  fact  that  the  strongest  and  most  helpful  Parish  or  Mission 
is  not  the  one  with  only  the  grandest  church  building,  the  most  beautiful 
music  and  the  richest  congregation,  spending  lavishly  on  themselves,  but 
the  one  who,  according  to  the  means  given  it,  does  the  most  service  to 
others. 

Once  let  this  grand  idea  be  the  continued  thought  of  the  whole  Church 
— the  "Competition  for  Service" — then  how  our  difficulties  would  dis- 
appear. 

The  Treasurer  of  Council  has  collected  and  placed  to  the  credit  of 
the  Finance  Committee  $3,000.00  from  assessments  and  $500.00  from 
the  Advancement  Society,  making  a  total  of  $3,500.00,  which  has  been 
appropriated  as  follows:

Each  of  the  above  appropriations  was  made  upon  application,  and  after 
being  examined  by  the  Bishop,  and  on  his  recommendation,  and  we  hope 
will  do  much  good. 

Report  of  Treasurer  of  Council. 

The  report  of  Treasurer  of  Council  is,  as  usual,  good  as  to  collections 
for  Council  dues  and  Bishop's  Fund,  practically  paid  up  in  full.  On 
the  Sewanee  fund,  out  of  an  assessment  of  about  $900.00,  only  $537.3? 
has  been  collected  and  paid  over,  only  fifty-nine  Parishes  and  Missions 
responding.  This,  with  the  $500.00  from  Trustees  of  Dioceses,  makes 
a  total  of  $1,037.37,  leaving  a  deficit  of  8362.00.  The  Treasurer's  accounts 
and  vouchers  have  been  examined  and  found  correct,  with  certificates  of 
deposit  from  the  First  National  Bank  of  Cheraw  for  balances,  as  per 
Treasurer's  statement  to  Council.

Report  of  Editor  of  Diocese. 

This  report  shows  that  with  a  paper  increased  in  size,  a  balance  on 
hand  on  April  16th  of  $223.00  (the  April  issue  not  paid  for,  about 
$60.00),  with  a  subscription  list  of  1,311,  at  fifty  cents  each,  which  is 
nearly  enough  to  run  the  paper  at  its  present  size  at  the  old  price  of 
fifty  cents,  exclusive  of  advertisements,  but  it  does  seem  to  us  that  1,311 
subscribers  to  so  excellent  a  paper  is  certainly  a  small  subscription  list, 
and  we  want  to  call  the  attention  of  the  clergy  and  lay  delegates  to 
the  fact  that  the  easiest  way  and  the  most  certain  way  to  greatly  increase 
the  subscription  list  is  for  them  to  take  a  personal  interest  in  this  mat- 
ter and;  see  that  in  their  Parishes  extra  copies  of  the  paper  be  sent  to 
each  family,  and  requests  made  from  the  pulpits  that  attention  be  given 
this  matter.  The  paper  is  worth  much  more  than  fifty  cents  a  year, 
and  if  we  can  double  the  subscription  list  the  size  of  the  paper  could 
be  materially  increased,  and  the  editor  is  now  hard  pressed  for  space 
for  his  communications.  If  the  subscription  list  is  increased  to,  say, 
2,000,  the  prospect  is  good  for  advertisements  for  about  $1,500  to  $2,000. 

Report  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

We  refer  to  the  statement  made  by  Treasurer,  and,  as  we  have  no 
recommendations  to  make,  will  not  repeat  any  of  the  report.  The  report 
says  that  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund  of  Trustees  is  $2,926.00.  The 
Episcopal  Residence  Fund  is  $2,986.72.

The  total  cost  in  cash  per  child  per  month  is  $7.44,  not  includ- 
ing boxes.  We  wish  to  call  special  attention  to  the  large  proportion 
given  by  the  Men's  Orphanage  Societies,  Sunday  Schools,  Women's 
Guilds  and  sundry  donations.  We  can  plainly  see  that  if  these  were  to 
fall  off  to  any  great  extent,  the  Church  would  be  in  serious  trouble  as 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  Orphanage,  and  we  think  every  Rector  should 
read  carefully  the  itemized  statement  of  the  Treasurer  and  call  the 
attention  of  the  Churches  to  this  fact.  This  is  a  Church  Institution, 
doing  a  great  work,  and  the  receipts  show  that  the  maintenance  of  this 
Orphanage  is  appealing  stronger  and  stronger  to  the  whole  Church. 
Few  people  will  deny  giving  to  such,  a  cause,  and  what  we  need  is  having 
this  cause  properly  presented  and  continuously  presented  in  every  Par- 
ish and  Mission.  The  most  pressing  need  just  now  is  for  $1,500.00  to 
build  a  new  cow  barn,  and  put  an  upper  story  to  the  old  Mess  Hall. 
This,  for  the  amount  invested,  Mr.  Moore  thinks  would  be  of  greater 
benefit  than  anything  else.  Your  Committee  has  not  had  time  to  give 
this  matter  consideration,  but  hope  to  take  it  up  in  the  near  future, 
and  try  and  devise  some  way  of  accomplishing  it.  Any  suggestions 
from  any  one  will  be  very  gladly  received  at  any  time.  We  wish,  also, 
to  call  attention  to  the  third  Sunday  in  May.  A  resolution  was  passed 
at  last  Council  appointing  this  day  for  an  offering  to  be  made  in  every 
Parish  and  Mission,  to  help  tide  over  the  lean  months,  June,  July  and 
August. 

We  have  no  other  recommendations  to  make  as  a  careful  study  of 
the  itemized  statement  of  the  Treasurer  will  show  us  that  he  is  most 
successfully  conducting  this  work.

Aiken;  the  Advancement  Society  on  the  surrender  of  the  Bishop's 
Permanent  Fund. 

Also,  action  on  the  ratification  of  the  proposed  amendments: 
To  Sec.  2,  Art.  Ill,  of  the  Constitution,  reducing  canonical  residence 
to  six  months. 

To  above  section  and  article,  submitting  "minister"  for  "presbyter.'" 
To  above  section  and  article,  to  strike  out  the  words,  "the  Archdeacon, 
when  there  is  one." 

To  the  above  section  and  article,  to  strike  out  the  entire  proviso 
beginning  "that  no  clergyman,"  etc. 

To  above  section  and  article,  to  strike  out  the  words  "or  has  been, 
or  hereafter  may  be." 

To  Canon  XII,  Sec.  3,  to  strike  out  the  clause,  "and  they  shall  devise 
means  of  securing  funds  for  missionary  purposes." 

To  Canon  XXI,  Sec.  4,  that  this  section  shall  end  with  the  words,  "as 
it  may  deem  proper,"  and  new  Section  5  be  inserted. 

To  add  to  Canon  XX,  Sec.  2,  "both  as  to  the  Home  for  Aged  Women, 
in  Charleston,  and  the  Orphanage,  in  Yorkville." 

Delegates  to  the  General  Convention  are  to  be  elected.

Rev.  C.  W.  Boyd  read  the  report  of  the  Commission  on 
Social  Service.  Report  was  received  and  the  Canon  recom- 
mended referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canon. 

REPORT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMISSION.  * 

The  Social  Service  Commission  respectfully  reports  as  follows: 
Having  no  adequate  funds  at  its  disposal,  and  being  without  a  paid 
secretary,  this  Commission  found  it  impracticable  to  carry  on  the  work 
it  would  otherwise  have  inaugurated,  and  which  the  situation  in  this 
State  calls  for.  Its  report,  therefore,  will  be  limited  to  a  presentation  of 
some  general  conditions,  and  recommendations  based  thereon.  We  note 
first  of  all  a  growing  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  all  parts  of  the  country 
in  common  welfare  work,  and  a  quickening  of  the  public  conscience  in 
regard  to  social  problems,  new  in  our  history,  and  of  good  import  for  the 
future.  This  spirit  has  borne  fruit  in  some  good  legislation  both  in 
Congress,  and  in  the  Legislatures  of  some  of  our  States,  but  much,  very 
much  more  is  demanded.  The  relation  between  Church  and  State  in  the 
matter  of  social  justice  and  uplift  is  so  well  expressed  in  the  social 
service  report  of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America 
that  we  may  be  pardoned  for  quoting: 

"The  Church  is  not  called  upon  to  assume  the  political  tasks  or  duties 
of  the  nation.  The  Church  is  to  do  her  work  in  the  social  order  by 
bringing  to  bear  upon  it  the  idealism  of  her  Gospel  and  by  infusing  it 
with  the  impulse  of  her  sympathy.  The  business  of  the  State  is  to  bring 
about  such  economic  conditions  and  environment  that  the  children  of  the 
Gospel  may  have  as  clear  and  fair  a  field  as  possible.  It  is  this  that 
justifies  the  Church,  not  in  entangling  herself  in  economic  machinery, 
but  in  turning  to  the  State  for  a  co-operation  which  will  enable  her  to 
do  her  sacred  task. 
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It  is  not  confusing  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  with  an  economic  state 
of  equilibrium^  It  is  not  simply  resolving  man's  spiritual  and  moral 
life  into  an  economic  process.  If  it  were  it  would  be  calamitous  and 
sad. 

It  is  the  attempt  to  make  our  economic  order  the  outward  and 
material  expression  of  our  moral  and  spiritual  principles,  or,  to  put  it 
conversely,  it  is  making  our  moral  and  spiritual  life  the  ideal  and  end 
of  our  economic  order." 

Besides  those  general  conditions  which  apply  more  or  less  forcibly 
everywhere,  there  are  special  conditions  which  obtain  locally,  and  which 
demand  the  special  attention  of  those  nearest  and  most  directly  inter- 
ested to  deal  with  them.  There  has  as  yet  been  very  little  common  wel- 
fare work  in  iSouth  Carolina,  and  we  are  just  beginning  to  feel  the 
effects  of  the  rising  tide  of  public  opinion  in  this  regard  elsewhere. 
Among  the  many  needs  of  a  public  nature  we  believe  that  an  organized 
movement  for  rural  betterment  is  one  of  the  most  important.  Those 
things  which  stand  in  the  way  of  our  agricultural  development  are  the 
lack  of  social  advantages  in  the  country,  the  lack  of  good  schools  with 
terms  as  long  as  those  held  in  the  towns,  and  good  roads  which  would 
faciliate  easy  communication. 

There  is  need  for  better  hygienic  conditions,  better  medical  inspec- 
tion, and  a  more  rigid  enforcement  of  laws  relating  to  the  public  health 
and  the  prevention  of  contagious  diseases. 

There  is  neither  place  nor  space  here  for  a  discussion  of  that  incubus 
on  our  national  life,  the  negro  problem,  but  it  may  be  said  that  adequate 
social  uplift  work  cannot  be  carried  on  in  the  South  without  touching 
it.  It  is  full  time  that  the  whole  country  should  lay  aside  the  hypocrisy 
and  cowardly  neglect  that  have  characterized  its  dealing  with  this 
question,  and  face  it  with  a  spirit  which  shall  be  at  once  Christian  and 
firm  and  fearless. 

One  of  the  most  insistent  needs  in  this  State  is  the  need  for  prison 
reform.  Our  jails  are  a  disgrace  to  civilization,  our  criminal  code  crude 
and  unscientific.  O'ur  Church  should  first  of  all  endeavor  to  secure 
the  co-operation  of  all  other  Christian  bodies  in  the  Commonwealth,  then 
devise  better  methods  of  dealing  with  criminals  and  defectives,  and 
agitate  for  the  embodiment  into  law  of  these  methods. 

In  regard  to  the  Church's  attitude  toward  social  and  industrial  better- 
ment we  commend  and  adopt  as  our  own  the  declaration  of  principles 
enunciated  in  the  Report  of  the  Commission  on  the  Church  and  Social 
Service  to  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America 
which  follows: 

"The  Churches  must  stand: 

1.  For  equal  rights  and  complete  justice  for  all  men  in  all  stations 
of  life. 

2.  For  the  protection  of  the  family,  by  the  single  standard  of  purity, 
uniform  divorce  laws,  proper  regulation  of  marriage,  and  proper  housing. 

3.  For  the  fullest  possible  development  for  every  child,  especially  by 
the  provision  of  proper  education  and  recreation. 

4.  For  the  abolition  of  child  labor. 

5.  For  such  regulation  of  the  conditions  of  toil  for  women  as  shall 
safeguard  the  physical  and  moral  health  of  the  community. 

6.  For  the  abatement  and  prevention  of  poverty. 

7.  For  the  protection  of  the  individual  and  society  from  the  social, 
economic,  and  moral  waste  of  the  liquor  traffic. 

8.  For  the  conservation  of  health. 

9.  For  the  protection  of  the  worker  from  dangerous  machinery, 
occupational  diseases,  and  mortality. 
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10.  For  the  right  of  all  men  to  the  opportunity  for  self-maintenance, 
for  safeguarding  this  right  against  encroachments  of  every  kind,  and 
for  the  protection  of  workers  from  the  hardships  of  enforced  unem- 
ployment. 

11.  For  suitable  provision  for  the  old  age  of  the  workers,  and  for 
those  incapacitated  by  injury. 

12.  For  the  right  of  employees  and  employers  alike  to  organize  for 
adequate  means  of  conciliation  and  arbitration  in  industrial  disputes. 

13.  For  a  release  from  employment  one  day  in  seven. 

14.  For  the  gradual  and  reasonable  reduction  of  the  hours  of  labor 
to  the  lowest  practicable  point,  and  for  that  degree  of  leisure  for  all 
which  is  a  condition  of  the  highest  human  life. 

15.  For  a  living  wage  as  a  minimum  in  every  industry,  and  for  the 
highest  wage  that  each  industry  can  afford. 

16.  For  a  new  emphasis  upon  the  application  of  Christian  principles 
to  the  acquisition  and  use  of  property,  and  for  the  most  equitable 
division  of  the  product  of  industry  that  can  ultimately  be  devised." 

In  order  to  fix  the  status,  and  define  the  duties  of  the  Social  Service 
Commission,  we  recommend  that  the  following  Canon  be  enacted  by 
this  Council: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Social  Service  Commission  consisting  of 
fourteen  members — three  men  from  each  Convocational  District  who 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Diocesan  Council  annually  on  the  nomination  of 
their  respective  Convocations,  and  five  women  elected  by  the  Diocesan 
Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  at  its  annual  meeting.  All  members 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Sec.  2.  The  Commission  shall  have  power  to  elect  its  own  officers  and 
to  drop  from  its  membership  any  member  who  declines  to  attend  its 
meetings,  or  ignores  the  summons  sent  him  by  the  Chairman  or  Secre- 
tary, and  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Sec  3.  The  Commission  shall  have  authority  to  study  social  conditions 
in  the  Diocese  and  to  take  action  with  reference  to  the  same.  The 
specific  functions  of  the  Commission  shall  be: 

(1)  To  organize  and  to  educate  the  various  Parishes  in  the  Diocese 
with  regard  to  local  social  conditions  and  needs,  to  the  end  that  the 
individual  Parishes  may  themselves  become  active  in  relation  to  the  social 
problem. 

(2)  To  co-operate  in  propaganda  and  active  effort  with  such  recog- 
nized social  agencies,  local  and  State,  in  the  Diocese,  as  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Commission. 

(3)  To  co-operate,  through  exchange  of  plans  and  joint  action  where 
desirable,  with  the  Social  Service  Commissions  of  other  Dioceses  now 
or  hereafter  to  be  created. 

(4)  To  co-operate  with  the  Joint  Commission  on  Social  Service, 
authorized  by  General  Convention  in  1910. 

(5)  To  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Commission,  an  annual  appropria- 
tion shall  be  voted  by  Council. 

Sec  4.  The  Commission  shall  make,  annually,  a  full  report  to  Council 
of  work  accomplished  and  plans  in  view. 

In  conclusion  we  desire  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  the  Church's 
social  duty.  No  one  who  reads  the  signs  of  the  times  can  fail  to  be 
impressed  with  the  world-wide  trend  to  an  ever  more  complete  democracy, 
and  a  readjustment  of  those  conditions  political,  industrial  and  social 
which  the  masses  have  found  oppressive.  The  opening  of  opportunity 
has  quickened  ambition  tenfold.  Never  before  has  there  been  such  keen 
rivalry  for  material  goods,  and  such  determination  on  the  part  of  the 
masses  to  possess  their  share.  The  Church  should  stand  for  the  most 
equitable  division  possible,  but  she  has  a  higher  office  to  fill.    She  stands 
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for  the  great  truth  that  man  does  not  live  by  bread  alone.  All  experi- 
ence teaches  that  a  man  is  not  made  happy  or  good  because  his  physical 
needs  are  satisfied.  The  Church  stands  for  the  spiritual  outlook  on  life, 
for  the  vision  of  God.  Unless  the  Church  leads  there  is  grave  danger 
that  democracy  will  lose  its  spiritual  viewpoint,  which  alone  can  make  it 
worthy,  and  to  be  desired.  The  battle  is  joined,  and  it  is  to  be  waged 
not  only  for  religion  in  its  narrower  sense,  but  for  the  fundamental 
morals  of  society,  and  for  everything  that  makes  life  fine  or  noble. 

Toward  the  latter  part  of  the  last  century  scientific  men  thought  that 
they  had  solved  the  problem  of  the  world.  That  solution  was  to  substi- 
tute science  for  religion.  Joyously  they  went  forth  to  lay  the  ghost 
of  the  world's  superstitions.  Then,  having  to  their  own  satisfaction 
exercised  the  spirit  of  faith,  they  found  themselves  in  a  dead  world. 
Materialism  has  borne  its  inevitable  fruit  of  world  weariness  and  despair 
of  life.  There  is  no  room  for  aspiration  in  a  Godless  world  universe. 
When  the  probability  of  another  life  is  dismissed,  this  present  life 
dwindles  into  insignificance.  Hedonism  becomes  the  only  sane  philosophy, 
and  "Let  us  eat,  drink  and  be  merry,  for  tomorrow  we  die,"  a  rule  for 
universal  acceptance. 

The  Church  must  stand  for  Faith  and  Works,  and  these  indissolubly 
connected.  No  doubt  a  better  organization,  a  larger  outlook,  a  higher 
vision  will  come.  In  the  meantime  let  us  hold  fast  to  righteousness. 
The  Church  which  best  serves  humanity  in  its  spiritual  uplift,  and  its 
material  advancement  will  be  the  Church  of  the  people,  the  Church  of 
the  future. 

The  tellers  for  the  seventh  ballot  for  member  of  the 
Standing  Commit  tee  reported.  Rev.  S.  C.  Beckwith  was 
declared  elected,  completing  the  number. 

A  third  ballot  was  taken  for  two  additional  deputies  to 
the  General  Convention. 

It  was  resolved  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to 
urge  all  parishes  and  missions  who*  have  not  met  their  appor- 
tionment for  the  University  of  the  South  to  do  so  within 
the  next  month.  Mr.  J.  S.  Whaley  and  Revs.  Walter 
Mitchell  and  O.  T.  Porcher  were  appointed. 

Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher  introduced  a  resolution  relative  to  an 
apportionment  for  the  University. 

On  motion,  the  special  order  was  discharged  until  the  con- 
sideration of  the  following  resolution  was  completed. 

On  motion,  it  was  decided  to  take  a  vote  at  12  :05. 

Rev.  Mr.  Porcher's  resolution  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Apportionment  for  General  Missions 
be,  and  is  hereby,  directed  to  ascertain  the  share  of  this  Diocese,  esti- 
mated on  the  same  scale  as  provided  in  case  of  the  Nelson  plan,  of  the 
actual  deficit  of  the  University  of  the  South  for  this  year,  and  this 
amount,  less  $500,  the  income  from  the  permanent  fund  for  this  purpose, 
be  apportioned  to  the  Churches  of  the  Diocese  for  the  purpose  indicated. 
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The  tellers  for  third  ballot  for  two  deputies  to  the  General 
Convention  reported,  showing  no  election. 

The  special  order  was  again  deferred  for  a  fourth  ballot 
for  additional  deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Council  entered  upon  the  consideration  of  the  special 
order — the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Racial  Missionary 
District  Plan. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RACIAL  EPISCOPATE. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council,  a  Suffragan  Bishop  for 
the  negroes  is  to  be  preferred  to  the  separate  Racial  Missionary  District 
plan  as  presented  in  the  memorial  to  the  General  Convention,  which  has 
been  passed  by  the  Seventh  Missionary  Department. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  petition  the  General  Convention  that  it  delay 
final  action  on  the  Memorial  of  the  Seventh  Missionary  Department  until 
South  Carolina  and  her  sister  Dioceses  have  had  more  time  in  which  to 
consider  this  most  important  question.  While  the  matter  has  repeatedly 
been  before  the  General  Convention,  we  do  not  believe  that  the  rank 
and  file  of  our  laymen  in  the  South  have  given  the  subject  much  serious 
thought  and  study. 

We,  therefore,  respectfully  suggest  that  the  Bishops  of  the  Southern 
Church  be  asked  to  bring  the  whole  question  of  the  status  of  the  negro  in 
the  Church  before  their  Diocesan  Councils,  in  order  that  some  definite 
policy  may  be  agreed  upon  which  shall  represent  not  only  the  mind  of 
the  Seventh  Missionary  Department,  but  if  possible,  of  the  whole  South 
as  to  what  is  to  be  the  future  policy  of  this  Church  regarding  the  negro.

Mr.  Gordon  took  the  chair  and  the  Bishop  addressed  the 
Council. 

The  Bishop  resumed  the  chair. 

The  first  resolution  as  recommended  was  defeated  and  the 

following  adopted  as  a  substitute: 

Resolved,  That  we  deplore  the  action  of  the  Seventh  Missionary  Depart- 
ment in  petitioning  General  Convention  for  the  creation  of  a  Racial 
Missionary  District  in  that  department. 

The  second  resolution  in  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  tellers  reported  result  'of  the  fourth  ballot  for 
deputies  to  the  General  Convention.  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell 
and  Mr.  Walter  Hazard  were  declared  elected,  completing 
the  number. 

Council,  on  motion,  accepted  the  invitation  of  Christ 
Church,  Greenville,  to  hold  its  next  annual  meeting  there. 
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It  was  resolved  that  the  meeting  be  held  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  May,  A.  D.  1914. 

Election  of  alternate  deputies  to  the  General  Convention 
being  in  order,  tellers  were  appointed  and  a  ballot  taken. 
On  report  of  tellers  the  following  were  declared  elected  in 
accordance  with  votes  received:  Revs.  William.  Way  (44), 
W.  H.  K.  Pendleton  (35),  L.  G.  Wood  (33).,  and  Messrs. 
H.  P.  Duvall  (47),  J.  N.  Frierson  (42),  P.  T.  Hayne  (35), 
W.  C.  Bissell  (35),  Mr.  R.  G.  Rhett  (38)  declining  election. 
On  a  subsequent  ballot  Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher  was  declared 
elected,  completing  the  number. 

The  following  report  was  received: 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  have  had  under  considera- 
tion the  several  matters  referred  to  them  and  respectfully  report  the 
following  recommendations: 

First.  They  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  Cannon,  creating 
the  Commission  on  Missions  as  follows:  (See  report  of  Commission  on 
Missions,  page  26.) 

Second.  They  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  Canon  creat- 
ing the  Diocesan  Sunday  School  Commission,  as  follows:  (See  report  of 
Sunday  School  Commission,  page  32.) 

Third.  They  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  Canon  creat- 
ing Diocesan  Social  Service  Commission  as  follows:  (See  report  of  Social 
Service  Commission,  page  43.) 

The  Committee  also  recommends  that  they  be  continued  by  the  Council 
and  authorized  to  revise  and  harmonize  the  Canons,  Rules  of  Order 
and  Standing  Resolutions,  and  to  report  to  the  next  Council. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  it  was  referred 
to  interpret  line  8  of  Art.  Ill,  of  the  Constitution,  as  relates  to  the 
question  of  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Taylor's  right  to  a  vote  at  this  meeting  of 
the  Council,  respectfully  report:  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Com- 
mittee the  Rev.  Mr.  Taylor  is  not  entitled  to  vote  at  this  meeting  of  the 
Council,  for  the  reason  that  he  was  ordained  a  Presbyter  within  less 
than  twelve  calendar  months  before  the  meeting  of  this  Council.

The  first  recommendation  of  the  Committee  in  reference 
to  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Missions  was  adopted  by  a 
concurrent  vote  of  both  orders,  the  Canon  was  then  declared 
as  of  immediate  force.  Twenty-two  clergymen  and  nineteen 
churches  voting  in  the  affirmative,  and  none  of  either  order 
in  the  negative.  The  recording  of  individual  votes  was  by 
unanimous  vote  dispensed  with.  The  other  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Committee  were  all  severally  adopted  by  majority 
vote,  the  Canons  on  Social  Service  Commission  and  Sunday 
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School  Commission  lying  over  until  next  Council  for  ratifi- 
cation. 

On  motion,  the  session  was  prolonged  fifteen  minutes. 

Action  on  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  as  recorded  on  pages  52,  53,  in  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  in  the  Journal  of 
1912,  was,  on  motion,  postponed. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  L.  G.  Wood,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  be  required  to  send  to 
every  Delegate  to  the  Council  of  this  Diocese,  thirty  days  in  advance, 
a  convening  circular  containing  the  subjects  to  be  considered  and  passed 
upon  at  the  ensuing  session  thereof. 

And  that  printed  or  manuscript  copies  of  all  official  reports  to  be 
submitted  to  Council  be  prepared  in  advance,  wherever  practicable,  to 
be  distributed  among  the  members  of  Council. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed,  consisting  of  the  Bishop 
and  the  Deans  of  Convocations,  to  arrange  a  program  for  the  Missionary 
meeting  of  Council  next  year. 

A  recess  was  taken  until  4  :00  p.  m. 


4:00  P.  M. 

Council  reassembled  at  appointed  hour. 

The  chair  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following 
Commissions :  On  Sunday  School  Work.

Long,  G.  W.  S.  Hart,  W.  R.  Dehon,  C.  D.  Schirmer.  On 
Increase  of  the  Ministry. — Revs.  A.  S.  Thomas,  S.  C.  Beck- 
with,  Wm.  Way,  Messrs.  E.  W.  Duvall,  J.  I.  Waring,  P.  M. 
Buckingham. 

Election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  for 
the  ensuing  three  years  being  in  order,  the  incumbents,  Rev. 
O.  T.  Porcher,  William  Egleston,  M.  D.,  and  Mr.  J.  S. 
Whaley,  were  nominated.  There  being  no  further  nominees, 
the  Secretary  was  directed,  on  motion,  and  did  cast  the 
ballot  of  Council  for  these  nominees  and  they  were  declared 
duly  elected. 
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By  a  similar  process  Rev.  William  Way  was  elected  a 
Trustee  of  the  Diocese  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Dr. 
Robert  Wilson,  resigned;. 

The  memorial  to  the  General  Convention  concerning 
Racial  Missionary  Districts  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the 
delegation  from  this  Diocese  to>  the  General  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Walter  Hazard,  the  following  preamble 
and  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  resolutions  relative  to  the  action  of  the 
Seventh  Missionary  District,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  just  discharged  be  continued  and 
directed  to  pursue  the  matter  with  the  other  Southern  Dioceses;  and, 
be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  send  copies  of  the 
aforesaid  resolutions  to  the  aforesaid  Dioceses. 

The  Secretary  was,  on  motion,  directed  to  cast  the  ballot 
of  Council  for  Rev.  William  Way  and  Rev.  R.  G.  Shannon- 
house  as  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  for 
the  ensuing  three  years.  This  being  done,  they  were  declared 
elected. 

Revs.  O.  T.  Porcher,  C.  W.  Boyd,  A.  T.  Cornwell,  and 
Messrs.  P.  T.  Hayne,  R.  I.  Manning,  W.  B.  Moore,  H.  A. 
Ligon,  H.  P.  Duvall  were  elected  Trustees  of  the  Church 
Home.

The  funded  debt  of  the  school  remains  at  forty  thousand  dollars, 
the  interest  on  which  is  paid  semiannually  out  of  the  current  funds  of 
the  school,  and  therefore  is  not  included  in  the  above  statement  of  the 
Treasurer.  Also  there  is  a  balance  of  about  five  thousand  dollars  for 
permanent  improvements  as  was  mentioned  in  the  report  last  year,  car- 
ried on  the  books  of  the  school. 

This  balance,  or  floating  indebtedness,  has  been  permanently  settled 
this  year  out  of  the  school's  earnings. 

The  internal  administration  and  history  of  the  school  during  the  cur- 
rent year  have  been  most  satisfactory.  The  work  of  the  school  has  gone 
on  smoothly,  effectively,  and  successfully.  The  health  of  pupils  and  of 
teachers  has  been  good,  and  the  rigid  enforcements  of  sanitary  regula- 
tions has  warded  off  danger,  threatened  by  reason  of  the  prevalence  of 
some  minor  contagious  diseases,  such  as  measles,  etc.,  in  the  city  of 
Raleigh.  On  the  whole  we  can  congratulate  ourselves  and  the  Rector 
and  officers  of  the  school  upon  a  most  satisfactory  year,  and  the  promise 
of  continued  prosperity. 

The  attendance  during  the  year  has  been  the  largest  during  the  history 
oi  the  school,  and  even  our  increased  accommodations  were  unable  to  meet 
the  demands  made  upon  them. 

After  receiving  all  whom  we  could  possibly  provide  for  the  Rector 
had  to  decline  applications  for  admission.  The  enrollment  during  the 
year  has  been  301,  in  all;  of  whom  187  were  boarding  pupils,  and  114 
were  day  scholars.  The  average  attendance  of  boarding  pupils  during 
the  year  has  been  172;  of  day  scholars,  103.  This  is  an  increase  of  about 
twenty  (20%)  per  cent,  over  the  attendance  during  the  previous  years, 
both  in  boarding  pupils  and  in  day  scholars.  It  is  believed  that  this 
year's  experience  fully  justifies  the  policy  of  the  Rector  and  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  in  the  expenditures  made  within  the  last  few  years  in 
increasing  the  accommodations  and  improving  the  equipment  of  the 
school,  even  though  in  doing  so  it  became  necessary  to  incur  the  many  con- 
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siderable  debts  above  mentioned.  We  cannot  but  believe  that  the  many 
friends  of  St.  Mary's  School  and  the  members  of  the  Church,  generally, 
in  the  associated  Carolina  Dioceses,  will  see  the  necessity  and  the  great 
utility  to  the  Church  of  coming  .forward  promptly  and  generously,  and 
enabling  the  Trustees  to  provide  for  the  speedy  payment  of  the  debts, 
and  to  make  some  adequate  beginning  in  raising  an  endowment  for  the 
permanent  establishment  and  security  of  so  invaluable  an  instru- 
mentality in  the  Church's  work. 

Perhaps  the  President  of  the  Board  should  say  on  his  own  behalf  that 
he  has  not  been  able  to  accomplish  all  he  had  hoped  to  do  for  the  school 
during  the  past  year.  This  has  been  more  from  his  own  inability  to  give 
his  time  to  the  work  than  from  lack  of  sympathy  or  response  on  the  part 
of  those  whom  he  had  hoped  to  interest.  He  has  received  gratifying 
evidences  of  interest  from  most  of  those  whom  he  has  approached,  and 
he  trusts  that  he  may  yet  be  able  to  do  something  towards  improving  the 
financial  condition  of  an  institution  in  whose  permanent  welfare  and 
success  he  is  so  deeply  interested. 

He  expresses  not  only  his  own  feelings,  but  the  earnest  desire  of  all 
of  his  associates  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  urging  upon  the  Clergy 
and  Laity  of  the  Carolinas  the  importance  of  a  general  and  generous 
sympathy  in  the  work  of  St.  Mary's  School,  and  generous  gifts  for  its 
maintenance  and  extension.  We  have,  in  many  respects,  the  best  and 
most  successful  Church  School  for  girls  in  the  United  States,  and  we 
should  take  the  proper  pride  in  affording  it  every  means  and  opportunity 
for  further  development  and  increased  and  permanent  usefulness  to  the 
Church,  and  to  the  country.

Bishop's  Annual  Address 

123D  COUNCIL  DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA, 
Grace  Church,  Charleston,  S.  C,  May  6th,  1913. 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

Necrology. 

Since  I  last  addressed  you  I  regret  to  have  to  report  the  death  of  two 
Bishops  of  the  Church:  the  Rt.  Rev.  Thos.  Augustus  Jaggar,  D.  D.,  who 
had  been  placed  in  charge  of  the  Churches  of  the  Continent  of  Europe, 
and  who  departed  this  life  on  Friday,  December  13,  1912,  at  Cannes, 
France;  and  Charles  C.  Grafton,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of  Fond  du  Lac, 
who  died  August  30,  1912. 

I  have  also  to  record  the  deaths  of  two  of  our  colored  Clergy,  the 
Rev.  Jesse  D.  Lykes,  who  had  charge  of  Calvary  Church,  Charleston, 
and  of  the  Epiphany  Mission,  Sunimerville,  departed  this  life  in  Sum- 
merville  October  25,  1912. 

The  Rev.  John  J.  Pusey,  Deacon,  died  on  November  6th,  1912,  at  his 
home  at  Hudgins,  Va. 

The  Rev.  Jesse  D.  Lykes  was  one  of  the  most  faithful  and  successful 
of  our  colored  Clergy.  He  did  a  splendid  work  at  Calvary,  and  was 
greatly  beloved  by  his  congregation. 

Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

I  admitted  Julian  Clyde  Perry,  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  April  3d, 
1913.  He  is  pursuing  his  studies  at  Bishop  Payne  Divinity  School, 
Petersburg,  Va. 

Ordinations. 

On  June  2d,  1912,  in  Grace  Church,  Charleston,  I  ordained  the  Rev. 
John  Hanckel  Taylor  to  the  Priesthood,  and  Robert  Emmet  Gribbin  to 
the  Diaconate, 

On  June  23d,  1912,  in  All  Saints'  Chapel,  Sewanee,  Tenn.,  I  ordained 
Edwin  A  Penick,  Jr.,  to  the  Diaconate. 

On  December  2d,  1912,  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  Columbia,  I  ordained 
the  Rev.  John  B.  Elliott  to  the  Priesthood. 

Clerical  Changes. 

I  have  to  report  the  following  changes  in  the  working  force  of  the 
Diocese  since  last  Council: 

The  Rev.  Jas.  W.  Sparks  has  accepted  a  call  to  the  Parish  of  St. 
Thomas  and  St.  Dennis,  Wando,  and  has  entered  upon  his  duties.  As 
this  necessitated  his  giving  up  the  work  at  the  navy  yard,  I  have  placed 
this  Mission  under  the  charge  of  Rev.  Robt.  E.  Gribbin,  assistant  to  the 
Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Charleston.  I  have  several  times  before  called 
your  attention  to  the  importance  of  the  Mission  of  the  Navy  Yard,  and 
urged  upon  you  the  necessity  of  building  a  suitable  Chapel  near  the 
Government  Reservation,  where  regular  services  could  be  held  and  the 
children  of  the  neighborhood  gathered  on  Sundays  for  religious  instruc- 
tion. We  have  the  lot  for  the  Church,  and  St.  Michael's  Church,  Char- 
leston, has  raised  $400,  which  will  be  available  for  this  purpose  when- 
ever needed.  The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Diocese  have  donated  $200 
when  we  are  ready  to  build,  and  I  have  personally  raised  by  subscrip- 
tion and  otherwise  about  $500,  so  that  we  now  have  about  $1,100  in  sight. 
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We  will  need  at  least  $1,000  more  to  put  up  the  building:  as  designed.  I 
do  hope  that  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  city  of  Charleston  will  guaran- 
tee the  balance  of  the  amount  required,  so  that  we  may  begin  the  erec- 
tion of  the  building  in  June. 

The  Rev.  Percival  H.  Whaley,  D.  D.,  has  resigned  Christ  Church, 
Charleston,  and  taken  charge  of  St.  James',  James  Island,  in  connec- 
tion with  his  work  at  Mt.  Pleasant. 

The  Rev.  H.  C.  Mazyck  has  resigned  his  work  on  the  coast,  and 
accepted  a  call  to  St.  Matthias',  Summerton,  and  the  new  All  Saints' 
Mission  at  Manning.    He  has  charge  also  of  St.  Stephen's,  Pineville. 

The  Rev.  C.  H.  Jordan  resigned  his  work  at  Union  and  Glenn  Springs, 
and  has  taken  charge  of  the  Churches  at  Greenwood,  Wellington,  Cal- 
houn Falls  and  the  new  Mission  at  Ninety-Six. 

The  Rev.  Sanders  R.  Guignard  has  resigned  Anderson,  taken  charge 
of  Abbeville,  Laurens  and  Newberry. 

The  Rev.  E.  A.  Penick,  Jr.,  has  been  put  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's, 
Bennettsville,  and  the  new  Mission  at  Dillon. 

The  Rev.  F.  H.  Harding  has  accepted  a  call  to  Grace  Church,  Cam- 
den, and  has  entered  upon  his  duties. 

The  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon  has  been  made  Rector  Emeritus  of  Grace 
Church,  Camden,  and  has  taken  charge  at  St.  Philip's,  Bradford  Springs, 
and  of  the  Mission  at  Malvern  Hill. 

The  Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher  has  accepted  a  call  to  Darlington,  Society  Hill 
and  Hartsville,  and  entered  upon  his  duties. 

Among  the  changes  which  have  taken  place  in  the  Diocese,  I  am  sorry 
to  report  certain  losses  by  removal,  which  we  could  ill  afford  to  sustain. 
The  Rev.  A.  E.  Ornish,  for  many  years  a  devoted  and  faithful  Presby- 
ter of  this  Diocese,  has  accepted  a  call  to  Tampa,  in  the  Diocese  of 
Southern  Florida. 

The  Rev.  H.  H.  Covington  has  accepted  a  call  to  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Norfolk,  Va.,  and  has  entered  upon  his  duties.  Mr.  Covington's  resigna- 
tion made  it  necessary  for  me  to  appoint  a  new  Editor  for  the  Diocese, 
and  a  new  Dean  of  the  Columbia  Convocation.  I  have  appointed  the 
Rev.  Albert  S.  Thomas,  Editor  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Rev.  Kirkman 
G.  Finlay,  Dean  of  the  Columbia  Convocation. 

I  have  tried  elsewhere  to  express  the  deep  sense  of  loss,  which  I  feel 
that  the  Diocese  has  sustained  in  the  resignations  of  Mr.  Cornish  and 
Mr.  Covington.  Their  places  will  be  hard  to  fill.  Our  prayers  and  best 
wishes  go  with  them  into  their  new  field  of  labor. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Cook  Salmond  has  resigned  the  Church  at  Marion 
and  Mullins,  and  accepted  a  call  to  the  Diocese  of  Lexington. 

The  Rev.  H.  A.  Parris,  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Charleston,  has  resigned 
his  Parish  to  pursue  a  special  course  of  study  at  Shaw  University, 
Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Among  the  losses  which  we  regret  to  have  to  report  is  that  of 
Deaconess  Wile,  fromi  the  Church  Home  Orphanage,  Yorkville.  She 
was  a  most  devoted  and  capable  assistant  to  the  Head  of  the  Orphan- 
age, and  we  part  with  her  with  sincere  regret. 

Additions  to  Our  Clerical  Force. 

While  we  have  last  so  many  of  our  workers  by  removal  from  the 
Diocese,  we  have  added  others  to  our  list  of  Clergy,  whom  we  are  glad 
to  welcome  to  this  Council. 

These  are  the  Rev.  Frederick  A.  DeRossett,  of  Cario,  111.,  who  has 
accepted  a  call  to  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Charleston,  and 
has  been  put  in  charge  of  St.  Andrew's  Mission,  at  the  Bagging  Factory. 
I  have  also  appointed  Mr.  DeRossett  Chaplain  of  the  Church  Home,  at 
the  corner  of  Ashley  avenue  and  Spring  street. 
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The  Rev.  Frederick  N.  Skinner,  of  Beaufort,  N.  C,  has  accepted  a 
call  to  St.  Stephen's,  Ridge  way,  and  entered  upon  his  duties. 

The  Rev.  J.  Henry  Chesley,  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  has  accepted 
a  call  to  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Union,  and  to  Calvary  Church, 
Glenn  Springs,  and  has  entered  upon  his  duties.  I  have  also  placed  Mr. 
Chesley  in  charge  of  the  Mission  at  Gaffney. 

Rev.  Robt.  E.  Gribbin,  and  the  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Penick,  Jr.,  have  been 
added  to  our  list  of  Clergy  by  ordination,  and  are  both  doing  good  work. 

The  Rev.  Erasmus  L.  Baskervill  (colored),  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexing- 
ton, has  accepted'  a  call  to  Calvary  Church,  Charleston,  and  Missions 
adjacent,  made  vacant  by  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Jesse  D.  Lykes,  and  has 
entered  upon  his  duties. 

The  Rev.  Frederick  A.  Garrett,  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  has 
accepted  a  call  to  St.  Mark's  Church,  Charleston,  and  has  entered  upon 
his  duties. 

With  these  changes  and  additions  I  am  glad  to  report  that  there 
are  very  few  vacancies  left  in  the  Diocese.  Anderson,  Sumter  and 
Marion  are  still  without  rectors.  Anderson  has  called  the  Rev.  J.  H. 
Gibboney,  of  Savannah,  Ga.,  and  I  hope  soon  to  hear  that  he  has  accepted 
the  call. 

The  Parishes  of  Trinity  Church,  Edisto  and  St.  John's,  Johns  Island, 
have  united  in  extending  a  call  to  the  Rev.  Chas.  Innes  LaRoche,  of  the 
Diocese  of  Maryland,  and  we  have  good  reason  to  believe  he  will  accept. 

As  we  survey  the  whole  field  at  the  end  of  another  Diocesan  year,  we 
cannot  but  feel  that  there  has  been  steady  progress  all  along  the  line, 
and  with  your  co-operation  and  God's  blessing  upon  our  labors,  we  hope 
that  there  will  be  no  backward  step  during  the  coming  year. 

Confirmations. 

The  confirmations  for  the  past  year  have  about  kept  pace  with  those 
of  the  year  before,  being  547,  as  against  527  last  year.  In  the  appended 
list  I  make  no  mention  of  places  visited  at  which  there  was  no  con- 
firmation.

Church  Home  and  Orphanage. 

The  only  two  Diocesan  Institutions  for  whose  support  the  Church  in 
the  Diocese  is  responsible  are  the  Church  Home  for  Ladies,  in  Charles- 
ton, and  the  Church  Home  Orphanage  at  Yorkville. 

The  reports  of  the  heads  of  these  institutions  both  show  progress 
during  the  past  year.  The  Church  Home  for  Ladies  has  been  repaired 
and  repainted,  and  a  new  fence  has  been  placed  around  the  premises, 
thus  improving  the  appearance  of  the  property,  and  the  comfort  of  the 
inmates. 

At  the  Orphanage  in  Yorkville,  Deaconess  Gadsden  reports  that  they 
have  received  during  the  past  year  100  children,  and  that  new  quarters 
are  urgently  needed  to  meet  the  growing  wants  of  the  institution.  At 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Trustees  in  April  it  was  decided  to  establish  at 
the  Orphanage  a  printing  plant,  where  the  older  girls  and  boys  could  be 
taught  a  useful  trade,  and  one  which  has  decided  educational  advantages. 
Dr.  C.  H.  Prince,  of  Charleston,  an  experienced  and  successful  printer 
of  long  standing,  has  offered  to  take  charge  of  this  department  at  a 
nominal  salary,  and  has  entered  upon  his  duties.  We  hope  in  time  to 
have  a  printing  plant  which  will  be  self-supporting,  and  one  that  will 
be  equipped  to  print  the  Diocese,  and  the  Journal  of  Council,  as  well 
as  the  reports  of  the  Orphanage  and  other  Church  work.  Dr.  Prince  is 
confident  that  he  can  make  the  press  pay  expenses,  as  well  as  prove  a 
most  valuable  advertising  medium  for  the  Orphanage.  But  in  order 
to  equip  such  plant  and  to  provide  a  suitable  building  for  its  successful 
operation,  we  need  at  least  $2,000.  Will  not  some  kind  friend  of  the 
Orphanage  give  us  the  money  to  inaugurate  this  new  departure,  which 
means  so  much  for  the  future  of  the  boys  and  girls  that  we  send  out  to 
make  their  own  living    It  has  occurred  to  me  that  if  the  laymen  of  the 
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Diocese  would  unite  in  an  effort  to  raise  this  money  it  could  be  done 
within  a  few  months.  Will  not  the  Committee  of  Laymen  in  Spartan- 
burg, who  were  the  first  to  organize  the  laymen  of  their  Parish  into 
an  auxiliary  organization  for  the  support  of  the  Orphanage,  undertake 
a  general  canvass,  of  the  Diocese  for  this  purpose  ?  I  am  sure  the  money 
could  be  raised  for  such  a  practical  and  useful  work,  because  it  is  one 
that  will  readily  appeal  to  the  average  business  man. 

The  Porter  Military  Academy — The  University  of  the  South — St. 
Mary's,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

It  has  been  some  time  since  I  haven  taken  occasion  to  mention  in  my 
Council  address  the  educational  institutions  of  our  Church,  for  which 
we  are  responsible.  So  important  do  I  feel  the  work  of  "Christian  Edu- 
cation" to  be  thai;  I  have  determined  at  this  Council  to  depart  from  our 
usual  custom  of  listening  to  addresses  from  the  representatives  of  our 
Schools  and  Colleges  during  the  regular  sessions  of  Council,  when  our 
minds  are  distracted  by  other  considerations,  and  the  time  allotted  to 
each  speaker  is  far  too  brief. 

Instead  of  following  the  beaten  path  in  this  manner,  I  have  decided 
this  year  to  devote  our  meeting  tonight  to  the  cause  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion, and  have  invited  the  representatives  of  our  Schools  and  Colleges 
to  tell  us  about  their  work  at  the  evening  session. 

The  work  at  the  Porter  Military  Academy  continues  to  give  satisfac- 
tion, and  the  school  is  making  a  most  enviable  reputation  for  itself, 
both  within  and  without  the  State.  I  think  I  can  claim  for  the  Porter 
Military  Academy  that  it  does  the  highest  grade  of  work  and  gives  the 
best  accomodations  and.  equipment  for  the  money  of  any  school  in  the 
South.  While  the  Grammar  School  at  Sewance  has  raised  its  price  for 
board  and  tuition  from  $350  to  $500  a  year,  including  books  and  uniform, 
we  have  kept  our  price  at  $250,  exclusive  of  books  and  uniforms.  The 
school  is  thoroughly  deserving  of  your  confidence  and  support,  and  the 
Rector,  the  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell,  is  to  be  warmly  congratulated  upon 
the  splendid  record  he  has  made.  During  the  past  year  the  Academy  has 
come  into  possession  of  a  legacy  of  $15,000,  through  the  will  of  the  late 
Dr.  John  L.  Ancrum,  which  became  available  upon  the  death  of  his 
widow  last  winter.  So  that  the  school  is  now  in  a  better  position 
financially  than  it  has  ever  been,  and  for  the  first  time  in  its  history  is 
paying  its  own  expenses. 

Nor  must  we  forget  our  obligations  to  St.  Mary's  School,  Raleigh,  and 
to  the  University  of  the  South  at  Sewanee.  At  the -last  Council  you 
may  remember  that  we  adopted  a  modification  of  the  "Nelson  Plan,"  and 
in  its  stead  proposed  to  the  authorities  of  the  University  to  pay  our 
pro  rata  share  of  the  annual  deficit,  whatever  that  may  be.  Inasmuch 
as  this  was  our  own  suggestion  I  think  it  exceedingly  important  that 
we  should  meet  our  obligation  in  full  to  the  University  this  year.  It 
would  be  a  serious  reflection  upon  us  to  propose  a  plan,  which  in  our 
judgment,  we  thought  an  improvement  over  the  Nelson  plan,  and  then 
not  live  up  to  the  requirements  of  our  own  proposal.  In  this  connection 
I  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  the  statement  of  the 
Diocesan  Treasurer  made  at  Beaufort  last  year,  to  the  effect  that  many 
of  our  larger  and  stronger  Parishes  failed  to  make  any  response  to  his 
appeal  for  Sewanee,  and  that  the  chief  burden  of  support  fell  upon  the 
shoulders  of  the  weaker  Parishes  and  Missions.  I  hope  this  will  not  be 
the  case  this  year.  If  the  older  and  larger  Parishes  fail  to  do  their 
duty  in  the  mater  of  Diocesan  apportionments,  how  can  we  expect  the 
smaller  and  weaker  Churches  to  meet  their  obligations? 
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General  Clergy  Relief  Society. 

I  feel  about  this  whole  matter  of  Diocesan  apportionments  and  stated 
offerings  fixed  by  this  Council  that  we  need  to  take  our  financial  obliga- 
tions to  the  general  Church  more  seriously  than  we  do.  In  the  matter 
of  stated  offerings  especially,  there  is  need  of  improvement.  Where  a 
certain  day  has  been  fixed  by  Council  for  a  stated  offering,  it  is  not  left 
to  the  discretion  of  the  Vestry  or  Rector  to  say  whether  that  offering 
should  be  taken  up  or  not.  If  in  certain  cases  it  is  not  convenient  or 
practicable  to  take  up  the  offering  on  the  day  appointed,  then  it  should 
be  taken  up  on  some  other  day,  as  near  the  original  date  as  possible. 

Take  for  example  the  offerings  of  the  General  Clergy  Relief  Society, 
appointed  for  Quinquagesima  Sunday— up  to  April  14th,  only  twenty- 
three  Churches  and  Missions  had  taken  up  the  offering  for  this  Society, 
aggregating  a  total  offering  of  $375.11.  This  has  been  increased  from 
other  sources  to  $461.92.  This  Diocese  received  last  year  $2,050.00  for 
beneficiaries  of  this  fund.  While  the  offerings  for  this  year  show  a  grati- 
fying increase,  there  is  still  room  for  improvement. 

The  care  of  our  aged  and  infirm  Clergy,  and  of  their  families  often 
left  penniless  by  the  death  of  the  head  of  the  house  or  by  his  permanent 
disability  through  ill  health  or  old  age,  is  one  that  should  appeal  to  the 
heart  of  every  Churchman.  We  who  are  still  in  the  active  ministry  of 
the  Church  must  realize  that  the  day  is  fast  approaching  when  we  can 
no  longer  do  our  work,  and  must  therefore  look  to  the  Church  or  to  our 
children  and  families  for  our  support.  The  salary  of  the  average  Clergy- 
man is  far  too  small  to  permit  of  his  laying  up  anything  against  ill- 
ness or  old  age.  I  feel  sure  our  laity  would  respond  to  this  appeal  more 
generously  than  they  do  if  the  Clergy  would  only  give  them  the  oppor- 
tunity to  contribute,  but  strange  as  it  may  seem,  the  Clergy,  either 
through  undue  sensitiveness  or  because  they  themselves  are  personally 
interested  in  this  fund,  are  the  worst  offenders  in  the  matter  of  pressing 
the  claims  of  this  Society  upon  the  Church. 

Mill  Work. 

I  have  repeatedly  called  attention  to  the  importance  of  the  Church's 
work  among  the  mill  people  of  the  State,  but  in  the  last  two  Councils 
our  interest  in  the  welfare  of  these  people  has  been  overshadowed  by 
other  and  more  burning  questions. 

I  desire  in  this  Council  to  give  to  this  question  the  serious  considera- 
tion which  it  deserves.  In  discussing  industrial  conditions  with  a  promi- 
nent mill  president  in  the  up-country  recently,  he  said  to  me,  "This  Pied- 
mont section"  (meaning  that  section  which  begins  in  Virginia  and  runs 
along  the  foot  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains  as  far  down  as  Alabama)  "is 
destined  to  he  the  future  industrial  center  of  the  country."  Any  one 
familiar  with  the  history  of  textile  industries  in  our  State  can  recall 
the  remarkable  development  which  has  taken  place  in  the  last  twenty- 
five  years.  New  towns  are  springing  up  along  our  railroads,  and  old 
towns  have  doubled  their  population  within  a  decade,  and  there  seems 
to  be  no  abatement  in  the  growth  of  the  cotton  mill  industry  in  the 
South.  Carefully  prepared  statistics  show  that  in  South  Carolina  we 
have  one  in  every  four  and  a  half  of  our  white  population  in  the  mills. 
We  come  next  to  Rhode  Island,  which  leads  the  whole  country,  with  one 
in  every  three  of  her  population. 

Who  are  these  people  that  are  coming  down  out  of  the  mountains  of 
Western  North  Carolina,  or  leaving  their  farms  in  rural  districts  to  go 
to  work  in  some  mill  town?  They  are  not  foreigners;  they  represent  the 
purest  American  stock  on  this  continent  today.  They  are  the  descend- 
ants, many  of  them,  of  the  men  who  fought  at  Cowpens  and  King's 
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Mountain,  but  coming  as  they  do  from  the  mountains  and  from  poor 
and  isolated  farms,  they  are  totally  unprepared  for  the  new  conditions 
under  which  they  are  forced  to  live  in  the  average  mill  town,  and  are 
peculiarly  subject  to  the  temptations  which  are  incident  to  urban  life. 
They  know  nothing  of  the  laws  of  sanitation;  they  are  inexperienced  in 
the  art  of  cooking,  and  in  the  care  and  feeding  of  children.  While  the 
mill  village  offers  many  educational  and  social  advantages  which  they 
did  not  enjoy  in  their  mountain  home  and  sparsely  populated  country 
districts,  yet  these  advantages  bring  with  them  corresponding  risks  and 
expose  them  to  new  dangers  to  which  hitherto  they  have  been  strangers. 

"Those  who  work  among  mill  people  tell  us  that  they  have  a  natural 
reverence  for  religion,  and  the  travelling  evangelist  or  religious  teacher, 
or  any  Church  or  sect,  is  always  accorded  a  warm  welcome  and  a  willing 
hearing.  This  fact,  while  it  affords  ground  for  encouragement  to  the 
Christian  worker,  often  leaves  these  people  an  easy  prey  to  ignorant 
and  unscrupulous  religion  guides,  who  exploit  them  for  their  own  benefit, 
and  lead  them  astray  with  many  strange  and  erroneous  doctrines  which 
cannot  but  injure  the  cause  of  true  religion  and  good  morals. 

I  believe  that  our  Church,  with  her  reverent  and  orderly  services,  her 
careful  and  thorough  system  of  religious  instruction  and  her  well  known 
fitness  to  deal  with  children  has  a  unique  opportunity  and  a  distinct 
mission  to  these  people.  If  any  one  here  is  disposed  to  be  skeptical  of 
the  Church's  ability  to  do  this  work,  I  am  sure  I  could  disabuse  his 
mind  of  any  such  impression  if  I  could  take  him  with  me  on  a  single 
trip  to  Graniteville  and  through  the  Horse  Creek  Valley,  and  show  him 
what  the  Church  is  doing  there,  under  the  able  management  of  Mr. 
Taylor  and  Deaconess  Sands.  This  work  is  an  object  lesson  to  the  whole 
Diocese,  and  I  hope  our  Church  people  will  inform  themselves  about  it, 
and  about  the  methods  which  the  Church  employs.  We  are  not  here 
to  ventilate  a  theory  or  to  take  part  in  an  academic  discussion,  we  can 
point  you  to  the  actual  results  which  have  been  accomplished  in  the 
short  time  that  this  work  has  been  reorganized,  and  they  are  sufficient 
to  convince  the  most  skeptical  of  the  value  of  the  work,  and  of  the 
Church's  fitness  to  deal  with  these  people.  We  in  South  Carolina  are 
only  following  in  the  footsteps  of  other  Southern  Dioceses  which  have 
long  been  engaged  in  work  among  mill  people.  The  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  deserves  honorable  mention  here,  because  it  has  more  Missions 
and  schools  among  this  class  than  any  other '  Southern  Diocese.  The 
work  at  Mayodan,  N.  C,  and  LaGrange,  Ga.,  under  Mr.  Phillips,  are 
perhaps  among  the  best  known  examples  of  successful  mill  work  in  the 
South.  Mr.  Phillip's  success  at  LaGrange  is  really  remarkable,  and  his 
address  before  the  Fourth  Missionary  Department  Conference  at  Char- 
lotte, N.  C,  last  fall  produced  such  a  profound  impression  upon  us  all, 
that  we  appointed  him  as  our  special  representative  to  appear  before  the 
Board  of  Missions  in  New  York,  and  make  a  plea  for  more  money  for 
this  important  work. 

Experience  has  shown  that  for  successful  work  we  need,  first  of  all,  a 
body  of  trained  workers.  Not  every  one  who  feels  called  to  work 
among  these  people  has  the  qualifications.  For  this  reason  Mr.  Phillips 
has  established  at  LaGrange,  Ga.,  a  training  school  for  mill  workers. 
The  plan  which  we  have  followed  at  Graniteville  is  to  have  a  well 
equipped  Parish  House  in  connection  with  the  Church.  In  this  Parish 
House  instruction  is  given  in  cooking;  and  the  girls  and  women  are 
taught  sewing;  the  mothers  come  to  receive  instruction  on  the  care  and 
nursing  of  children.  There  is  a  kindergarten  for  the  young  children, 
and  a  night  school  for  the  older  boys  and  girls  who  work  in  the  mill. 
Here  the  Sunday  School  meets  on  Sunday  and  the  men's  Bible  class. 
Here,  also,  opportunities  are  afforded  for  recreation  and  entertainment 
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during  the  week.  The  only  other  place  in  the  Diocese  where  similar 
methods  have  been  adopted  is  at  Trinity  Mission,  Olympia  Mills, 
Columbia.  Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Poynor  and  Deaconess 
LaCompte  this  Mission  has  taken  on  new  life.  All  that  is  needed  is 
more  generous  support  by  our  Church  people  to  meet  the  growing  needs 
and  cost  of  this  work.  During  the  last  two  years  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pendle- 
ton has  opened  two  new  Missions  among  the  mill  people  of  Spartan- 
burg, one  at  Arkwright,  and  'another  at  Saxon's  Mills.  Mr.  Pendleton 
has  secured  the  services  of  Deaconess  Eva,  who  is  assisting  him  in  this 
work. 

The  other  points  in  the  Diocese  in  which  we  have  undertaken  work 
among  mill  people  are  Calhoun  Falls  and  Ninety-Six.  I  am  hopeful 
that  within  another  year  something  may  be  done  at  Greenville  to  reach 
the  large  mill  population  of  that  growing  city.  Anderson,  Belton, 
Greer,  Pelzer  and  Gaffney  all  offer  exceptionally  good  opportunities  for 
work.  I  think  you  will  find  that  the  mill  officials  and  superintendents 
may  be  relied  upon  in  any  effort  which  promises  to  improve  the  moral 
and  religious  life  of  their  people.  On  their  own  initiative  they  have 
inaugurated  many  improvements  in  their  mill  villages.  They  have 
generously  supported  all  authorized  Christian  work.  In  many  instances 
they  contribute  to  the  salaries  of  the  ministers,  they  have  established 
schools  and  erected  Y.  M.  C.  A.  buildings  at  their  own  expense.  We 
may,  therefore,  confidently  count  on  their  cordial  and  generous  co-opera- 
tion in  anything  that  we  may  do  to  discharge  our  responsibility  as  a 
Church  to  these  people. 

THE    SERIOUSNESS    OF   THE  PROBLEM. 

To  my  mind  it  would  be  impossible  to  exaggerate  the  seriousness  of 
the  problem  which  confronts  us  in  this  State.  To  educate  and  uplift 
these  people  becomes  not  only  a  religious,  but  a  patriotic  duty.  From 
the  ranks  of  this  great  army  of  workers  are  to  come  the  future  citizens 
of  our  State  and  section.  The  spiritual  welfare  of  these  people  cannot 
be  neglected  without  great  danger  to  the  State  and  to  the  cause  of  true 
religion.  If  experience  has  shown  that  we  can  do  this  work  and  succeed 
where  others  have  failed  then  a  great  responsibility  rests  upon  us  to 
address  ourselves  earnestly  to  this  task.  The  problem  is  far  too  vast 
for  us  to  undertake  to  solve  alone.  It  seems  to  me  that  we,  as  a  Dio- 
cese, ought  to  unite  with  our  other  sister  Dioceses  of  the  Southern 
Church  in  an  appeal  to  the  General  Church,  calling  attention  to  the 
importance  of  this  work,  and  the  uniqueness  of  the  present  opportunity, 
so  that  something  may  be  done  to  arouse  the  whole  Church,  North  as 
well  as  South,  to  a  greater  sense  of  responsibility  than  she  now  feels. 

I  call  upon  the  Clergy  and  laymen  of  the  Diocese  who  are  here  pres- 
ent to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  which  are  at  our  very  doors. 
On  the  outskirts  of  many  of  our  towns  are  large  factories  where  a 
Mission  could  be  started  by  the  Rector  if  he  had  any  encouragement 
from  his  home  people. 

I  would  like  to  recommend  here  that  the  Finance  Committee  make  an 
appropriation  of  $100.00  to  every  new  Mission  among  mill  people  organ- 
ized and  maintained  during  the  ensuing  year.  This  department  of  the 
Church's  work  might  very  well  be  referred  to  the  Commission  on  Social 
Service,  where  it  properly  belongs,  with  the  request  that  they  undertake  a 
study  of  conditions  among  mill  people,  and  wherever  a  good  opening 
offers,  that  they  make  such  recommendations  to  the  Bishop  and  to  the 
Board  of  Missions  as  they  may  deem  best  for  the  future  development 
of  this  work. 
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Change  of  the  Church's  Name. 

If  I  may  venture  to  speak  to  you  on  a  subject  which  has  been  so 
generally  discussed  in  our  Church  papers,  it  is  not  because  I  hope  to 
say  anything  new,  or  to  add  anything  to  what  has  already  been  said, 
but  because  I  believe  that  this  question  will  come*up  before  the  General 
Convention  which  is  to  meet  in  New  York  next  October,  and  I  think 
that  those  who  are  to  represent  us  in  that  body  ought  to  hear  some 
discussion  of  this  important  matter  before  they  go.  I  am  not  in  favor 
of  instructing  our  delegates  on  this  or  any  other  question  before  the 
Church.  We  ought  to  have  sufficient  confidence  in  the  ability  and  sound 
judgment  of  those  whom  we  may  appoint  to  leave  the  matter  entirely 
in  their  hands. 

I  have  followed  with  interest,  as  no  doubt  you  all  have,  the  discussion 
which  has  occupied  so  prominent  a  place  in  the  columns  of  our  Church 
press  during  the  past  three  years,  but  as  yet  I  have  read  nothing  which 
has  materially  modified  the  views  which  I  expressed  at  Yorkville  two 
years  ago. 

The  question  we  are  considering  is  not  whether  the  present  name  of 
the  Church  is  the  most  appropriate  or  desirable  that  could  have  been 
chosen,  but  whether  it  is  now  desirable  to  change  the  name  by  which 
the  Church  has  been  known  for  130  years.  If  we  could  have  been  pres- 
ent at  the  General  Convention  of  1789  when  the  name  was  formally 
promulgated  in  the  resolution  of  that  Convention,  ratifying  and  adopting 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  (which  resolution  appears  on  the  title 
page  of  the  Prayer  Book)  it  is  possible  we  might  have  suggested  a 
different  name;  or  else  modified  the  present  name  by  striking  out  the 
word  "Protestant"  and  simply  calling  ourselves  the  "Episcopal  Church;" 
but  the  name  having  been  given,  it  is  quite  a  different  matter  to  change 
it.  The  name  of  the  Church  is  associated  with  a  long  and  honorable 
career;  it  stands  for  something  definite  and  of  permanent  value  in  the 
religious  life  of  the  nation.  It  is  a  name  which  has  become  dear  to 
many  of  us  by  many  hallowed  and  sacred  associations.  Those  who 
are  in  favor  of  a  change  of  name  must  therefore  show  cause  for  the 
step  which  they  advocate.  The  necessity'  for  it  must  be  based  upon  a 
real  need,  the  demand  for  it  must  be  general  throughout  the  whole 
Church,  and  not  confined  to  one  party  or  one  section.  It  must  be 
shown  that  the  present  name  of  the  Church  seriously  interferes  with 
its  growth  and  progress.  If  this  fact  could  be  clearly  established,  this 
in  my  opinion  would  constitute  a  valid  argument  for  a  change  of  name; 
but  can  this  be  shown  to  be  the  case?  Religious  statistics,  as  given  by 
our  own  Church  almanacs,  show  that  we  are  more  than  keeping  pace 
with  the  growth  of  the  population  as  a  whole,  and  in  certain  sections, 
notably,  New  York  city,  we  are  growing  faster  than  any  other  religious 
body.  For  this  reason  it  has  seemed  to  me  that  the  arguments  so  far 
adduced  for  a  change  of  name  are  largely  academic,  or  else  they  repre- 
sent the  views  of  an  extreme  party  in  the  Church  who  would  have  us 
repudiate  the  great  principles  of  the  Protestant  Reformation  in  Eng- 
land and  on  the  continent,  and  revert  to  a  type  of  Christianity  which  is 
foreign  to  the  genus  and  history  of  this  Church. 

It  has  been  ably  argued  by  Dr.  McKim  and  others,  that  the  striking 
out  of  the  word  "Protestant"  would  be  misunderstood  by  our  separated 
brethren  of  other  Churches.  That  it  is  an  unfortunate  time  to  make 
the  change,  for  the  reason  that  we  have  recently  assumed  a  position  of 
leadership  in  a  great  world  movement  for  Church  unity.  We  would, 
therefore,  subject  ourselves  to  the  charge  of  inconsistency,  if  not  of 
insincerity,  to  appoint  a  Commission  to  arrange  for  a  World  Confer- 
ence on  questions  of  faith  and  order,  with  a  view  to  healing  the  divisions 
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of  Christendom,  and  at  the  very  same  time  make  a  change  in  the  name 
of  the  Church,  which  would  seem  to  sever  the  last  tie,  which  binds  us 
to  the  great  Protestant  bodies  of  the  reformation,  with  whom  we  desire 
to  cultivate  more  cordial  and  closer  relations. 

I  confess  I  cannot  but  sympathize  with  the  position  which  has  been 
taken  by  Dr.  McKim,  Bishop  Peterkin  and  others  who  have  so  forcibly 
pointed  out  this  inconsistency.  The  Church's  claim  to  historic  continuity 
with  the  Church  of  the  Apostolic  period  is  not  strengthened  by  repudiat- 
ing the  great  and  splendid  principles  of  the  Protestant  reformation. 
Let  us  remember  that  the  word  "Protestant"  is  not  a  word  of  negative 
meaning.  It  stands  quite  as  much  for  what  is  constructive,  positive  and 
true  in  Christianity. 

Again  we  are  told  with  great  confidence  that  the  name  of  the  Church 
was  adopted  without  authority  by  a  kind  of  accident,  and  without  due 
deliberation. 

This  fiction  has  been  completely  disposed  of  by  Dr.  McKim  in  a  letter 
to  The  Churchman  under  date  of  December  27th,  1910. 

"We  are  told,"  says  Dr.  McKim,  "that  the  name  of  the  Church  was 
concocted  by  a  coterie  of  Clergymen  in  the  State  of  Maryland  in  the 
year  1870." 

"The  facts  are  that  it  was  used  in  the  State  of  Maryland  as  early  as 
1666;  that  the  Church  of  England  was  known  as  a  'Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,'  during  the  colonial  period  in  America;  that  'Protestant  Episco- 
palians' are  spoken  of  in  England  as  early  as  1651;  that  the  mother 
Church  was  formally  described  as  'Protestant  Episcopal'  in  England  for 
at  least  a  century  and  a  quarter  before  the  name  was  adopted  by 
Bishop  White  and  his  colaborers.  The  members  of  the  Scotch  Church, 
from  which  we  derive  our  Episcopate,  were  spoken  of  in  the  writings 
of  their  own  Bishops  as  'Protestant  Episcopalians.' " 

"The  act  of  union  between  Ireland  and  Great  Britain  in  1800  enacts 
that  the  Church  of  England  and  Ireland  be  united  into  'one  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  to  be  called  the  United  Church  of  England  and 
Ireland.'  The  Convention  of  1789  then,  invented  no  new  name,  but  simply 
accepted  as  a  matter  of  course  the  name  descriptive  to  her  character 
and  polity  by  which  she  had  always  been  known." 

Before,  therefore,  we  discard  a  name  which  has  been  so  longly  identi- 
fied with  the  Church  we  should  consider  very  seriously  what  would  be 
the  probable  effect  of  such  a  radical  departure  upon  our  own  people, 
as  well  as  upon  the  great  body  of  our  fellow  Christians  outside. 

It  has  been  proposed  that  we  call  ourselves  the  "American  Catholic 
Church,"  or  simply  the  "American  Church,"  but  before  such  a  name 
can  have  any  value  or  significance  for  us,  it  seems  to  me  we  ought  to 
do  more  than  we  are  now  doing  to  make  ourselves  a  truly  national 
Church  and  thoroughly  representative  of  the  life  of  the  nation  as  a 
whole.  Would  it  not  make  us  appear  ridiculous  in  the  eyes  of  the  Chris- 
tian world  for  so  small  a  body,  numbering  only  about  one  million  com- 
municants, or  1-50  of  the  professing  Christian  population  of  this  great 
country,  to  call  itself  by  so  high-flown  a  title  as  the  "American  Catholic 
Church?" 

I  would  much  prefer  to  be  the  thing  which  the  name  signifies  than 
to  adopt  a  name  so  utterly  at  variance  with  the  facts  of  the  situation. 

But  while  not  in  favor  of  any  change  in  the  name  of  our  Church  at 
this  time,  yet  for  the  sake  of  clearness  and  in  order  to  make  the 
historic  claims  of  our  Church  better  understood,  I  am  prepared  to  advo- 
cate the  following  changes  in  the  title  page  of  our  Prayer  Book.  I  am 
willing  to  define  the  word  Church  by  inserting  before  it  the  words, 
"Holy  Catholic,"  so  that  it  would  read:  "The  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
and  Administration  of  the  Sacraments  and  other  rites  and  ceremonies 
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of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church,"  and  then  instead  of  saying  that  this 
Book  of  Common  Prayer,  which  is  the  common  inheritance  of  all  Chris- 
tians who  have  been  made  members  of  the  Catholic  Church  by  Baptism, 
has  been  adapted  to  the  use  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States,  I  would  add  the  words:  "According  to  the  use  of  that 
branch  of  it  known  in  law  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America." 

So  that  as  revised  the  title  page  would  read: 

The 

Book  of  Common  Prayer 
And  Administration  of  the  Sacraments  and 
other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the 
Holy  Catholic  Church 
According  to  the  use  of 
that  Branch  - of  it  known  in  Law  as 
The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

This  would  leave  the  name  of  the  Church  unchanged,  and  yet  it  would 
have  the  advantage  of  making  clear  to  all  that  we  claim  to  be  and  are, 
in  fact  a  true  historic  branch  of  the  one  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church 
of  Christ,  which  we  profess  in  the  Apostles  and  Xicene  Creeds. 

More  than  this  I  am  not  willing  to  advocate. 

I  confess  I  look  forward  to  a  discussion  of  this  question  in  the  next 
General  Convention  with  some  apprehension.  I  fear  it  will  revive  the 
fires  of  religious  controversy  and  party  bitterness,  from  which  our 
Church  has  suffered  so  much  in  the  past.  It  will  serve  to  draw  more 
closely  the  lines  of  party  and  to  widen  the  breach  between  men  of  dif- 
ferent schools  of  thought  and  Churchmanship.  It  will  almost  certainly 
obscure  the  larger  questions  before  the  Church  and  direct  attention  to 
matters  of  comparatively  small  moment. 

I  pray  God  that  such  an  outcome  of  the  present  discussion  may  be 
avoided  and  that  His  Holy  Spirit  may  preside  in  the  Councils  of  the 
Church  and  take  away  from  us  all  hatred,  prejudice  and  whatsoever 
else  may  hinder  us  from  Godly  Union  and  Concord.  Let  the  Church 
address  herself  to  the  great  work  of  social  and  civic  righteousness.  Let 
her  undertake  the  work  of  reaching  and  uplifting  the  estranged  and 
alienated  masses  of  our  working  people. 

Let  her  become  verily  indeed  the  Church  of  God  for  all  people, 
irrespective  of  class  or  race  or  previous  condition  of  servitude,  and  then 
no  man  or  body  of  men  will  ever  dispute  her  claim  to  be  either  truly 
American  or  truly  Catholic— the  divine  representative  on  earth  of 
Jesus  Christ,  the  head  of  the  Church,  'Svho  is  the  beginning,  the  first 
born  from  the  dead,  that  in  all  things  He  might  have  the  pre-eminence."

I  am  glad  to  report  that  our  invitation  has  been  accepted,  and  I  hope  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  will  keep  this  meeting  in  mind  and 
make  their  plans  to  attend  it. 

6.  Grace  Church,  Anderson.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Guignard,  preached  and  confirmed  one. 

The  same  night  I  held  service  at  Greenwood  and  preached.  After 
service  I  met  with  the  congregation  and  action  was  taken  calling  Mr. 
Jordan,  of  Uiaion,  as  rector.  Mr.  Jordan  has  since  accepted  the  call, 
and  I#  am  glad  to  say,  will  remain  in  the  Diocese. 

8.  Took  part  in  the  examinations  of  the  Rev.  John  B.  Elliott  for 
Priest's  order. 

12.  Issued  lay  reader's  license  to  Mr.  Ernest  Feddewitz  for  St. 
Andrew's  Mission,  Charleston. 

13,  Holy  Trinity,  Grahamville.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Woodward,  and  preached. 

The  same  night  visited  McPhersonville;  held  evening  service  and 
preached. 

16.  Learned  of  the  death  of  the  old  colored  lay  reader,  Job  Guest,  at 
Pineville.  Job  died  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-two.  Forty  years  he 
has  labored  zealously  among  his  people  and  held  the  congregation 
together  when  representatives  of  the  Colored  Reformed  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  neighborhood  informed  him  that  there  was  no  difference 
between  the  two  Churches.  Job  stood  out  manfully  for  the  Church 
and  refused  to  take  part  in  the  schism.

The  Archdeacon  of  the  colored  work  read 
the  lesson  and  I  read  the  prayers,  and  made  a  short  address,  expressing 
my  sense  of  loss  af.  the  untimely  death  of  one  of  our  colored  Clergy. 
The  Rev.  Jesse  D.  Lykes  had  done  a  splendid  work  at  Calvary,  and  his 
people  were  very  much  devoted  to  him.

The  same  night  I  spoke  in  St.  Simon's  Church,  Philadelphia,  on  the 
same  subject.

At  night  preached  again  in  the  Parish  Church.

6th,  1912,  at  his  home  at  Hudgins,  Va.

10.  Visited  the  sewing  school  at  Graniteville  and  the  same  night 
preached  in  the  Union  Chapel  at  Bath. 

11.  Visited  St.  Augustine's  Colored  School  and  Day  Nursery"  at 
Aiken  and  catechized  the  children.  Went  to  Graniteville  and  lunched 
with  the  staff  of  Mission  workers,  and  afterwards  attended  a  mother's 
meeting  and  a  class  in  cooking  in  the  new  Parish  House.  I  don't  believe 
that  there  is  any  better  work  being  done  anywhere  in  the  South  among 
our  mill  population  than  is  being  done  here.  The  same  afternoon  went 
to  North  Augusta. 

1.2.  Visited  the  new  Mission  at  Dillon.  The  train  was  late  and  I  did 
not  reach  the  Presbyterian  Church,  where  the  services  were  being  held, 
until  just  in  time  for  the  sermon.  The  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Penick,  Jr.,  who  is 
in  charge  of  this  Mission,  was  present  and  had  already  read  evening 
prayer  before  I  arrived.  The  next  morning  I  was  shown  the  new  lot 
which  had  been  purchased,  and  I  was  assured  by  those  present  that 
renewed  efforts  would  now  be  made  to  build  a  Church  at  this  point. 

14.  Attended  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Porter 
Academy  in  St.  Michael's  Parish  House. 

16.  Grace  Church,  Charleston.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  William  Way,  and  the  Rev.  R.  E.  Grib'bin. 
I  preached  and  confirmed  thirty-two.  Immediately  after  the  service  I 
confirmed  in  private  one  person  who  was  unable  to  be  present  at  the 
Church.  The  same  night  visited  St.  Mark's,  Charleston.  The  service 
was  read  by  the  new  Rector,  the  Rev.  F.  A.  Garrett.  I  preached  and 
confirmed  sixteen.  , 

17.  Gave  letter  dimissory  to  the  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish,  transferring  him 
to  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Florida.  We  part  with  him  with  the  greatest 
sorrow  and  reluctance.  He  has  been  connected  with  this  Diocese  for 
over  twenty-five  years,  and  we  looked  upon  him  as  one  of  our  most 
faithful,  devoted  and  truly  consecrated  Clergy.  We  hope  his  next  work 
will  prove  all  that  he  anticipates,  and  desire  to  assure  him  that  our 
prayers  and  best  wishes  go  with  him  and  his. 

20.  Holy  Communion,  Charleston.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion 
at  the  Maundy,  Thursday  night  service,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  F. 
A.  DeRossett,  and  Rev.  Walter  MitchelL  and  preached. 

21.  Confirmed  two  persons  for  Mr.  Way  at  Grace  Church,  and  at 
night  visited  Christ  Church,  Charleston,  preached  and  confirmed  four. 
Rev.  Dr.  Whaley  read  evening  prayer. 

23.  Easter  Day.  Visited  Christ  Church,  Greenville.  I  confirmed  one 
person  in  the  Sunday  School  room  at  10  o'clock  in  the  morning,  before 
the  regular  service.  Afterwards  in  the  Parish  Church,  I  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Mitchell,  and  Mr.  Tilling- 
hast,  preached  and  confirmed  fifteen.  In  the  afternoon,  I  addressed 
the  children  of  the  Sunday  School  and  listened  to  their  beautiful  Easter 
carols. 

The  same  night  preached  at  St.  Andrew's  Mission,  assisted  in  the  ser- 
vice by  Mr.  Mitchell  and  Mr.  Tillinghast,  the  Rector,  and  confirmed  two. 

24.  Held  a  service  for  the  negroes  of  St.  Phillip's  Mission  in  the 
Sunday  School  room  of  Christ  Church,  Greenville.  Rev.  Robt.  Bagnall, 
missionary  in  charge,  read  the  service  and  I  preached. 

2.5.  Trinity  Church,  Abbeville.  Rev.  Mr.  Guignard  read  evening- 
prayer.  I  preached  and  confirmed  four.  In  the  afternoon  of  same  day, 
I  attended  a  reception  given  me  at  the  residence  of  Mrs.  John  Gary, 
Abbeville,  which  was  very  much  enjoyed. 
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27.  Accepted  letter  dimissory  transferring  the  Rev.  Frederick  N. 
Skinner  from  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  to  this  Diocese.  Mr.  Skinner 
is  located  at  Ridge  way,  which  he  is  serving  most  acceptably,  and  we 
are  glad  to  welcome  him  to  South  Carolina.  The  same  day  attended 
meeting  of  the  Charleston  Churches  to  complete  final  arrangements  for 
the  coming  of  the  Church  Congress. 

28.  Received  Deaconess  "Eva"  (Miss  E.  H.  Crump)  into  the  Diocese. 
She  will  live  in  Spartanburg  and  assist  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Pendleton  in  his 
work  among  the  mill  people. 

30.  St.  Michael's  Church,  Charleston.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  the  Rector,  preached  and  confirmed  fifteen. 

The  same  afternoon  held  service  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, Charleston,  and  confirmed  fifteen — twelve  of  them  were  cadets 
from  the  Porter  Academy,  and  were  presented  by  the  Rector  of  the 
school,  the  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell. 

April. 

I.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at  the  opening  service  of  the 
Church  Congress  in  St.  Michael's  Church,  Charleston,  assisted  by  the 
Rector,  Dr.  Kershaw,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Babcock,  D.  D.,  and  the 
Rev.  G.  A.  Carstensen,  of  New  York.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Edwin  S.  Lines, 
D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Newark,  preached  the  sermon. 

The  same  afternoon  at  Ashley  Hall  Mrs.  Guerry  and  I  gave  a  recep- 
tion to  the  Congress,  and  to  the  Church  people  of"  Charleston. 

2-4.  I  presided  at  all  public  sessions  of  the  Church  Congress  and 
introduced  the  speakers.  I  was  deeply  gratified  by  the  attendance  of 
our  Church  people  and  by  the  interest  which  they  manifested.  Those 
who  had  attended  other  meetings  of  the  Congress  declared  that  the 
Charleston  meeting  reached  the  highwater  mark.  I  Relieve  the  Congress 
has  left  behind  it  a  permanent  impression  for  good,  and  we  are  very 
grateful  to  them  for  coming. 

6.  This  was  the  crowning  day  of  the  work  of  the  Congress  which  had 
preceded  it.  The  Congress  closed  on  Friday,  but  in  order  to  gather  up 
the  fruits  of  the  week's  work  and  to  bring  the  whole  to  a  great  climax, 
I  arranged  to  hold  a  mass  meeting  of  men  in  the  Academy  of  Music 
in  the  afternoon  at  4:30  o'clock,  when  Dr.  Howard  A.  Kelly,  of  Balti- 
more, delivered  an  address  on  the  "Church  and  the  Social  Evil."  He 
was  followed  in  a  brief  address  by  Dean  Sumner,  of  Chicago.  The 
same  night  there  was  held  in  St.  Phillip's  Church,  a  great  union  service 
of  all  of  our  Churches  in  the  city,  at  which  Dean  Sumner  preached  the 
sermon. 

I  was  prevented  by  illness  from  attending  any  of  these  meetings,  to  my 
great  regret. 

13.  Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg.  Mr.  Pendleton  read  morning 
prayer.    I  preached  and  confirmed  seventeen. 

The  same  afternoon  I  dedicated  to  the  service  of  God,  the  new  Par- 
ish House.  The  occasion  was  one  long  to  be  remembered.  The  beauti- 
ful new  Parish  House  was  crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity. 

After  the  address  of  welcome  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Holman,  the 
Lutheran  minister  responded  on  I"  r  +  the  ministers  of  the  city  in 
a  few  gracious  and  well  chosen  words.  I  made  a  short  address  and 
blessed  the  building  to  the  use  for  which  it  was  designed. 

Mr.  Pendleton  and  his  people  deserve  our  warmest  congratulations. 
He  has  done  a  work  not  only  for  Spartanburg,  but  for  the  whole 
Diocese. 

The  same  night  I  held  service  at  Epiphany  Colored  Mission,  assisted  by 
the  Rector,  Rev.  Robt.  Bagnall,  preached  and  confirmed  one. 
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14.  Visited  the  Mission  at  Blacksburg.  Read  evening  prayer  and 
preached. 

15.  Attended  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Orphanage  and  Church 
Home  at  Yorkville.  At  this  meeting  Dr.  C.  H.  Prince,  of  Charleston, 
was  put  in  charge  of  the  printing  department,  which  we  design  to 
establish  at  the  Orphanage,  and  will  begin  his  work  at  once.  We  found 
the  Orphanage  in  most  excellent  condition.  The  same  afternoon  attended 
some  exercises  by  the  children  of  the  Orphanage  and  made  them  a 
brief  address. 

At  night  held  service  in  the  Parish  Church,  assisted  by  the  Rector, 
Mr.  Walsh,  preached  and  confirmed  fourteen. 

16.  Held  service  in  the  Church  of  Our  Saviour,  Rock  Hill,  assisted 
by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Boyd,  preached  and  confirmed  four. 

17.  Attended  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School,  Colum- 
bia, and  also  of  the  Diocese,  in  Columbia. 

18.  Held  service  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Charleston.  The  Rector,  Mr. 
Wood,  read  evening  prayer,  I  preached  and  confirmed  twelve. 

The  same  afternoon  in  Grace  Church,  at  a  special  service,  I  confirmed 
one  for  Mr.  Way. 
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APPENDIX  II 


Report  of  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions 

Brethren  of  the  Council:  It  is  with  sincere  thanks  to  Almighty  God 
and  with  hearty  congratulations  to  our  Church  people  throughout  the  Dio- 
cese, that  the  Board  of  Missions  appears  before  the  Council  this  year  with 
all  obligations  to  the  missionaries  met  and  with  a  balance  in  bank.  Your 
Board  rejoices  to  state  that  it  has  not  been  necessitated  to  borrow  from 
the  banks  this  year  to  meet  the  quarterly  stipends,  thereby  saving  much 
on  interest.  There  has  been  only  two  small  congregations  that  have 
failed  to  pay  anything  to  the  Board  this  year,  and  only  a  very  few  that 
have  not  paid  up  in  full.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  Sunday  Schools  for 
their  splendid  Advent  offering,  giving  the  largest  amount  this  year  that 
has  ever  been  given  since  the  plan  has  been  in  operation.  The  contri- 
butions amounted  to  $857.98.  As  your  Board  views  the  whole  missionary 
field  in  the  Diocese,  it  can  behold  growth  and  interest  in  every  direc- 
tion, lots  have  been  purchased,  funds  have  been  raised  for  new  Churches, 
and  places  where  the  sound  of  the  Church's  grand  old  services  have 
never  been  heard  before,  are  now  gladly  welcoming  the  planting  of'  our 
branch  of  the  Church.  The  complaint  this  year,  has  been  not  so  much 
the  need  of  funds,  as  the  great  demand  for  earnest  and  consecrated 
ministers,  more  men  and  more  of  the  kind  who  can  bear  hardness  as 
brave  soldiers  of  Christ. 

While  some  of  our  Mission  stations  are  just  about  holding  their  own, 
yet  in  many  places  there  is  development  and  growth.  We  are  glad  to 
note  the  splendid  work  that  is  being  done  among  the  factory  operatives 
in  the  Horse  Creek  Valley,  but  especially  the  Mission  work  at  Granite- 
ville.  There  we  have  a  zealous  Clergyman  in  charge,  ably  assisted  by 
two  Deaconesses.  The  Parish  House  is  completed  and  besides  the 
religious  instruction  given,  the  boys  and  girls  are  taught  at  a  night  school 
and  are  encouraged  to  learn  some  special  home  industry. 

The  success  of  this  work  is  convincing  proof  that  the  Church  can,  and 
does,  reach  every  state  and  condition  of  men.  A  similar  work  is  carried 
on  successfully  at  Trinity  Chapel,  Columbia;  there,  too,  we  have  a  Mis- 
sion House,  and  an  efficient  Deaconess  assisting.  Now  another  work 
of  the  same  kind  has  been  begun  in  Spartanburg  in  the  mill  villages 
near  by,  with  encouraging  outlook.  This  work  was  started  by  the  Rev. 
W.  H.  K.  Pendleton;  he  has  already  one  Deaconess  in  the  field  assisting 
him,  together  with  many  zealous  coworkers  from  his  Parish. 

A  great  and  important  work  which  your  Board  is  much  interested  in 
is  the  Mission  at  the  navy  yard;  this  is  in  charge  of  one  of  our 
indefatigable  young  Clergymen,  the  Rev.  R.  E.  Gribbin.  He  has  met 
with  much  encouragement  and  soon  a  Chapel  will  be  erected  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  work. 

We  are  in  a  position  here  of  reaching  hundreds  of  laborers,  to  say 
nothing  of  affording  Church  privileges  to  many  of  the  officers  and  their 
families,  a  few  of  whom  are  already  connected  with  the  Church.  Your 
Board  would  mention  the  promising  Mission  started  some  time  ago  at 
McBee,  by  Rev.  A.  S.  Thomas.  Already  a  lot  has  been  secured  and 
considerable  funds  are  in  hands,  with  which  to  build  a  Chapel.  The 
Bishop  has  visited  this  Mission  and  administered  confirmation.  Assisted 
by  the  Finance  Committee,  through  the  Church  extension  funds,  the 
Board  is  encouraging  St.  Paul's,  Bennettsville,  to  become  self-supporting 
in  a  few  years.    A  similar  proposition  has  been  made  to  St.  Stephen's, 
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Ridgeway.  There  are  prospects  of  having  Church  buildings  erected  in 
the  near  future  at  Manning,  Dillon,  Conway,  Mullins  and  St.  George. 

During  the  past  year,  the  growing  and  prosperous  Mission  of  St. 
Timothy,  Columbia,  has  met  with  a  serious  loss.  The  Church,  which 
was  a  memorial  to  Bishop  Howe,  was  completely  destroyed  by  fire  and 
all  the  handsome  memorials  therein  were  lost.  The  energetic  Missionary, 
Rev.  W.  S.  Poynor,  and  his  devoted  flock  have  made  preparations  to 
build  a  neat  brick  Church  on  a  suitable  lot  that  had  been  purchased 
several  years  ago.  While  there  was  some  insurance  on  the  old  Church, 
it  is  not  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  pay  for  the  new  building  contem- 
plated; we,  therefore,  bespeak  for  that  congregation  the  kind  and  generous 
aid  of  all  our  Church  people  throughout  the  Diocese. 

The  Mission  at  North  Augusta  has  had  a  nice  lot  donated,  and  the 
little  flock  has  about  $800  in  hands  towards  the  erection  of  a  neat 
Chapel.  Owing  to  a  large  number  of  Church  people  moving  out  to 
Shandon  from  Columbia,  there  is  every  prospect  of  a  flourishing  Mission 
there;  a  lot  has  been  secured  and  some  funds  are  in  hand  with  which 
to  build  a  Church. 

A  neat  Chapel"  is  being  completed  at  the  Mission  at  Ninety-Six,  and  a 
Mission  will  soon  be  organized  at  Greer,  a  growing  and  flourishing 
town  between  Greenville  and  Spartanburg.  To  accomplish  the  carrying 
out  -of  all  this  new  work,  the  assistance  and  generous  help  of  the  strong 
and  large  Parishes  will  be  needed.  "While  the  Board  is  glad  to  report 
a  balance  on  hand,  yet  at  the  same  time  it  feels  and  realizes  that  this 
condition  of  the  treasury,  is  due  to  a  large  extent  to  some  of  the  smaller 
Parishes  and  Missions  being  vacant  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 
Though  the  aid  rendered  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  is  not  as  large 
as  usual,  still  the  Board  wishes  to  express  its  sincere  thanks  for  the 
help  given.  And  now  we  close  this  report  with  gratitude  to  God  for 
all  His  blessings  upon  our  labors  for  the  past  year  and  express  the 
hope  that  none  of  the  Churches  will  curtail  their  opportionments,  but 
where  it  is  possible,  make  an  increase.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  is 
herewith  attached.

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Abstracts  of  Reports  of  Deans  of  Convocation 

First  Convocation — Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell,  Dean. 

The  work  during  the  past  year  in  this  Convocation,  has  been  on  the 
whole  encouraging,  but  there  have  been  some  splendid  opportunities  for 
the  Church  which  we  have  not  been  able  to  take  advantage  of,  and  this 
to  a  great  extent  was  due  to  the  scarcity  of  Clergymen  to  man  the 
field.    The  Parish  at  Anderson  is  still  without  a  Rector. 

It  is  gratifying  to  notice  that  the  prejudice  against  the  Church  in  the 
Piedmont  section  is  rapidly  dying  out,  and  the  Clergy  of  the  Church 
are  cordially  welcomed  into  places  where  before  the  sound  of  the 
Church's  grand  old  liturgy  was  never  heard.  There  is  great  need  for 
more  Church  work  in  the  rural  districts. 

The  Convocation  has  had  only  one  meeting  this  year,  that  in  the 
hospitable  town  of  Chester.  A  successful  meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  was  held  at  the  same  time.  Prospects  of  a  branch  in  all 
the  Churches  in  the  Convocation. 

Important  subject  discussed  at  Convocation,  was  "The  Church  and 
Social  Service."  The  great  work  among  the  cotton  mills  received  much 
attention.  Convocation  sent  a  memorial  to  Council  asking  the  co-operation 
of  the  whole  Diocese  in  this  matter,  also  memorialized  the  General 
Board  of  Missions,  through  Rev.  A.  W.  Phillips,  of  LaGrange,  Ga., 
calling  attention  to  this  important  work.  Thousands,  of  dollars  are 
spent  on  our  Mission  work  in  the  mountains  of  North  Carolina,  and 
when  these  people  come  to  the  mill  villages,  they  are  lost  to  the  Church, 
because  we  have  no  organized  work ;  no  Church  or  schools  for  them.  The 
congregation  at  Ninety-Six  have  commenced  building  a  Church  on  a 
very  desirable  lot. 

The  cadets  of  Clemson  College  are  no  longer  required  to  attend  the 
general  service  in  their  College  Chapel  on  Sunday,  but  are  marched  in 
squads  to  their  respective  Churches.  This  gives  our  missionary  at  Clem- 
son an  opportunity  to  administer  more  directly  to  our  Church  boys. 
Strong  Church  centers  should  be  at  both  Winthrop  College,  and  Clemson 
College,  where  the  missionaries  have  a  splendid  opportunity  of  reaching 
the  students,  and  of  making  the  Church's  influence  felt  throughout  the 
State. 

Two  of  the  large  Parishes  in  this  Convocation  have  guilds  among  the 
laymen,  who  support  liberally  the  Orphanage  and  Mission  work  that  is 
carried  on  successfully  at  two  of  the  mill  villages  near  Spartanburg. 
A  Deaconess  is  employed  in  this  field. 

A  handsome  Parish  House  has  been  built  in  the  Parish  of  the  Advent, 
Spartanburg.  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  has  enhanced  the  value  of  its 
splendid  property  by  erecting  a  fine  house  for  rent.  A  neat  vestry  room 
will  soon  be  added  to  St.  Andrew's,  Greenville.  The  congregation  of  St. 
James'  Mission,  Greenville,  is  contemplating  building  a  rock  or  brick 
Church  on  the  lot  which  has  been  donated.  The  Rectory  at  Greenwood 
has  been  enlarged  and  greatly  improved  by  the  assistance  rendered  by 
the  Finance  Committee,  through  the  Church  extension  fund.  Thie 
Church  work  at  Abbeville,  Laurens  and  Newberry  is  showing  some 
improvement  under  the  efficient  labors  of  their  new  Rector. 

A  promising  field  for  a  new  Mission  is  at  Greer,  a  growing  and 
prosperous  town,  soon  to  be  connected  with  Greenville  and  Spartanburg 
by  a  trolley  line.  # 

The  up-country  needs  a  good  Church  school  for  girls,  to  correspond 
to  our  Church  school  for  boys  at  the  Porter  Military  Academy. 

The  Church  Orphanage,  which  is  located  in  our  Convocation,  is  out- 
growing its  capacity,  and  we  need  more  buildings.  The  support  given 
to  this  noble  institute  throughout  the  Diocese,  is  most  gratifying. 
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The  Mission  of  the  Incarnation,  Gaffney,  has  been  opened  up  again 
and  is  now  receiving  services  from  Rev.  Mr.  Chesley.  It  is  a  splendid 
field  for  organized  mill  work. 

Second  Convocation — Rev.  K.  G.  Finlay,  Dean. 

It  is  with  sincere  pleasure  that  we  are  able  to  report  that  the  year 
since  our  last  meeting  in  Council  at  St.  Helena's,  Beaufort,  has  been 
marked  by  distinct  advance.  The  reports  that  have  been  returned  from 
the  different  points  in  response  to  requests  for  information  as  to  facts 
of  interest  record  in  practically  every  case,  either  actual  advance  or  plans 
well  under  way  for  advance. 

A  very  enjoyable  and  profitable  meeting  of  Convocation  was  held  at 
Marion  in  the  fall.  The  attendance  was  good,  and  the  papers  and  dis- 
cussions interesting.  I  will  beg  your  patience  while  I  make  a  brief  men- 
tion of  the  things  that  have  been,  or  are  being  done  in  the  different 
Parishes  and  Missions.  At  Orangeburg  plans  are  being  made  for  the 
building  of  a  Sunday  School  and  part  of  the  funds  are  on  hand.  At 
Bennettsville  two  lots  adjoining  the  Church  have  been  purchased  and 
about  $1,500.00  subscribed  towards  the  building  of  a  Rectory.  At  Dillon 
a  lot  has  been  purchased  and  $650.00  provided  towards  the  building  of 
a  Church.    At  Camden  a  splendid  Rectory  has  just  been  finished. 

At  Winnsboro  the  fund  for  a  new  Rectory  has  reached  $1,000.  At 
Ridgeway  the  Rectory  has  been  rebuilt  and  enlarged.  At  Edgefield, 
Trenton  and  Ridge  Spring  the  Every  Member  Canvass  plan  has  been 
carried  out  and  resulted  in  an  increase  of  gifts  to  Missions  of  fifty 
(50%)  per  cent,  and  to  the  Parishes  of  twenty  (20%)  per  cent.  At 
Edgefield  plans  for  a  new  organ  and  a  furnace  are  well  on  the  way. 
The  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  near  Eastover,  has  been  recently  conpleted 
and  will  be  consecrated  soon.  St.  John's,  Richland,  has  bought  an 
organ  at  a  cost  of  $325.00,  and  paid  a  debt  of  $250.00  on  the  iron  fence 
around  the  churchyard. 

At  Graniteville  there  has  been  a  marked  advance  in  material  equip- 
ment of  the  Parish  House  along  industrial  lines.  A  fund  has  been 
started  for  the  equipment  of  a  medical  dispensary.  At  Conway  a  Church 
building  is  about  to  be  started,  if  indeed  the  work  has  not  been  actually 
begun.  Also  at  Mullins  plans  for  a  Church  are  well  on  the  way.  At 
Marion  a  Rectory  will  soon  be  built. 

St.  Timothy's/ Columbia,  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  July.  The  lot  on 
which  it  stood  has  been  sold  and  another  much  larger  and  more  desirable 
has  been  secured  and  almost  paid  for,  and  about  $1,000  is  on  hand  for 
a  new  building. 

The  work  at  Hampton  Mission,  five  miles  out  of  Columbia,  is  grow- 
ing well.  Also  at  Trinity  Mission  there  has  been  advance.  The  work 
in  the  Sunday  School,  sewing  and  working  schools  is  progressing. 

At  St.  John's,  Shandon,  things  are  moving  along  well.  The  congre- 
gation has  paid  a  considerable  part  of  the  price  of  a  lot  for  a  Church. 

At  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia,  an  electric  motor  for 
the  organ  has  been  put  in.  The  walks  have  been  paved  also.  One  of 
the  most  encouraging  features  is  the  boy's  club,  which  is  in  a  very 
flourishing  condition.    The  Sunday  School  has  also  taken  on  new  life. 

At  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  an  organ  motor  has  also  been  installed. 
A  granite  and  iron  fence  is  in  process  of  erection,  and  the  ladies  have 
on  hand  a  fund  of  $800.00  for  interior  renovation  of  the  Church  building. 

At  Cheraw  $13,000.00  is  subscribed  for  a  new  Church,  which  will  soon 
be  commenced.  At  McBee  a  beautiful  lot  has  been  secured  and  a  fund 
for  a  Church  building  is  being  accumulated.  At  other  points  there 
has  been  advance  also,  but  from  modesty,  or  some  other  reason,  the 
Clergymen  in  charge  have  failed  to  report  these  advances. 
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Third  Cokvocatiox — Rev.  Johx  Kershaw,  D.  D.,  Deax. 

These  reports,  however  carefully  drawn,  must  necessarily  involve 
some  degree  of  repetition,  because  their  subject  matter  has  already  been 
dealt  with  in  the  annual  address  of  the  Bishop  and  the  report  of  the 
Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  not  to  speak  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Church  and  that  of  the  Commitee  on 
Finance — hence,  of  course,  the  necessity  for  the  copious  blue-pencilling 
of  these  reports  by  our  astute  and  capable  censor,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Council.  But  lest  I  may  seem  to  aspire  to  emulate  in  this  report  the 
length  to  which  others  have  gone,  I  will  respectfully  submit  that  the 
following  are  matters  of  interest  in  this  connection, 

Up  almost  to  the  close  of  the  year  1912,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sparks  had 
charge  of  the  Mission  at  the  navy  yard,  giving  to  it  such  time  as  was 
not  taken  up  by  his  duties  elsewhere.  The  navy  yard  population 
proper,  with  some  exceptions,  is  rather  transient  in  its  character.  Today 
there  may  be  several  hundred  marines  in  the  barracks,  next  week  there 
may  be  fifty.  Then  again,  the  same  men,  in  many  instances,  do  not 
return,  after  a  term  of  service  elsewhere,  but  they  are  sent  to  other 
navy  yards,  while  others  come  in  to  take  their  places.  Hence,  the  work 
among  these  men  cannot  be  expected  to  show  great  results,  although 
many  a  homesick,  or  otherwise  sick  lad,  has  been  comforted  by  visits 
from  the  minister,  and  he  has  been  reminded  that  our  Lord,  through  his 
minister,  has  not  lost  sight  of  him.  But  it  has  become  increasingly  evi- 
dent, that  the  work,  to  be  substantial  and  permanent,  must  be  mainly 
done  in  and  with  reference  to  the  community  that  is  springing  up 
about  the  navy  yard,  where  reside  the  families  of  the  men  who  have 
some  connection  with  the  yard,  who  expect  to  make  it  their  home.  Under 
the  administration  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gribbin,  who  was  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  to  succeed  Mr.  Sparks,  this  is  the  policy  that,  in  the  main,  is 
sought  to  be  carried  out,  and  with  success,  the  first  fruits  of  which  have 
been  shown  in  the  recent  confirmations  at  the  Mission,  reported  by  the 
Bishop  in  his  annual  address.  I  hold  three  adjoining  lots  in  Chicora 
Place,  admirably  situated  for  a  Church  plant,  purchased  by  means  of 
funds  given  me  by  members  of  St.  Michael's  Parish,  in  part,  but  in 
greater  part  by  money  made  by  Advent  Guild,  of  the  same  Parish, 
which  we  are  ready  to  turn  over  to  the  Bishop,  who  has  taken  this  Mis- 
sion as  his  own.  In  addition,  the  same  guild  has  in  hand  two  sums, 
aggregating  approximately  $700.00,  about  one-half  of  which*  is  for 
building  the  Chapel,  and  the  other  for  furnishing  same.  To  this  last, 
Advent  Guild  purposes  to  add  enough  to  make  $500  for  the  furnishing. 
I  give  these  particulars  for  your  information,  and  also  because  I  think 
the  members  of  the  guild  are  entitled  to  receive  this  public  recognition 
of  the  ,good  and  faithful  work  they  have  done  outside  of  their  own  Par- 
ish, while  not  neglecting  their  duties  within  it.  It  remains  only  that 
others  shall  do  their  part,  and  that  the  government  shall  cease  coquetting 
with  the  navy  yard,  and  give  it  the  business  that  justly  should  belong 
to  it,  and  we  shall  see  gratifying  results  at  no  distant  day  flowing  from 
this  important  missionary  work. 

The  Mission  at  Bamberg  is  still  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Sparks.  It  is  believed  that  we  have  secured  a  good  foothold  there, 
while  the  community  in  general  is  kindly  disposed  towards  our  Church 
and  its  representatives  who  have  been  there,  and  results  are  beginning 
to  show  accordingly.  The  Finance  Committee,  through  its  Church  Exten- 
sion Fund,  will  aid  this  Mission  to  establish  itself  permanently,  when, 
in  consultation  with  the  Bishop,  they  shall  deem  the  time  has  come. 

At  Conway,  also,  the  outlook  is  good.  It  is  not  necessary  to  repeat 
here  the  particulars  already  given  by  the  Bishop,  but  only  to  add  that 
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work  is  going  on,  and  with  promising  results,  in  the  capital  city  of  the 
independent  republic  of  Horry. 

St.  George's  Mission  is  now  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Wilmot  S.  Holmes. 
A  lot  has  been  secured  and  offers  of  assistance  to  build  a  Chapel  have 
been  made.  Three  persons  were  confirmed  at  the  recent  visitation  of 
the  Bishop,  and  the  prospects  are  favorable  for  permanent  work  at  this 
point. 

Only  one  meeting  of  Convocation  has  been  held  during  the  year,  at 
Barnwell.  The  attendance,  both  of  the  clergy  and  of  the  people,  was 
not  remarkably  large;  in  fact,  it  was  just  the  other  way  about.  The 
papers,  in  the  main,  were  excellent,  and  the  discussions  interesting, 
while  an  illustrated  lecture  on  missionary  work  in  Japan  and  elsewhere, 
added  much  to  the  pleasure  of  the  meeting.  It  was  unfortunate  that 
our  Bishop  could  not  be  present,  owing  to  a  promise  to  attend  the  meet- 
ing of  another  Convocation. 

I  venture  to  suggest  that  in  order  to  secure  his  presence  at  our  meet- 
ings, it  would  be  well  for  the  Deans  and  Secretaries  of  the  three  Con- 
vocations to  consult  together  before  deciding  upon  a  date,  so  that  they 
might  arrange  to  avoid  a  conflict  in  this  particular. 

The  Dean  takes  pleasure  in  saying  that  there  are  no  vacancies  in  this 
field,  every  Church  and  station  being  supplied  with  regular  services, 
with  one  exception,  and  that  will  soon  disappear.  The  Rev.  F.  A. 
DeRossett  has  recently  taken  charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, and  the  Rev.  Innis  LaRoche  has  accepted  a  call  to  the  Churches 
on  Edisto,  John's  and  Wadmalaw  Islands. 

At  a  point  about  seven  miles  north  of  this  city,  lying  between  the  A. 
C.  L,  Railway  and  Cooper  River,  a  number  of  capitalists  are  promoting 
the  establishment  of  a  suburb  to  be  known  as  North  Charleston,  where, 
if  present  designs  should  succeed,  will  be  established  a  number  of 
manufacturing  enterprises  and  dwellings  for  their  employees.  In  that 
event,  a  town  is  sure  to  be  built  at  North  Charleston,  and  there  will  be 
need  of  a  place  of  worship  for  our  people,  and  for  others  who  may 
desire  to  worship  with  us.  It  is  next  to  impossible  that  this  fact  has 
escaped  the  attention  of  the  lynx-eyed  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, but  if  by  any  chance  it  should  have,  it  is  suggested  here,  with 
the  added  comment  that  it  has  not  altogether  escaped  our  attention, 
and  that  we  expect  to  get  in  on  the  ground  floor,  when  the  time  comes. 

All  which,  with  apologies  for  its  length,  is  respectfully  submitted. 
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Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
of  South  Carolina,  May  7,  1913 

To  the  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-third  Annual  Council  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina: 

As  required  by  Section  3,  of  Article  IX,  of  the  Constitution  of  this 
Diocese,  the  Standing  Committee  of  said  Diocese  begs  herewith  to  pre- 
sent an  abstract  of  the  minutes  of  its  proceedings  had  since  the  presen- 
tation of  its  last  communication. 

Your  Committee  was  organized  at  a  meeting  held  at  Beaufort,  South 
Carolina,  on  May  8th,  1912,  by  the  re-election  of  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon, 
as  President,  and  Wm.  C.  Bissell,  as  Secretary.  In  addition  to  the 
above  meeting  held  for  the  purpose  of  organization,  your  Committee  has 
held  three  meetings  during  the  year,  at  which  it  has  given  its  consent 
to  the  consecration  of: 

1.  Rev.  Harry  Sherman  Longley,  D.  D.,  to  be, Bishop  Suffragan  of 
the  Diocese  of  Iowa. 

2.  Rev.  Frank  Arthur  McElwain,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  Suffragan  of 
the  Diocese  of  Minnesota. 

3.  Rev.  Theodore  Irving  Reese  to  be  Bishop  Coadjuter  of  the  Diocese 
of  Southern  Ohio. 

It  declined  to  give  its  consent  to  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Horace 
Perry  Silver  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas,  upon  the 
ground  that  said  Bishop-elect  had  been  divorced  from  his  wife. 

Your  Committee  has  also  recommended  to  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese 
since  its  last  communication  as  candidates  for: 

Holy  Orders:  Julian  Clyde  Perry. 

Diaconate:  James  M.  Stoney  and  Francis  J.  H.  Coffin.  . 

Priesthood:  John  B.  Elliott,  Robert  Emmet  Gribbin  and  Edwin 
Anderson  Penick,  Jr.,  having  shortened  the  term  of  the  first  two  named 
candidates  about  three  weeks,  and  the  latter  named  candidate  about  six 
weeks/ 

Your  Committee  begs  further  to  report  that  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Coving- 
ton, a  member  of  this  Committee,  having  resigned  on  account  of  his 
removal  from  the  Diocese,  your  Committee  under  the  power  contained  in 
Section  4,  of  Article  IX,  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese,  elected  the 
Rev.  Charles  E.  Woodson,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Columbia,  South  Carolina,  to  fill  this  vacancy.

Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  South  Carolina 

Charleston,  S.  C,  May  7th,  1913. 

The  financial  statement  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  appended 
hereto  shows  the  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  past  year,  and 
gives  a  statement  of  the  several  funds  now  in  charge  of  the  Trustees 
and  how  they  are  invested,  and  the  income  therefrom. 

By  resolution  passed  May  20,  1912,  the  bond  of  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  was  fixed  at  $2,000.00,  with  an  approved  surety  company  as 
surety.  Accordingly,  on  June  3,  1912,  the  bond  of  John  P.  Thomas,  Jr., 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  in  said  amount,  with  American  Surety  Com- 
pany as  surety,  was  executed,  and  on  June  15,  1912,  was  placed  in  the 
custody  of  the  President  of  the  Trustees. 

On  May  20,  1912,  the  following  were  appointed  as  the  Financial  Com- 
mittee: The  President,  Mr.  F.  H.  Weston,  Rev.  K.  G.  Finlay,  and  Mr. 
J.  P.  Thomas,  Jr. 

The  usual  appropriations  have  been  made  from  the  current  income 
of  the  various  funds  in  accordance  with  the  standing  resolutions  of  the 
Board. 

In  pursuance  of  the  resolution  of  Council  at  Beaufort  in  1912,  and 
of  the  Advancement  Society  at  its  last  annual  meeting,  the  Trustees 
entrusted  to  Mr.  Robt  W.  Shand,  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  the  con- 
duct of  the  legal  proceedings  necessary  to  make  the  change  in  the  trus- 
teeship of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund,  from  the  Advancement  Society, 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  P.  E.  Church  in  South  Carolina.  Mr.  Shand 
accordingly  instituted  the  necessary  proceedings  and  prosecuted  the 
same  to  a  conclusion.  A  certified  copy  of  the  decree  of  the  Court  pro- 
viding for  the  change  of  trustees,  is  appended  hereto. 

On  May  7,  1913,  the  officials  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for 
the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  transferred  and 
delivered  the  property  and  assets  in  its  hands  constituting  said  Bishop's 
Permanent  Fund  to  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
South  Carolina,  and  the  same  were  receipted  for  on  behalf  of  the  Trus- 
tees, and  placed  in  the  custody  of  its  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  A 
schedule  of  the  same  is  appended  hereto. 

We  attach  hereto  the  financial  statement  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  as  trus- 
tee of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund,  which  was  submitted  to  Council  on 
May  6,  1913,  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society. 

Application  was  made  to  the  Trustees  by  the  Warden  and  Secretary  of 
the  Chapel  of  the  Holv  Cross,  Moultrieville,  S.  C,  stating  that  a  char- 
ter had  been  granted  to  "The  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Moultrieville, 
S.  C,"  and  asking  that  the  property  on  Sullivan's  Island,  now  held  by  the 
Trustees,  be  transferred  to  said  corporation.  The  Trustees  passed  a 
resolution  authorizing  the  transfer,  the  legal  title  to  be  held  by  "The 
Chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Moultrieville,  S.  C,"  as  Trustee  of  the 
property,  the  deed  of  transfer  to  express  such  trusts  and  conditions  as 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  may  think  necessary  to  preserve  the  trusts 
upon  which  the  property  is  now  held,  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina.

Adjudged  and  Decreed,  That  the  trust  fund  described 
in  the  complaint,  andi  known  as  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund, 
now  held  by  "The  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity 
in  South  Carolina,"  hereinafter  called  the  Advancement  Society, 
pursuant  to  authority  vested  in  said  Advancement  Society 
by  Act  of  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  passed  in  1834  (7  Stat.  p.  341), 
be  transferred  by  said  Advancement  Society  to  the  "Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,"  hereinafter  called  The 
Trustees,  a  corporation  duly  incorporated  bv  Act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  this  State,  approved  February  27,  "l902,  (23  Statutes,  p.  1156) 
to  be  held  by  said  last  named  corporation  under  authority  of  Section  3, 
of  said  last  named  Act,  upon  the  same  trusts  and  conditions,  and 
exclusively  for  the  same  uses  and  purposes  for  which  originally  donated, 
and  since  held  by  said  Advancement  Society. 

Ordered,  Further,  That  said  Advancement  Society  do  make  such 
assignments,  deeds  or  other  instruments  of  transfer,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  vest  in  said,  The  Trustees,  the  legal  ownership  of  all  property 
and  assets  in  its  hands  constituting  said  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund',  and 
to  surrender  and  deliver  the  same  pursuant  to  such  assignments,  con- 
veyances and  transfers.  And,  that,  therefor,  the  said  The  Trustees 
shall  execute  and  deliver  to  said  Advancement  Society  such  acknowl- 
edgements, receipts  and  acquittances  as  are  proper. 

Ordered,  Further,  That  upon  such  transfer  being  made  said  The  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South 
Carolina,  be  forever  acquitted  and  discharged  from  all  rights,  duties 
and  trusts  in  relation  to  said  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund,  and  that 
thenceforth  the  said  The  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  South  Carolina  be  the  sole  and  only  trustee  thereof. 
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Ordered,  Further,  That  out  of  the  said  trust  fund  transferred  pursu- 
ant to  this  decree,  the  plaintiff  do  pay  the  costs  and  expenses  of  this 
transfer.

Remarks — Our  Guild,  St.  Matthew's  Guild,  has  placed  in  the  Chancel 
a  beautiful  Altar  with  Retable  and  Reredos  at  a  cost  of  two  hundred 
and  thirty-two  dollars,  which  has  all  been  paid.  The  Altar  is  of  dark 
walnut,  and  is  very  handsome.  It  is  far  more  so  than  the  price  would 
indicate,  since  it  was  furnished  at  a  very  moderate  price.  The  Daugh- 
ters of  the  Holy  Cross  have  also  adorned  the  Sanctuary  with  a  pair  of 
beautiful  brass  candelabra,  which  add  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  the 
whole  Chancel.  A  night  school  has  been  opened  at  the  Darlington  Cot- 
ton Mill  which  is  held  on  two  nights  each  week  by  the  Rector,  except 
when  he  is  called  away  unavoidably.  This  night  school  has  now  been 
running  several  months,  and  is  doing  a  much-needed  work.  Of  course, 
such  a  school  is  grievously  inadequate  and  can  supply  a  crying  need 
very  insufficiently.  But  still  really  good  work  is  being  done,  and  a 
number  of  boys  and  young  men  who  would  otherwise  get  no  instruction 
beyond  the  exceedingly  limited  amount  they  have  received  in  the  past, 
are  being  taught  and  are  making  real  progress. 

During  the  past  summer  the  Rectory  was  thoroughly  repaired  and 
largely  rebuilt,  a  new  roof  was  put  on,  bathroom  and  waterworks  put  in, 
and  the  building  painted,  so  that  the  Rectory  is  now  a  very  neat,  com- 
fortable home. 

St.  Matthew's  Guild  is  in  a  live  and  healthy  condition  and  continues 
to  render  invaluable  services.  Our  vested  choir  is  a  very  important  part 
of  our  church  and  institutions  here.  Besides  the  branch  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  which  has  been  in  existence  and  at  work  here  for  years,  we 
now  have  a  second  branch,  Chapter  B,  recently  organized.  We  have 
also  a  chapter  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary.  In  addition  to  these  organiza- 
tions, we  have  also  The  Daughters  of  the  Holy  Cross,  from  whom  much 
is  to  be  expected  in  the  Church's  life  and  work.  We  have  also  a  good 
Sunday  school  and  a  faithful  and  efficient  Superintendent.

Remarks — The  increase  in  number  of  communicants  cannot  rightly 
be  called  an  increase,  inasmuch  as  it  is  for  the  most  part  finding  those 
who  have  been  baptized  and  confirmed  in  the  church,  but  who  have 
dropped  away.  The  process  is  still  going  on  of  looking  these  up,  and 
I  hope  by  next  Council  to  give  a  really  accurate  list  of  the  membership 
here. 

Our  institutional  work  presents  many  encouraging  features.  The 
Girls'  Friendly  is  doing  excellent  work  under  Miss  Carolina  Preston, 
and  the  different  clubs  and  organizations  are  all  active.  A  Young 
Men's  Athletic  Club  and  two  Boys'  Clubs  present  interesting  phases. 
All  of  these  clubs  have  nice  rooms,  well  equipped,  and  all  are  privileged 
to  use  the  bathroom  with  its  hot  and  cold  showers.  The  clubrooms  are 
in  use  every  night.  We  hope  to  put  in  some  playground  work  this  sum- 
mer in  order  to  give  the  little  folks  a  place  to  congregate.  All  in  all, 
we  feel  that  the  Parish  House  is  accomplishing  a  great  deal  in  our  sec- 
tion and  community. 

We  expect  shortly  to  open  a  children's  clinic  in  one  of  the  most  needy 
sections  of  the  city.  Three  of  our  physicians  have  undertaken  this 
work.  A  mother's  meeting  and  branch  Sunday  school,  conducted  by 
Miss  Preston,  is  also  a  great  help  in  one  of  our  wards.

APPENDIX  VIII 


Standing  Resolutions 

1.  Resolved,  That  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections  is  to  be  given  by 
the  Clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant  Parishes,  by  the  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen,  the  article  of  the  Constitution  requiring  that  members  of 
this  Council  be  communicants,  shall  be  read  to  the  congregation,-  or,  if 
the  Parish  be  vacant,  shall  be  fixed  to  the  public  notice  of  election. 

2.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  shall  be  in  the  Treasurer's  hand  at 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  after  providing  for  the  quota 
of  the  Diocese  to  the  expenses  of  the  same,  shall  be  paid  in  equal 
portions  to  the  Deputies  of  the  Diocese,  who  may  attend  such  meetings. 
(Passed  1875.) 

3.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Council.    (Passed  1870.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  organist  officiat- 
ing during  the  sessions  of  Council.    (Passed  1856.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  the  sexton  acting  for  the  same 
period.    (Passed  1856.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to  return  thanks 
for  sermons  preached  before  this  body.    (Passed  1850.) 

7.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  shall  depart  this 
life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memorial  page  of  the  Journal. 
(Passed  1873.) 

8.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  all  the 
Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage  and,  if  possible,  to  interdict  the 
use  of  Churches  under  their  care  for  all  unhallowed,  worldly  and  common 
purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  members  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors  in  Baptism,  that  they 
should  select  persons  who  are  regular  communicants  of  the  Church. 
(Passed  1870.) 

10.  Resolved,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the 
names  of  Deputies,  and  record  the  Clergymen  and  Laymen  voting 
affirmatively  and  negatively.    (Passed  1877.) 

11.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  Three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arrangements  for  the  transportation  of 
members  to  and  from  the  Council.    (Passed  1882.) 

12.  Resolved,  That  the  assessment  for  the  Bishop's  Fund  be  payable 
on  the  first  day  of  November,  1890,  and  every  year  thereafter,  and  that 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  do  notify  the  several  Clergymen, 
Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  amount  payable,  not  later  than  October 
15th.    (Passed  1890.) 

13.  Resolved,  That  the  Rectors  and  Missionaries  of  this  Diocese  be 
requested  to  interest  the  children  of  their  respective  Parishes  and 
Missions  during  the  season  of  Advent,  in  raising  a  Special  Missionary 
Fund,  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  Mis- 
sionary work  in  this  Diocese.    (Passed  1894.) 
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14.  Resolved,  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  is  instructed  to  publish 
the  statistics  and  reports  of  each  Parish  and  Mission  separately,  as  in 
former  times.  He  may  make  a  table,  such  as  has  been  done  for  some 
time,  if  he  desires,  but  a  summary  is  deemed  sufficient.  These  reports  to 
be  printed  alphabetically,  according  to  the  name  of  Church  or  Mission. 
(Passed  1895.) 

15.  Resolved,  Before  publishing  the  Journal  of  the  Diocese,  the  Secre- 
tary is  directed  to  procure  from  the  Bishop  the  report  of  each  and 
every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  whether  the  same  be  in  union 
with  this  Council  or  not,  in  order  that  accurate  and  correct  state  of  the 
Church  may  be  known.    (Passed  1895). 

16.  Resolved,  That  on  and  after  this  date  the  fund  known  as  the 
Bishop's  Common  Fund  and  the  income  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund 
be  collected  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  distributed  without 
compensation,  under  the  orders  of  the  Council.    (Passed  1899.) 

17.  Resolved,  That  the  Rector  in  whose  Parish  the  Council  is  held  be 
authorized  to  secure  a  reporter,  at  the  rate  of  three  ($3)  dollars  per 
diem,  who  will  report  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  for  the  principal 
daily  papers  in  the  State.    (Passed  1901.) 

18.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  be  instructed  to  pay 
the  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese,  this  resolution  to  cover  the  year  ending  May  1,  1903,  and 
the  future.    (Passed  1903.) 

19.  Resolved,  That  one  copy  of  the  Journals  of  the  Councils  of  the 
Diocese  be  mailed  to  each  and  every  Deputy  separately  by  the  Secre- 
tary as  soon  as  such  Journals  may  be  printed  and  ready  for  distribu- 
tion.   (Passed  1913.) 


CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS 

of  the 

Protestant  Episcopal  Church 

in  the 

Diocese  of  South  Carolina 

Including  All  Amendments  to  Date,  Also  the 
Rules  of  Order 


CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  accedes  to  and  adopts 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America  and  acknowledges  their  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Of  Diocesan  Council  Meetings. 

Section  1.  A  Diocesan  Council  shall  be  held  annually,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by  the  preceding  Council;  or, 
on  failure  of  the  Council  so  to  determine,  at  such  place  as  the  Ecclesias- 
tical authority  shall  appoint. 

Sec.  2.  The  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  power 
to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  such  meeting  shall  be  held 
when  and  where  the  authority  so  calling  it  shall  determine,  and  at  such 
meeting  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  than  that  specified  in  the 
notice  so  calling  said  meeting:  Provided,  That  whenever  a  special  meeting 
of  Council  is  called  for  the  purpose,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  electing  a 
Bishop  or  Bishop-Coadjutor,  Lay  Deputies  from  the  several  congrega- 
tions and  organized  missions  in  union  with  the  Council  shall  be  elected 
after  the  call  has  been  issued  for  such  special  meeting. 

Sec  3.  In  case  there  be  an  epidemic  disease,  or  other  cause  deemed 
sufficient  in  the  judgment  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  to  require  a 
change  of  time  or  place  for  the  meeting  of  a  Council,  either  annual  or 
special,  the  said  authority  may  designate  another  time  or  place  of  holding 
such  meeting,  to  be  held  within  not  less  than  a  month  after  such  desig- 
nation. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  Diocesan  Council  Members. 

Section  1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen, 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec  2.  The  Bishop,  the  Bishop-Coadjutor,  when  there  is  one,  the 
Archdeacon,  when  there  is  one,  the  Rector  of  the  Porter  Academy,  when 
a  Clergyman,  and  every  Presbyter  who  has  been  actually  as  well  as 
canonically  resident  within  the  Diocese  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar 
months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  has  for  the  same 
period  been  discharging  the  duties  of  his  station  as  Rector,  Minister, 
or  Assistant  Minister  of  an  organized  parish  or  organized  mission, 
that  is  or  has  been  or  hereafter  may  be  in  union  with  the  Council;  or 
who,  after  a  continued  membership  of  at  least  twenty  years  in  Council, 
is  incapacitated  by  the  infirmities  of  health  or  age  from  further  active 
duties  of  the  ministry,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  as  a  member 
of  the  Council,  and  every  other  Clergyman,  possessed  of  all  the  afore- 
said qualifications  prescribed  in  the  case  of  the  Presbyters  (excepting 
actual  residence  within  the  Diocese),  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  voice 
in  the  Council,  but  not  to  vote:  Provided,  That  no  Clergyman  who  was 
entitled  to  seat  and  a  vote,  or  to  a  seat  only,  in  the  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  held  in  May,  1889,  shall  be*  deprived  of  his  rights  and 
privileges  in  subsequent  Conventions  or  Councils  by  reason  of  anything 
in  this  section  contained;  but  such  rights  and  privileges  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  tenor  of  the  article  as  it  was  of  force  the  first  day  of 
May,  1889:  Provided,  however,  That  any  Clergyman  shall  forfeit  said 
rights  by  failure  to  conform  to  the  Constitution  or  Canons. 
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Sec.  3.  Lay  Deputies,  not  exceeding  four  in  number  for  each  parish 
and  two  for  each  organized  mission  in  union  with  the  Council,  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  from  among  the  male  communicants  thereof,  to  repre- 
sent it  in  the  Council.  The  election  of  said  Lay  Deputies  shall  take 
place  on  Easter  Monday,  or  on  such  other  day  thereafter  as  may  be 
appointed  by  the  parish  at  a  meeting  of  the  members  thereof;  or  in 
default  of  any  such  election  by  the  parish,  the  Wardens  and  Vestry 
of  the  same  may  elect  said  Deputies.  An  equal  number  of  Lay  Deputies 
may  be  elected  at  any  such  election  to  serve  as  alternate  or  substitutes 
for  such  Lay  Deputies  elected  as  above,  who  may  not,  from  any  cause, 
attend  the  Council  when  it  assembles,  or  who  may  not  remain  in  such 
attendance.  1 

Sec.  4.  The  terms  of  office  of  Deputies  so  elected  shall  continue  until 
the  next  election,  and  they  shall,  before  they  are  permitted  to  take  their 
seats,  produce  written  testimonials  of  their  election. 

Sec  5.  No  Deputy  shall  hereafter  represent  two  distinct  churches, 
or  shall,  in  any  case,  have  more  than  one  vote. 

Sec  6.  A  Lay  Member  having  a  seat  in  the  Council  as  a  Deputy  from 
any  church  shall  not,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Council,  be 
permitted  to  relinquish  the  seat  so  taken  and  take  a  seat  as  Deputy  of 
another  church. 

Sec.  7.  No  lay  vote  shall  be  received  from  any  parish  or  church  which 
has  not  paid,  on  or  before  April  30th  preceding  the  Council  in  which 
such  vote  is  offered,  all  assessments  laid  by  the  previous  Council  or 
Councils,  and  due  therefrom,  except  by  unanimous  consent:  Provided, 
however,  That  no  church  or  parish  shall  be  deprived  of  a  seat  or  seats 
of  its  Deputy  or  Deputies  in  any  Council  by  reason  of  any  nonpayment 
of  assessments  or  dues. 

Sec  8.  When  the  Council  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  the  Secretary 
shall  proceed  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy,  and  then  of  parishes  and 
Deputies;  after  which,  if  a  quorum  be  found  present,  the  President  shall 
declare  the  Council  duly  organized. 

Sec  9.  The  list  of  the  Clergy,  prepared  by  the  Bishop  or  Standing- 
Committee,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Council  immediately  after  it  shall 
have  been  organized,  and  the  names  of  the  Clerical  members  shall  be 
called  therefrom,  and  the  same  shall  be  taken  as  presumptive  evidence  of 
their  privilege  in  the  Council:  Provided,  That  if  a  question  be  made,  the 
right  of  any  Clergyman  or  Lay  Deputy  shall  be  determined  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  by  the  Council  itself. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Of  a  Quorwm. 

Fifteen  members  of  the  Clerical  Order  and  Lay  Representatives  of 
fifteen  churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business 
generally;  but  any  number  of  either  Order  that  shall  assemble  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day  until  a  quorum. is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  President. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex  officio  President  of  the  Council, 
and  in  his  absence  the  Bishop-Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one.  But  in  case 
neither  of  them  be  present,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  be  the  President  of  the  Council;  and  if  he  be  not  present,  a  presid- 
ing officr  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  attending  Presbyters. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Other  Officers  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  The  other  officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  a  Chancellor,  a 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and!  a  Registrar. 

Sec  2.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  chosen  in  the  Council  by  ballot  from 
the  communicants  of  the  Church,  skilled  in  civil  and  ecclesiastical  law, 
and  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop.  He  shall  serve  for  three  years,  or 
until  his  successor  is  elected.  He  shall  be  the  legal  officer  of  the  Diocese, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  questions  of  law  (civil  or  ecclesiastical) 
affecting  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall,  at  all 
times,  afford  the  Bishop  or  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  such 
advice,  confidential  or  open,  as  shall  be  required  or  desired.  He  shall 
also  be  the  legal  adviser  of  all  special  committees  appointed  by  the 
Council  desiring  counsel,  and  perform  all  other  duties  germane  to  his 
profession,  which  may  be  required  by  Canon  or  Resolution  of  the 
Council.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Council  without  the  right 
to  vote,  unless  a  Deputy  from  a  parish  in  union  with  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Council  by 
ballot  (unless  the  ballot  be  unanimously  dispensed  with),  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  his  successor  be  appointed.  His  duties  shall  be 
as  prescribed  by  the  Canons,  Resolutions,  and  Rules  of  Order  of  the 
Council,  and  required  by  the  Regulations  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  in  like  manner.  His  duties  shall 
be  those  prescribed  and  required  as  above,  and  he  also  shall  continue  in 
office  until  his  successor  be  appointed. 

Sec  5.  The  Registrar  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  to  serve  for 
three  years,  and  until  his  successor  be  appointed.  His  duties  shall  be 
prescribed  by  Canon. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  Deliberating  and  Voting  in  Council. 

Sectiox  I.  On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Consti- 
tution, the  members  shall  deliberate  and  vote  as  one  body;  but  at  any 
time,  before  the  result  of  the  vote  as  taken  is  finally  announced  by  the 
President,  any  two  Clergymen,  or  the  Deputies  from  any  two  churches, 
may  call  for  a  separate  vote  of  each  Order,  when  the  Clergy  shall  vote 
individually  and  the  Lay  Deputies  by  Churches  (a  majority  from  each 
church  having  one  vote),  and  a  majority  in  both  Orders  shall,  in  each 
case,  be  necessary  to  a  decision. 

Sec  2.  In  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Bishop-Coadjutor,  the  vote  shall 
be  by  ballot,  and  by  Orders,  a  concurrent  majority  of  the  two  Orders 
being  necessary  to  a  choice:  Provided,  That  two-thirds  of  all  the  Clergy 
entitled  to  vote,  and  two-thirds  of  the  churches  entitled  to  representa- 
tion, be  present;  otherwise,  tv>o-thirds  of  the  vote  of  each  Order  present 
shall  be  necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  Admitting  Parishes  or  Churches  Into  the  Council. 

Sectiox  1.  New  parishes  or  churches  having  not  less  than  six  male 
adult  members  and  fifteen  communicants,  and  organized  missions  having 
not  less  than  two  male  communicants,  may  be  admitted  into  union  with 
the  Council  in  the  following  manner:  Application  shall  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  presenting  therewith  a  certificate 
from  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  from  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, that  he  or  they  approve  the  organization  of  their  church,  and 
stating  the  fact  of  such  organization  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution 
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and  Canons  of  the  Church,  together  with  the  certified  copy  of  the  Articles 
of  Association;  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen;  their  means 
or  prospects  for  the  support  of  a  minister,  and  their  willingness  to 
conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  the  Constitution  and1  Canons  of  the  Council  of  this  Diocese,  which 
are  now,  or  hereafter  may  be,  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  And 
at  the  Council  next  succeeding  the  receipt  of  such  application,  the  Secre- 
tary shall  communicate  the  same  to  the  Council  on  the  first  day  of  its 
session;  whereupon  the  Council  shall  take  such  order  upon  said  applica- 
tion as  it  may  deem  proper.  In  case  the  congregation  so  applying  be 
within  the  limits  of  one  or  more  existing  churches,  they  shall  state  also 
the  reason  for  their  organization,  the  distance  of  their  place  of  worship 
from  the  other,  or  from  each  of  the  others,  together  with  whatever  addi- 
tional facts  may  throw  light  upon  their  relation  to  the  existing  church 
or  churches.  Should  the  Council  make  a  favorable  decision,  this  said 
congregation  shall  then  be  considered  in  union  with  the  Council  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese:  Provided,  always,  That  the  Deputies  of  the 
church  or  parish  newly  admitted,  though  entitled  to  a  seat,  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  vote  at  that  meeting  of  the  Council:  Provided,  further,  That 
organized  missions  shall  not  be  required  to  present  a  certified  copy  of 
Articles  of  Association,  or  of  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestry,  but 
shall  fulfill  the  other  requirements  of  this  article  of  the  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  1.  A  standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Presbyters  of 
the  Diocese  and  five  Laymen,  taken  indiscriminately  from  among  the 
actual  communicants  of  the  Church  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  every  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  for  the  purpose  expressed 
in  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan  Conven- 
tions, who  shall  continue  in  office  until  another  committee  be  elected. 

Sec.  2.  At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment  they  shall 
choose  one  of  the  Presbyters  of  their  body  to  be  their  President,  and 
another  of  their  body  to  be  their  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
keep  regular  minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  and  business  of  the  com- 
mittee; to  preserve  them  carefully  recorded  in  a  book  prepared  for  that 
purpose  alone;  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers 
addressed  to  the  Standing  Committee;  to  attest  their  public  acts;  to 
perform  such  other  duties  as  they  may  require,  and  faithfully  to  deliver 
into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  con- 
cerns of  the  Standing  Committee  which  may  have  been  entrusted  to  him. 

Sec.  3  They  shall  present  to  each  Annual  Council  an  abstract  of  the 
minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the  former  Council. 

Sec  4.  Vacancies  in  this  committee,  caused  by  death,  resignation  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  suffrages  of  the  remaining  members,  a 
majority  of  the  whole  committee  being  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Council  next  preceding  a  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention,  four  Presbyters  and  four  Laymen  shall  be  chosen 
by  ballott  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  General  Convention.  Immediately 
afterwards,  four  other  Presbyters  and  four  other  Laymen  shall  also  be 
chosen  by  ballot,  as  substitutes  for  the  first  chosen.  Such  representa- 
tives and  substitutes  to  serve  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  any  Deputy  of  those  first  chosen  shall  decline  such 
appointment,  or  be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall  forthwith  inform  the 
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Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  said  Ecclesiastical 
authority  shall  thereupon  summon  to  the  General  Convention  one  of  the 
substitutes,  in  the  order  in  which  their  names  are  on  the  Journal,  which 
order  shall  be  the  order  of  their  election;  or  when  two  or  more  are 
elected  at  one  balloting,  shall  be  determined  by  the  aggregate  vote 
received. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

A  Clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offenses  enumerated  in  the 
Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  "Of  Offenses  for  Which  Ministers 
Shall  Be  Trial  and  Punished,"  and  in  the  Canons  of  this  Council.  The 
trial  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  mode  provided  for  by  the 
Canons  of  this  Council. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  Altering  the  Constitution. 

No  one  of  these  articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed,  nor  shall  any 
article  be  adopted,  unless  such  alteration,  repeal  or  new  article  be 
proposed,  considered  and  concurred  in  by  a  majority  at  one  Council, 
and  adopted  by  two-thirds  of  both  Orders  present  at  a  subsequent 
Council. 


CANONS 


I.  Of  the  Organized  Bodies  and  Officers  of  the  Church 

CANON  I. 
Of  the  Clergy. 

Section  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Council  of 
this  Diocese,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a  list  of  the  Clergymen 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective 
parishes  or  cures,  or  of  their  stations  as  missionaries,  or  of  the  institu- 
tions of  learning,  constituted  by  civil  or  ecclesiastical  authority,  in  which 
they  are  engaged;  or  in  regard  to  those  not  engaged  in  parishes,  missions 
or  institutions  of  learning,  as  above,  their  places  of  residence  only; 
designating  those  who  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Council, 
and  those  who  are  entitled  to  seats  but  not  votes,  and  those  who  are 
entitled  to  neither  seats  nor  votes. 

Sec.  2.  No  Clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  ministry,  shall  have 
a  place  on  said  list. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  shall  take  such  measures  for  notifying  the  admis- 
sion of  ministers  into  the  Diocese  as  may  prevent  unwary  and  ignorant 
people  from  being  imposed  upon  by  persons  pretending  to  be  authorized 
ministers  of  the  Church;  and  his  certificate  shall  be  evidence  of  such 
admission. 

CANON  II. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Missions. 

Whenever  any  number  of  persons  residing  in  any  neighborhood  not 
included  within  the  limits  of  a  mission  or  parish  already  organized 
desire  to  be  organized  and  recognized  as  missions,  they  shall  make  appli- 
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cation  to  the  Bishop  in  writing,  expressing  their  desire,  and  promising- 
conformity  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  doctrine,  discipline  and 
worship  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  in  this  Diocese,  and  to 
the  rules  regulating  such  missions.  They  may  propose  a  name  for  the 
mission,  and  shall  state  the  minimum  amount  they  will  give  to  the 
Board  of  Missions  for  its  support. 

If  the  Bishop  thinks  such  organization  expedient,  he  or  a  Presbyter 
under  his  direction,  shall  appoint  a  Warden,  who  shall  always  be  a 
communicant,  and  a  Clerk  and  Treasurer;  and  these  officers  shall  be 
appointed  annually  thereafter,  on  the  Monday,  or  any  other  day  during 
Easter  week,  and  shall  hold  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  to  procure  a  suitable  place  for 
public  worship,  and  provide  things  necessary  for  the  decent  and  orderly 
performance  of  Church  services. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  or  recieve  all  contribu- 
tions, and  remit  or  disburse  them,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Missions. 

Missions  so  organized  shall  report  annually  to  the  Bishop,  at  the 
Council,  through  the  Missionary,  or,  if  there  be  none,  through  the 
Warden,  in  like  form  as  parishes. 

CANON  III. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Churches. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  organized  mission  shall  contain  at  least  six 
male  adults,  and  fifteen  communicants,  at  least  two  of  whom,  shall  be 
males,  and  can  provide  for  the  support  of  a  minister,  or  whenever  any 
other  persons,  under  the  same  conditions,  desire  to  organize  a  church, 
they  shall  lay  before  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  a  state- 
ment of  their  condition  and  prospect  for  maintaining  such  organization; 
and  having  obtained  his  consent,  and  assumed  some  name  by  which  their 
church  may  be  designated,  shall  adopt  Articles  of  Association,  in  the 
following  form: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  assembled1  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  con- 
gregation of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  at  ,  County  of 

 ,  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  after  due  notice  given, 

do  hereby  agree  to  organize  a  congregation,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of 

  Church  ;  and  as  such  do  hereby  acknowledg, 

accede  to  and  adopt  the  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship,  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  same  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  do  accordingly  appoint  A.  B.  and  C.  D. 
to  be  Wardens;    E.    F.,   G.    H.,   J.    K.,   etc.,   to   be   Vestrymen  of 

  Church;    to  continue   in   office   until   Easter  Monday, 

A.  D  ,  and  until  others  be  chosen  in  their  places.  Witness 

our  hands,  this    day  of  ,-  in  the  year  of  our 

Lord   " 

A  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Association  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  by  every  congregation  desiring  to  be  recog- 
nized as  part  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  subject  to  the  Ecclesi- 
astical jurisdiction  thereof.  And  any  church  so  organized  and  recog- 
nized shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  whether 
admitted  into  union  with  the  Council  or  not. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  such  organization  is  proposed  within  the  bounds  of 
any  existing  parish  or  parishes,  they  shall  give  due  notice  to  the  Minis- 
ters thereof;  or,  if  the  parish  or  parishes  be  without  a  Minister,  then 
to  the  Vestry  or  Vestries  of  the  same. 
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Sec.  3.  In  forwarding  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  their  application 
for  permission  to  organize  a  new  parish  they  shall  enclose  the  written 
approval  or  disapproval  of  the  Minister  or  Ministers,  the  Vestry  or 
Vestries  aforesaid;  and,  if  he  or  they  fail  to  give  either,  a  certificate  of 
the  fact. 

CANON  IV. 
Of  Parishes  and  Churches  in  Union  With  Council. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  Church  shall  apply  to  be  admitted  into 
union  with  the  Council  in  addition  to  the  constitutional  requirements, 
they  shall  present  a  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Association, 
together  with  their  application  for  admission. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  or  church  in  union  with  the 
Council  to  send  Deputies — one  at  least — to  every  Council. 

Sec  3.  Such  Deputies  shall  present  a  certificate,  signed  by  either  the 
Rector,  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  one  of  the  Wardens,  in  the 
following  form:

In  parishes  where  the  congregation  elect  Deputies,  a  similar  certificate 
of  election  shall  be  required. 

Sec  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Vestry  to  forward  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Council,  at  least  one  iceek  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council, 
a  certified  list  of  the  Deputies  appointed  to  represent  their  church,  in 
order  to  aid  in  preparing  a  list  of  members  of  the  Council. 

CANON  V. 

Of  Dormant  Parishes  and  Churches. 

Section  1.  Whenever  it  shall  occur  that  an  organized  parish  can  no 
longer  provide  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  it  shall  be  competent  for 
the  Bishop  to  provide  for  services  in  the  said  parish. 

Sec  2.  If  any  parish  or  church  shall  have  failed  for  three  successive 
years  to  elect  a  Vestry,  or  to  send  Deputies  to  the  Council,  or  to  make 
the  reports  required  by  Section  1  of  Canon  XVII,  Title  I,  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  or  to  pay  the  assessments  made  by  the  Council,  such 
parish  or  church  shall  be  considered  dormant. 

Sec  3.  Parishes  or  churches  may  be  restored  to  union  with  the  Council 
by  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  of  Canons  III 
and  IV  of  this  Diocese. 

Sec  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  to  adopt  the 
measures  necessary  to  preserve  the  property  of  such  parishes  or  churches 
as  may  be  dormant  or  virtually  extinct. 
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CANON  VI. 
Of  Annual  Parish  Meetings. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  every  parish  or 
church  in  this  diocese  on  Easter  Monday,  or  some  other  day  legally 
appointed,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  of 
transacting  such  other  business  as  may  come  before  said  meeting,  due 
notice  of  which  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Minister  or  Vestry. 

At  these  meetings  the  Rector  shall  preside;  but  if  there  be  no  Rector, 
or  he  be  absent,  then  a  presiding  officer  shall  be  chosen,  and  a  Secretary 
be  appointed. 

The  election  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the 
qualifications  of  those  who  may  vote  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws 
of  the  parish  or  church:  Provided,  That  at  such  meetings  and  elections 
none  shall  vote  except  members  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

The  Vestry  shall  make  to  this  meeting  an  annual  report  of  their  official 
acts  during  the  year. 

CANON  VII.  • 
Of  Vestries. 

Section  1.  In  every  parish  there  shall  be  an  annual  election  on  Easter 
Monday,  or  on  such  day  thereafter  as  may  be  appointed,  of  two  church 
Wardens,  and  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  Vestrymen,  to 
continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 
The  Wardens  shall  always  be  communicants. 

Sec.  2.  The  election  shall  always  be  by  ballot,  and  its  details,  and  also 
the  qualifications  of  those  elected,  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Articles  of 
Association,  or  By-Laws  of  the  Parish. 

Sec  3.  The  church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  thus  elected,  together 
with  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  then  themselves,  shall  con- 
stitute the  Vestry,  and  shall  be  the  official  representatives  of  the  parish 
or  church.  The  Rector  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  in  case  of  his 
absence  one  of  the  Wardens  shall  preside:  Provided.  That  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  interfere  with  existing  laws  and  usages  of  estab- 
lished churches. 

Sec  4.  The  Vestry  shall  have  charge  of  the  temporalities  of  the 
church,  and  it  shall  be  their,  duty  to  provide  for  all  repairs,  salaries 
and  current  expenses,  and  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  raise  the  funds 
required,  and  to  keep  a  proper  account  of  the  same.  They  shall  also 
execute  all  duties  which  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be,  imposed  upon 
them  by  any  General  Convention  or  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec  5.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  wardens  to  provide  what- 
ever may  be  necessary  for  the  due  celebration  of  divine  worship  (as 
books,  vestments,  etc.);  also  for  the  decency  and  comfort  of  the  church 
building  and  furniture,  books  for  church  records,  and  the  elements  of 
the  Lord's  Supper,  and  to  put  down  all  disorder  during  public  worship. 
They  shall  be  ready  to  collect  "the  alms  and  other  devotions  of  the 
people,"  and  in  case  the  parish  or  church  is  without  a  Minister,  shall 
disburse  them;  and  also  provide  for  public  worship  by  occasional  Clerical 
services,  or  by  lay  reading,  as  circumstances  will  permit.  They  shall 
also,  during  such  vacancy,  take  charge  of  the  church  plate,  records, 
etc.,  and  shall  present  to  the  Bishop,  at  each  Annual  Council,  a  report 
of  the  parish.  It  shall  also  be  their  further  duty  to  aid  the  Rector  or 
Minister  in  all  agencies  and  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the  church — 
as  Sunday  schools,  etc. — and  they  may  report  to  the  Bishop  any  irregu- 
larities in  the  mode  of  conducting  public  worship,  and  all  offenses  by 
their  Minister,  or  by  any  other  officiating  for  him,  against  Rubrics  or 
Canons,  faith  or  morals. 
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Sec.  6.  The  pastoral  connection  shall  not  be  dissolved  except  as  pro- 
vided for  by  Canon  IV,  Title  II,  of  the  General  Digest. 

Sec  7.  When  a  parish  is  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to 
notify  the  Bishop  of  the  fact,  and  also  to  elect  and  invite  a  Rector;' but 
not  without  due  regard  to  the  ascertained  wishes  of  the  congregation, 
and  the  opinion  and  advice  of  the  Bishop. 

CANON  VIII. 

Of  the  Calling  and  Organization  of  Councils. 

Sectiox  1.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Council  shall  be  given  by  the 
Secretary,  in  a  printed  letter,  transmitted  by  mail,  to  every  Clergyman 
and  parish  in  the  Diocese.  These  letters  shall  contain  a  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  the  Council,  and,  if  it  be  a  Special  Council, 
called  as  provided  in  the  Constitution,  for  a  particular  purpose,  they 
shall  specify  that  purpose.  Those  to  the  Clergy  shall  also  contain  the 
form  of  parochial  reports,  and  those  to  the  parishes  the  form  of  certifi- 
cate for  Deputies,  and  such  extracts  from  the  Constitution,  Canons  and 
Standing  Resolutions  as  relate  to  their  appointment. 

Sec.  2.  The  organization  of  the  Council,  thus  summoned,  shall  be  pre- 
ceded by  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  with  such  further 
services  as  the  Bishop  may  direct.  And  if  he  sees  fit  to  have  a  sermon 
preached,  by  another  than  himself,  he  shall  appoint  the  preacher,  and 
an  alternate. 

Sec  3.  Immediately  after  the  Council  is  duly  organized,  two  Com- 
mittees on  Credentials  shall  be  appointed.  The  first,  consisting  of  three 
Clergymen,  to  whom  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  shall  be  referred;  the  other, 
of  three  Laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  roll  of  Deputies, 
together  with  the  certificates  of  their  appointment,  and  the  list  of  the 
Treasurer,  required  by  Canon  X,  Section  2.  And  these  committies, 
severally,  shall  examine  forthwith  and  report  to  the  Council  upon  the 
lists  so  referred;  the  latter  specifying  in  their  report  which  parishes  are 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Council,  and  which  are,  by  Article 
III,  of  the  Constitution,  debarred  from  voting,  until  admitted  by  a  vote 
of  the  Council.  Should  the  committee  have  considered  any  certificates 
unsatisfactory,  these  shall  be  then  taken  up,  and  the  question  of  their 
sufficiency  settled. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  the  Secretary. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  correct 
Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  to  attest  its  public  acts,  pre- 
serve its  records,  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers 
belonging  to  it,  or  appertaining  to  its  business.  He  shall  also  give  notice, 
at  least  six  weeks  beforehand,  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry,  or  congre- 
gation, of  the  time  and  place  of  any  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

Sec  2.  He  shall  transmit  to  each  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies 
of  the  General  Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Con- 
vention, a  copy  of  all  Journals  of  the  Council  of  this  Diocese,  and  to 
every  General  Convention  a  certified  list  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese, 
a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Deputies  thereto,  and  a  duplicate 
of  the  same  to  the  Deputies  themselves;  he  shall  also  furnish  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  a  list  of  persons  nominated  as 
Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  together  with  all  other 
documents  required  by  the  Canons  and  Regulations  of  that  Body,  and 
shall  perform  all  other  duties  devolved  upon  him  by  said  Canons  and 
Regulations. 
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Sec.  3.  Whenever  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  its  duties 
shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not, 
then  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  X. 

Of  the  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  and  disburse 
all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Council,  and  of  which 
the  collection  and  distribution  is  not  otherwise  regulated.  He  shall  keep 
regular  accounts  of  all  transactions,  to  be  annually  laid  before  the 
Council,  and  shall  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all 
books,  papers  and  funds  relative  or  belonging  to  the  Council,  which  may 
be  in  his  charge. 

Sec  2.  He  shall,  at  the  opening  of  every  Annual  Council,  lay  upon 
the  Secretary's  table  a  list  of  parishes  or  churches  which  have  failed 
to  make  the  contributions  required  of  them,  specifying  those  which  have 
for  three  successive  years  neglected  to  pay  their  quotas  to  the  Council. 

Sec  3.  He  snail,  at  or  before  the  meeting  of  every  General  Conven- 
tion, pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  same  the  quota  of  this  Diocese  towards 
defraying  the  expenses  of  that  body. 

Sec  4.  If  the  office  of  Treasurer  should  become  vacant,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  to  serve  until  the  next  regular 
appointment  by  the  Council. 

CANON  XI. 

Of  the  Registrar. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  collect  and  take  charge  of  all 
documents  and  papers  pertaining  to  the  history  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  or  in  any  one  of  the  Parishes;  also  to  collect  and  keep  for  refer- 
ence a  set  of  Journals  of  this  Diocese,  and  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  to  report  annually  to  this  Council. 

CANON  XII. 
Of  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  The  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  being  under  the  super- 
vision and  control  of  the  Bishop,  he  shall  appoint  all  Missionaries,  and 
may,  at  his  discretion,  suspend  or  remove  them. 

Sec  2.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Missions  for  the  Diocese,  to  consist 
of  the  Bishop  as  President  ex  officio,  and  of  one  Presbyter  and  one 
Layman,  who  shall  be  a  communicant  of  the  Church,  from  each  Mission- 
ary District,  to  be  nominated  by  each  Convocation,  and  chosen  at  each 
Annual  Council;  and  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  as  hereinafter 
provided.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  between  the  meetings  of 
the  Annual  Council,  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  said  vacancy. 

Sec  3.  This  Board  shall  meet  for  organization  at  the  place  where 
the  Council  is  held,  at  such  time  as  the  Bishop  may  designate.  They 
shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who,  if  not  already,  shall  be 
ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Board;  and  they  may  adopt  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  their  government,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Church.  They  shall  hold  such  other  meetings  during  the 
year  as  they,  or  the  Bishop,  may  appoint.  They  shall  be  a  Council  of 
Advice  to  the  Bishop,  in  the  designation  of  stations  and  appointments 
of  Missionaries;  and  they  shall  devise  means  of  securing  funds  for  Mis- 
sionary purposes,  and  make  a  full  report,  in  writing,  to  each  Annual 
Council  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  of  stations  and  Missionaries  aided, 
of  churches  and  individuals  contributing,  and  whatever  may  throw  light 
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upon  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  At  any  meeting  of  the  Board 
five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  4,  For  the  purpose  of  furthering  Mission  work,  the  Diocese  shall 
be  divided  into  districts,  the  number  and  boundaries  of  which  shall  be 
fixed,  and  may  be  changed,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Bishop,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  5.  In  each  district  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter— a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Missions  or  otherwise— whose  title  shall  be 
Dean,  to  have  general  charge,  under  the  Bishop,  of  Mission  work  in  that 
district.  He  shall  also,  whenever  it  is  practicable,  appoint  a  Missionary 
for  the  district,  to  be  engaged  in  aggressive  Missionary  work,  and  in 
supply  services  to  vacant  and  feeble  stations.  Such  Missionary  shall  be 
detached  from  any  parochial  cure,  and  shall  be  amenable  to  the  Bishop, 
through  the  Archdeacon,  in  all  acts  and  appointments.  His  term  of 
office  shall  be  three  years,  unless  removed  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec  6.  In  each  district  there  shall  be  a  Convocation,  to  consist  of  the 
Clergy  within  its  limits,  who  are  discharging  the  functions  of  their  office, 
and  of  one  or  more  lay  communicants  from  each  parish  or  mission,  to 
be  chosen  according  to  rules  which  may  be  adopted  by  the  Convocation. 
They  shall  meet  once  in  each  year,  in  furtherance  of  the  Missionary 
work  in  the  district;  and  may  hold  other  meetings  at  their  discretion. 
At  all  these  meetings,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Dean  shall  pre- 
side. He  shall  report,  in  writing,  to  the  Council,  at  each  annual  session, 
concerning  the  Missionary  work  in  his  district. 

Each  Convocation  may  prescribe  rules  for  its  government,  or  adopt 
measures  to  promote  its  efficiency,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Church. 

Sec  7.  At  each  Annual  Council  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese 
shall  be  considered  on  the  evening  of  the  second  day's  session,  immedi- 
ately after  such  service  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  At  this 
session  all  reports  concerning  the  work  shall  be  made,  and  members  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  ensuing  year  elected. 

Sec  8.  No  organized  parish  shall  receive  aid  from,  the  Board  of 
Missions  except  on  written  application,  approved  by  the  Bishop,  and  on 
condition  that  the  Rector  will  perform  such  work  outside  of  the  parish 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec  9.  All  Clergy  receiving  stipends  from  the  Board  shall  make 
quarterly  reports  through  the  Secretarv  and  Treasurer,  in  which  shall 
be  included  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  salary  actually  paid  by  the 
parish  or  mission  which  they  serve;  and  the  Treasurer  shall  not  remit 
their  stipends  until  such  report  is  received. 

Sec  10.  The  traveling  expenses  of  Missionaries,  and  of  members  of 
the  Board  of  Missions,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  if  possible. 

Sec  11.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  a  Clergyman,  to  be  called  .the  Arch- 
deacon, and  who  shall  be,  and  perform  the  duties  heretofore  assigned  to, 
the  General  Missionary  of  the  Diocese,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  assist 
the  Bishop  in  caring  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church,  especially 
the  work  of  gathering  together  the  scattered  of  the  fold  and  extending 
the  Church  in  such  places  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop,  offer 
opportunities.  His  salary  shall  be  fixed  and  paid  in  the  same  manner 
as  that  of  any  other  Missionary. 

Sec  12.  That  in  the  case  of  Missionaries  to  congregations  of  white 
persons  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  their  salaries  should  not  be  less  than 
nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  besides  a  residence;  or,  where  a  resi- 
dence is  not  provided  for  them,  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum. 
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II.  Of  Ministers  and  Their  Duties 

CANON  XIII. 
Of  the  Parish  Register  and  Reports. 

Section  1.  Each  Clergyman  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  baptisms, 
marriages  and  burials  solemnized  by  him,  or  in  his  parish  by  another 
Minister;  and  if  he  have  cure  of  souls,  a  list  of  persons  confirmed  in 
his  parish  or  congregation,  and  of  communicants,  and  baptized  persons 
not  communicants,  belonging  to  same. 

Sec.  2.  The  register  so  kept  shall  specify  the  name  and  date  of  birth 
of  the  person  baptized,  the  name  of  the  parents  and  sponsors — in  the 
case  of  an  adult  the  name,  and  those  of  the  witnesses — the  names  of 
persons  married  and  buried,  with  the  date  of  every  rite  performed. 

Sec  3.  In  every  parish  these  entries  shall  be  made  by  the  Minister,  in 
a  book  provided  by  the  Church  Wardens  for  that  purpose — and  in  case 
there  by  no  Minister,  the  Wardens  themselves  shall  see  that  such  registry 
be  made — which  book  shall  be  known  as  the  parish  register,  and  preserved 
as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  church.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
every  Minister,  in  case  of  removal  from  a  parish,  to  deposit  this  register 
with  the  church  Wardens. 

Sec  4.  Every  Minister  having  charge  of  a  parish,  or  if  any  parish  be 
vacant,  then  the  Wardens  thereof  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Council,  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  or  when  there  is  no  Bishop  to  the  President  of  the  Council,  an 
accurate  statement,  in  writing,  of  the  number  of  families,  members  of 
the  church,  specifying  the  adults  and  children  under  fourteen;  the  nunv 
ber  of  communicants,  specifying  the  changes  by  admission,  removal  or 
death;  the  number  of  baptisms,  infant  and  adult;  of  confirmations, 
marriages  and  burials;  the  state  and  condition  of  Sunday  and  parochial 
school,  if  there  be  any,  and  also  the  number  of  times  and  the  places 
where  divine  service  has  been  performed,  the  number  of  communions 
celebrated;  the  amount  of  offerings — for  alms,  for  missions,  Diocesan, 
domestic  and  foreign — for  the  parish  school  or  any  Church  institution, 
of  assessments  paid,  of  Rector's  salary  paid,  paid  for  the  support  and 
current  or  other  expenses  of  the  parish,  whether  by  pew  rent,  offerings, 
subscriptions  or  otherwise,  and  in  general  for  all  parochial,  Diocesan, 
general  objects;  also  for  any  other  matters  which  may  tend  to  throw 
light  upon  the  state  of  the  Church. 

Sec  5.  And  every  other  Clergyman  shall  also  report  his  official  acts; 
or,  if  he  has  performed  none,  the  reasons  therefor. 

Sec  6.  Such  reports  shall  cover  the  period  of  a  year,  ending  the  30th 
of  April  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  they,  or  such  portions 
of  them  as  the  President  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Council,  and 
may  be  entered  on  the  Journal  thereof. 

Sec  7.  In  each  case  the  white  and  colored  persons  shall  be  reported 
separately,  and  all  reports  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  schedule,  prepared 
by  the  Secretary,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Canon.  And 
the  failure  of  any  person  to  make  out  his  parochial  report,  according  to 
this  form,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  for  the  exclusion  of  such 
report  from  the  pages  of  the  Journal. 

CANON  XIV. 

Candidates  for  Orders  Ineligible,  Etc. 

No  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  Orders  shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat 
in  this  Council  as  a  Lay  Deputy  from  any  parish  or  church. 
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III.  Of  Discipline 

CANON  XV. 
Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

Sectiost  1.  In  order  to  bring  a  Minister  to  trial  before  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made,  in  the  first  place,  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  in  writing,  under  the  proper  signature  of  at  least  two  persons, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  setting  forth  the  facts 
alleged,  and  the  names  of  the  witnesses  who  will  prove  the  same,  with 
copies  of,  or  proper  reference  to,  any  other  evidence  required.  If  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  facts  charged  will  con- 
stitute any  one  or  more  of  the  offenses  enumerated  in  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  this  Diocese,  or  of  the  General  Convention,  and  that  it  would 
be  for  the  good  of  the  Church  that  further  proceedings  should  be  had, 
they  shall  ascertain  whether  there  is  proof  sufficient  to  put  the  accused 
upon  his  trial,  and  if  satisfied  thev  shall  thereupon  cause  a  presentment 
to  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  charging  the  accused  with  the  offense  or 
offenses  which  they  deem  to  be  contained  in  the  evidence,  and  specifying 
facts  with  such  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  circumstances, 
as  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  judicial  investigation. 

Sec.  2.  The  presentment  having  been  made,  the  Bishop  shall  forthwith 
cause  to  be  placed  in  a  box  the  names  of  all  the  Presbyters  of  this 
Diocese,  who,  for  the  time  being,  are  actually  engaged  in  duty  therein 
(excepting  the  accused,  the  presenting  Presbyters,  and  those  on  the 
Standing  Committee) ;  he  shall  then  cause  twelve  of  the  said  names  to 
be  drawn  out  by  a  child  under  ten  years  of  age,  and  the  said  twelve 
names  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  list.  The  Bishop  shall  immediately  cause 
a  copy  of  the  said  list,  and  of  the  presentment,  to  be  served  on  the 
accused,  or  to  be  left  at  his  usual  place  of  residence.  Within  thirty 
days  thereafter  the  accused  shall  strike  off  the  names  of  three  of  the 
Presbyters  on  the  said  list,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop;  and 
the  Bishop  shall  thereupon  send  a  list  of  the  remaining  Presbyters  to 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall,  within  fifteen  days 
thereafter,  strike  off  the  names  of  two  more,  and  give  notice  thereof 
to  the  Bishop.  If  either  party  shall  fail  to  notify  the  Bishop,  as  afore- 
said, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  strike  off  so  many  names  as 
the  party  failing  was  required  to  strike  off ;  and  in  such  case  the  seven 
remaining  Presbyters,  or  any  five  of  them,  selected  by  lot,  when  previous 
to,  or  during  the  course  of  the  trial,  the  entire  seven  cannot  be  present, 
shall  constitute  a  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sec.  3.  The  Court  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Bishop  may  appoint;  and  its  session  shall  be  open  only  to  members  in 
actual  communion  with  the  Church.  It  shall  have  power  to  adjourn 
from  time  to  time,  and,  upon  good  cause  shown  in  behalf  of  either  of  the 
accused  or  the  prosecution,  or  on  their  own  motion,  to  another  place 
within  the  Diocese.  If  it  failed  to  meet  on  the  day  appointed,  it  shall 
stand  adjourned  to  the  next  day,  and  from  day  to  day,  for  the  space 
of  three  days,  if  it  be  not  sooner  formed;  and  if  the  whole  number  do 
not  attend,  and  if  it  appears  probable  that  a  full  attendance  cannot  be 
had,  those  of  the  Court  who  may  be  present,  being  no  less  than  five,  shall 
organize  and  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary — the  first  from  their 
own  body  or  otherwise — and  before  proceeding  to  trial  shall  ordain  and 
declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted.  It  shall  cause 
the  oral  testimonv  for  and  against  the  accused  to  be  written  down  by 
the  Secretary,  and  along  with  the  depositions  and  other  evidences  read 
upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved;  and  shall  cause  a  journal  to 
be  kept  of  its  proceedings.    Some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer

oaths  may  be  called  upon  by  the  Court  to  administer  an  oath«of  affirma- 
tion to  the  witnesses;  and  upon  all  questions  the  common  law  shall 
furnish  the  rule,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  decision. 

Sec.  4.  The  Court,  after  it  shall  be  organized,  may  appoint  one  or  more 
of  the  profession  of  the  law  to  be  advisers,  who  may  be  present  at  all 
its  proceedings.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  to  the  Court  an  opinion 
on  any  question  which  may  arise,  upon  which  the  Court,  or  any  member 
thereof,  or  the  prosecuting,  or  accused  party,  shall  desire  an  opinion, 
but  without  any  voice  in  the  discussion  of  any  question. 

Sec.  5.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  Court  • 
shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode, 
at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  and  the  like  notice  shall  be 
given  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by  the  President,  or  some  one 
whom  they  may  appoint  to  perform  that  office,  shall  collect  and  present 
the  evidence,  and  otherwise  appear  in  behalf  of  the  prosecution.  The 
accused  shall  also  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  counsel,  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  Court  may  see  fit  to  prescribe.  All  counsel  must  be  com- 
municants of  the  Church. 

Sec  6.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Court  may  proceed  to  trial 
in  his  absence,  or,  for  good  cause  shown,  may  adjourn  the  trial  to 
another  day;  and  if  he  then  fail  to  appear,  the  Court  shall  report  him 
to  the  Bishop  for  the  contumacy,  who  thereupon  shall  pass  upon  him  sen- 
tence of  suspension  from  the  Ministry;  but  such  sentence  may  be  revised 
by  the  Bishop  if  the  accused,  within  three  calendar  months,  shall  report  to 
him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial,  and  shall  appear  for  that 
end  before  the  Court;  and  if  he  does  not  so  report  and  appear,  the 
Bishop,  in  view  of  the  charge  in  the  presentment,  may  pass  against  him 
sentence  of  degradation  from  the  Ministry. 

Sec  7.  Upon  the  application  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee or  the  accused  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth  that  the  attendance  of 
a  material  witness  cannot  be  had,  he  shall  appoint  a  Commissioner  to 
take  the  deposition  of  such  witness;  and  the  party  applying  shall  give 
to  the  other  party  five  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking 
the  deposition,  and  of  the  principal  points  upon  which  the  witness  is  to 
be  examined.  If  the  party  to  whom  such  notice  is  to  be  given  resides 
more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  appointed  for  taking  the  deposi- 
tion, an  additional  day,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  shall  be  allowed  for  every 
twenty  miles.  The  deposition  shall  be  signed  by  the  witness,  and 
certified  by  the  Commissioner,  under  seal,  to  the  Court. 

Sec  8.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Court  shall  declare, 
in  writing,  to  be  signed  by  the  several  members,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentments,  distinctly 
stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty  or  not  guilty;  and  if  guilty 
of  disorderly  conduct,  or  of  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of 
this  Church,  or  of  this  Diocese,  suggesting  what  sentence,  in  their  opinion, 
ought  to  be  pronounced.  If  guilty  of  any  other  of  the  offenses  enu- 
merated in  Section  1,  Canon  II,  Title  II,  of  the  General  Canons  of  this 
Church,  the  sentence  shall  be  degradation.  They  shall  forward  the 
decision,  together  with  the  evidence  and  proceedings,  to  the  Bishop; 
whereupon,  if  the  accused  be  found  guilty,  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce 
such  sentence  as  shall  to  him  appear  proper,  not  exceeding  that  sug- 
gested by  the  Court,  except  when  the  same  is  fixed  as  above,  and  such 
sentence  shall  be  final.  But  if  in  such  case,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop, 
the  accused  ought  to  have  a  new  trial,  he  shall  have  power  to  award  it; 
in  which  case  a  new  Court  shall  be  constituted,  as  hereinbefore  provided 
(excluding  the  members  of  the  former  Court),  before  which  the-  proceed- 
ings shall  be  conducted  as  before  provided. 
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Sec.  9.  If  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges,  the 
Bishop  (such  confession  being  made  to  him,  or  being  certified  to  him  by 
the  Court)  shall  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  and  if,  when  put  upon  his 
trial  before  the  Court,  the  accused  shall  neither  admit  nor  deny  the 
charges,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

Sec  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the  Council  at 
its  next  session  after  the  trial  of  a  Minister,  as  herein  provided,  the 
finding  of  the  Court,  and  his  sentence  thereupon. 

Sec.  11.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  regarded  as  interfering 
with  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  to  institute  an  inquiry  according  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
2,  Canon  II,  Title  II,  of  the  General  Convention.  And  whenever,  upon 
such  inquiry,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop  the  Clerical  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  just 
ground  for  the  public  rumors  mentioned  in  the  said  Canon,  he  or  they 
shall  inform  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  facts  and  of  the  evidence 
to  establish  the  same,  and  thereupon  such  further  proceedings  shall  be 
had  as  herein  directed,  after  a  charge  shall  have  been  made  to  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sec  12.  The  expense  incident  to  the  trial  of  any  Minister,  as  herein 
provided,  shall  be  certified  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
and  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council.  And  in  case  the  Treasurer 
shall  not  have  a  sufficient  amount  in  his  hands  for  the  purpose,  the  same 
shall  be  raised  by  assessments  on  the  several  parishes  in  the  Diocese,  in 
the  same  ratio  in  which  they  are  required  to  contribute  to  the  expenses 
of  the  Council  by  Canon  XVII. 

IV.  Miscellaneous 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  the  State  of  the  Church. 

At  every  Annual  Council  there  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church  the  address  of  the  Bishop,  the  parochial 
reports  and  all  other  reports  made  in  pursuance  of  the  direction  of  any 
Canon.  From  these  materials  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to 
prepare  a  report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese,  and  to  suggest  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  important  to 
its  future  progress  and  welfare. 

CANON  XVII. 

Of  Expenses  and  Assessments. 

The  Council,  at  every  meeting,  shall  have  power  to  levy  upon  each 
church  in  union  therewith  an  assessment  sufficient  to  defray  such  appro- 
priations as  Council  may  make,  and  also  an  assessment  on  all  churches 
and  missions,  whether  in  union  with  the  Council  or  not,  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate.  These  assessments  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty 
cents  for  each  communicant,  for  Diocesan  expenses,  nor  fifty  cents  for 
each  communicant  for  the  Bishop's  Fund. 

The  amount  of  said  assessment  shall  be  determined  by  each  Annual 
Council,  and  upon  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

For  these  assessments  the  parish  shall  be  responsible. 

CANOX  XVIII. 

Of  the  Enactment,  Alteration  and  Repeal  of  Canons. 

Sectiok  1.  These  Canons  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  nor  shall 
any  new  Canon  be  enacted,  except  at  a  stated  Council.    Nor  shall  any 
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Canon,  or  alteration  or  amendment  of  Canon,  be  passed  at  the  same 
Council  in  which  it  was  proposed,  except  by  a  concurrment  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  both  Orders,  after  reference  to  the  Committee  on  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons.  But  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Council,  it 
shall  lie  over  for  the  consideration  and  final  action  of  the  next  Annual 
Council. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  cases  of  future  enactment,  the  same,  if  by  way  of 
amendment,  shall  be  in  the  following  form:  "Canon — (or  section)  of 
Canon — is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:" 

Sec  3.  All  former  Canons  of  this  Council  not  included  in  these 
Canons,  are  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  XIX. 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

In  pursuance  of  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  providing  for  the 
substitution  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  place  and 
stead  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  same,  as  Trustees 
under  a  former  act,  approved  on  the  20th  day  of  February,  1901. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees,  to  consist  of  the 
Bishop,  ex  officio,  and  eight  communicants  of  the  Diocese,  that  is  to  say, 
three  Presbyters  and  five  Laymen,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  of  both  Orders 
immediately  upon  the  adoption  of  this  Canon;  of  which  one  Presbyter 
and  one  Layman  shall  hold  office  for  two  years;  one  Presbyter  and  one 
Layman  for  four  years;  one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman  for  six  years, 
and  two  Laymen  for  eight  years.  The  respective  terms  of  the  members 
of  the  said  Board  so  elected  to  be  determined  by  lots  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  said  Board  after  the  said  election;  which  meeting  for  organization 
shall  take  place  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
shall  determine,  who  shall  summon  the  members  of  the  same  for  that 
purpose. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors,  respectively,  shall  be  elected  under  this  Canon.  When  the 
term  for  which  any  Trustee  shall  have  been  elected  shall  be  about  to 
expire,  the  next  Annual  Council  sitting  prior  to  such  expiration  shall 
elect  their  successors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  eight 
years,  so  that  two  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  be  elected  at  each 
Annual  Council.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  said  Board  by 
reason  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  member  of  the  same,  the 
Board  shall  choose  some  communicant  of  the  Church,  Presbyter  or  Lay- 
man, as  the  case  may  be,  to  fill  said  vacancy,  and  the  person  so  chosen 
shall  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  so  vacating  the 
same,  or  until  his  successor  be  elected  by  the  Council. 

Sec  3.  The  Board  shall  elect  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  either  from 
their  own  number  or  some  other  communicant  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese,  who  shall  be  required  to  give  bonds  amounting  to  three-fourths 
of  all  bonds,  stocks,  securities  or  money  which  may  be  entrusted  to  his 
keeping,  unless  the  same  shall  be  reduced  by  resolution  adopted  by  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  not 
more  than  five  per  cent,  of  the  net  income  of  the  property  in  his  care 
and  custody. 

Sec  4.  The  Board  shall  make  a  report  to  each  Annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese  upon  the  first  day  of  its  meeting,  of  all  their  actings  and  doings, 
with  a  detailed  statement  of  all  funds  in  their  hands,  the  investment 
thereof,  and  of  all  changes  made  by  them  in  investments  during  the 
preceding  year. 

Sec  5.  The  Board  shall  determine  and  appoint  times  for  regular 
meetings  of  the  same,  and  shall  provide  for  the  calling  of  extra  meet- 
ings, and  of  the  notification  of  the  same. 
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Sec.  6.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  the  said1  Board. 

CANON  XX. 

Of  the  Church  Home  and  Orphanage. 

Section  1.  The  institution  known  as  the  Church  Home  is  hereby 
recognized  and  adopted  as  the  institution  of  the  Diocese  for  the  purpose 
of  caring  for  aged  women  and  orphans  or  destitute  children. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  annually  elected  by  Council  eight  Trustees  of 
the  said  "The  Church  Home"  (three  from  among  the  Clergy  and  five 
communicants  from  among  the  Laity),  who  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualify,  and  who,  together  with  four 
other  Trustees,  to  be  elected  by  the  Church  Home  itself,  shall  control 
and  manage  the  Home  and  Orphanage.  The  Bishop  shall  be  ex  officio 
a  member  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  Board  shall 
annually  report  to  the  Council. 

CANON  XXI. 

Of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Council  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  five  (5) 
Laymen,  communicants  of  the  Church,  who,  with  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Council  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  shall  constitute  the 
Committee  on  Finance  of  the  Diocese.  Said  committee  shall  be  a  Board 
of  Advice  to  the  Bishop  in  all  financial  matters. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  committee  it  shall  organize  by 
electing  a  Chairman  and  a  Secretary. 

Sec  3.  The  committee  shall  hold  quarterly  meetings  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  quarterly  reports  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  from  such  other  persons  as 
shall  be  charged  with  the  receipt  and  custody  of  funds  for  any  Diocesan 
purposes.  It  may  hold  such  other  meetings  as  may  be  called  by  the 
Bishop,  the  Chairman,  or  any  two  members  of  the  committee,  upon 
written  request. 

Sec.  4.  The  last  regular  meeting  of  the  committee  in  each  fiscal  year 
shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Sunday  in  April,  at  which 
meeting  it  shall  prepare  its  annual  report  to  Council.  It  shall  submit 
to  Council  a  table  of  assessments  upon  the  parishes  and  missions  of 
the  Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  and  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Council  for  the  ensuing 
fiscal  year  as  provided  by  Canon  XVII.  It  may  submit  such  other 
recommendations  relating  to  the  finances  of  the  Diocese  as  it  may  deem 
proper.  It  shall  also  make  provision  for  the  necessary  funds  to  carry 
on  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  Immediately  after  this  meeting 
notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  committee  to  each  parish 
and  mission  of  the  amount  of  its  apportionment,  and  that  such  apportion- 
ment shall  be  recommended  to  Council  for  adoption. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  committee,  by  and  with  consent 
and  advice  of  the  Bishop,  to  raise  funds  for  Church  extension  in  the 
Diocese,  to  be  used  in  strengthening  weak  points  and  establishing  the 
Church  in  new  fields.  All  moneys  donated  or  collected  for  this  work 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  and  kept  by  him  as 
a  separate  fund,  to  be  disbursed  by  direction  of  the  committee  upon  the 
written  order  of  the  Chairman. 

Sec.  6.  The  committee  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  Bishop,  to  adopt  for  its  government  and  for  the  conduct  of  its  work 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  advisable,  and  shall  have 
power  to  order  the  payment  of  its  necessary  expenses  and  the  necessary 
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expenses  of  its  members  upon  their  attendance  upon  the  meetings  of  the 
committee. 

Sec.  7.  The  committee  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  financial 
agent  whenever,  and  for  period  of  time,  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  It 
shall  be  his  duty,  under  the  direction  of  the  committee,  to  canvass  the 
Diocese  for  subscriptions  and  donations  to  the  special  fund  for  Church 
extension  and  for  such  other  Church  purposes  as  the  committee  may 
direct. 

CANON  XXII. 
Of  the  Commission  on  Missions. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Diocesan  Commission  on  Missions,  subject 
to  Council,  the  duty  of  which  shall  be  to  promote  the  Forward  Move- 
ment recommended  by  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  especially  by 
endeavoring  to  secure  the  introduction  in  every  parish  and  mission  of 
the  Every  Member  Canvass  for  Missions,  and  the  Duplex  Envelope 
System;  and,  also,  the  prompt  payment  in  full  of  the  Apportionment 
for  Missions  for  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  Commission  shall  be,  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  President,  ex  officio,  and  six  clergymen  and  six  laymen,  two  of 
each  order  from  each  Convocational  District,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Bishop  upon  the  nomination  of  their  respective  Convocations,  and 
who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 
Membership  shall  be  limited  to  those  who  themselves  heartily  approve 
or  the  plan,  are  willing  to  inform  themselves  thoroughly  with  regard 
to  it,  and  to  visit  parishes  and  missions  when  invited  to  do  so  in  the 
effort  to  further  the  adoption  of  the  plan  by  such  parishes  and  missions 
and  the  payment  of  the  apportionment.  Any  member  who  fails  without 
sufficient  cause  to  discharge  these  duties  shall  be  dropped  and  the 
vacancy  filled  by  the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  elect  its  own 
officers. 

Sec  3.  The  Commission  shall  hold  at  least  one  meeting  each  year,  and 
in  addition,  the  members  from  each  Convocational  District  shall  meet  at 
the  time  their  Convocation  meets,  and,  together  with  any  other  members 
of  the  Commission  willing  to  attend,  hold  an  open  meeting  to  set  for- 
ward the  work  in  their  respective  Convocations. 

Sec  4.  In  addition  to  these  meetings  the  Commission  may  hold  Mis- 
sionary Conventions  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  see  fit. 

Sec  5.  The  Commission  shall  present  a  report  to  each  Council,  together 
with  an  estimate  of  the  funds  needed  for  its  work  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  a  financial  report  showing  the  disposition  of  any  funds  expended 
the  year  before,  which  report  shall  be  audited  as  other  financial  reports 
are. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 


I.  After  the  Council  has  been  declared  duly  organized,  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  appointed,  the  order  of  proceedings  for  the  first 
day  shall  be: 

1.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an 
Assistant  Secretary. 

2.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

3.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  five  Standing  Committees, 
viz:  A  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes,  to  consist  of  one 
Clergyman  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and 
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Canons,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman 
from  each  Missionary  District;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  to 
consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on  Finance,  to 
consist  of  five  Laymen,  communicants  of  the  Church,  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Council,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

4.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congregations  for  admis- 
sion into  the  Council. 

5.  The  annual  communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese. 

6.  The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

7.  The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund, 
and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council. 

8.  The  appointment  of  special  committees. 

9.  Miscellaneous  business. 

II.  The  services  for  the  opening  of  the  Council  on  every  day  suc- 
ceeding the  first  day  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop,  and  every 
day's  session  shall  be  closed  with  appropriate  Collects,  offered  by  the 
President. 

The  anniversary  sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  South  Carolina  may  be  preached  on  the  second  day  after 
Morning  Prayer. 

When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  daily  order  of 
proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be: 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding  day. 

3.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

4.  The  election  of  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  when  in  order. 

5.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  when  in, 
order. 

6.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  when  in  order. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's,  Raleigh,  when  in  order. 

8.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  General  Ineological  Seminary,  when 
in  order. 

9.  Reports,  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order: 
Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

Committee  on  Finance. 

Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 

Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School,  Raleigh. 

Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

Trustees  of  the  Church  Home.

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Council,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's 
proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of^each  church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Council  unless  he  hath 
leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  to  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  without 
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advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President, 
confining:  himself  to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  President 
shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question, 
without  leave  of  the  Council. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of 
the  Council,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  during  same 
session,  except  upon  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  may  be  moved  and 
seconded  by  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question  no  one  shall  hoFd 
private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  Rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Churches 
shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers,  as  called  for, 
and  no  votes  shall  be  received  after  the  Tellers  begin  to  count  the 
votes:  Provided,  That  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy  shall  be  called  and  their 
votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers  first,  and  immediately  thereupon  the 
Roll  of  the  Churches  shall  be  called  and  their  votes  deposited  with  the 
Tellers. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Council  unless  sec- 
onded and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any  other  member 
require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not  second  a  motion  offered 
by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same  church  with  himself. 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  house,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone 
to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  or  amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike 
out  the  word  "Resolved"  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to  amend, 
and  if  carried  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  resolution. 
Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first  moved  shall  be  first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table  and  to  postpone  indefinitely  shall 
be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn  may  interrupt  a  speech, 
or  any  other  business  of  the  Council. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to  any  mem- 
ber unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him  to  the  Council. 

XVIII.  All  special  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Council. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  he 
is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  of  in  any  case  where  he  was 
not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of 
the  Council  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  to  order;  in 
which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down, 
unless  permitted  to  explain.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined 
in  the  first  instance,  without  debate,  by  the  President;  but  any  member 
may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Council,  and  on  such  appeal  no 
member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  the  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond  an 
adjournment. 

XXII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended,  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIII.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  may  be  read  at  the  opening  of 
every  Council,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  repealed  by  a  vote  of  the 
Council,  and  shall  not  be  altered  but  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both 
Orders,  after  one  day's  notice  of  the  proposed  alteration.
